Making sense of a gut-wrenching conflict 





S WE GO to press, the New York 
Times reports that NATO com- 
manders — and, by implication, 
President Clinton — made a major miscal- 
culation when they assumed that several 
days of aerial bombardment would force 
Serb leader Slobodan Milosevic to accept 
the Western powers’ proposed solution for 
ending the Kosovo crisis. 

This would be disturbing news under any 
circumstances, but it is especially sobering 
as NATO prepares to “broaden and deep- 
en” its attacks in Yugoslavia in 
order to blow up facilities cru- 
cial to the Milosevic govern- 
ment. This will most likely in- 
clude sites in Belgrade, the 
Serbian and Yugoslav capital. 
Thus the cost of the atrocities 
perpetrated against Kosovars 
of Albanian descent will be 
brought closer to the general 
population. 

But it is unlikely to halt the genocide and 
forced repatriation that Serb military forces 
are inflicting upon ethnic Albanians who a 
few weeks ago made up 90 percent of 
Kosovo’s two million people. The magni- 
tude of the atrocities that Milosevic has or- 
dered may not approach those of Hitler, 
Stalin, or Mao, but his spirit and intent is 
every bit as evil as theirs was. 

Bringing Milosevic to heel will be no easy 
task. President Clinton and other Western 
leaders need to convey this message clearly 
and repeatedly to their respective nations if 
the NATO allies are to have any hope of

COAKLEY RESPONDS 


Despite the fact that our response was 
within an hour of the 60 Minutes broadcast 
on Sunday, March 5 [“Don’t Quote Me,” 
News, March 12], it was neither knee-jerk 
nor unreflective. Indeed, it was based not 
only upon the information we had been giv- 
en earlier in the week by way of a press re- 
lease from 60 Minutes, but also upon eight 
years of experience in the investigation and 
prosecution of physical child-abuse cases. 
The depressingly familiar indicia of inten- 
tional physical abuse — fractured skull in 
the back of the head, severe brain swelling, 
and, most tellingly, retinal hemorrhaging 
(bleeding behind the eyes) — were the un- 
mistakable signs to the doctors at Children’s 
Hospital and to us as to why Matthew Eap- 
pen was about to die when he ended up in 
the emergency room on February 4, 1997. 

Dr. Floyd Gilles is not a forensic neu- 
ropathologist and has no experience in child 
abuse. Dr. Nelson was ready and willing to 
testify for the defense in September 1997 and 
was paid $700 for his services. To call this 
piece of “investigative” journalism “serious 
and troubling” is, frankly, troubling. We re- 
sponded very specifically to Dr. Gilles’s “the- 
ory” — with Drs. Robert Reece and Douglas 








bringing this apparently shaky but just oper- 
ation to a successful close. 

The fact is that both Yugoslavia’s antago- 
nists and its allies have consistently done 
too little, too late. 

The primary responsibility lies with the 
European community in whose backyard 
Milosevic has wrought his horrors for years. 
When it comes to promoting joint prosperity, 
the Eurocrats act boldly. When it comes to 
upholding the tenets of what should pass for 
civilized society, they shirk. 

Recent rhetoric aside, the 
United States has also been 
less than resolute. Anyone 
who claims that Washington’s 
attention wasn’t diverted from 
this growing crisis by the pro- 
longed and destructive im- 
peachment farce is refusing to 
face reality. The crisis in Koso- 
vo has been building for years 
and intensifying for months. 

And then there are the Russians. The 
Economist points out that “Russia’s policy 
on Yugoslavia is more sentimental than 
practical: it chiefly reflects a dislike of 
NATO’s influence, not any great interest in 
the nitty gritty of Balkan politics.” Prime 
Minister Primakov’s recent attempt to bro- 
ker a solution was a failure. But blustering 
though it might be, the threat of Russian in- 
tervention is not to be dismissed. 

A form of conventional wisdom is coa- 
lescing that the Kosovo slaughter has been 
brought about by the bombing. It’s too seri- 
ous an assertion to dismiss entirely, al- 


Miller. We even asked Mike Wallace how 
Dr. Gilles explained Matthew’s skull fracture 
and retinal bleeding. He said he didn’t. In 
fact, the defense at Ms. Woodward’s trial did 
not have any eye doctors, and thus none who 
explained the 
retinal bleeding. 
The importance 
of this cannot be 
overstated. This 
damage is 
caused by the 
shearing of the 
blood vessels 
behind the eyes 
only from a 
rapid accelera- 
tion/decelera- 
tion motion, as 
when an infant 
is violently shak- 
en. Dr. Lois 
Smith, a pediatric ophthalmologist, testified 
for the prosecution at trial that she had seen 
damage as severe as Matthew’s only in one 
case, when an infant was struck in his stroller 
by a Mack truck and thrown 40 feet. 

Matthew’s cause of death was not then, 
nor should it be now, any mystery. Defense 
counsel did some inventive posturing at 
great expense and created a theory for pur- 
poses of defending the case. However, their 
theory of innocence was rejected by the 
jury, and by the Massachusetts Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court. Louise Woodward stands con- 
victed of violently assaulting and killing 
Matthew Eappen. 

All “experts” are not created equal; that is 
why courts permit cross-examination. There 
is clearly room for improvement in our legal 
system with increased use of independent 
experts. But to criticize the treating doctors 
at Children’s Hospital — not “hired guns,” 
Sut mostly percipient witnesses who received 
no more than a $7 witness fee provided by 
the Commonwealth — totally misses the 
mark. Drs. Gilles and Nelson are hardly-“in-

though we ultimately don’t buy it. More 
than a month ago we wrote on this page, 
“When the spring comes and the winter 
snows melt, the massacres will begin in 
earnest.” Even before that time, informed 
opinion held that it wasn’t a matter of 
whether the Serbs would further torture the 
Kosovars — it was only a matter of when. 

So what is to be done? 

@ The West must mount a massive aid 
program to help neighboring Balkan states 
absorb the streams of Kosovar refugees who 
face a grim choice: flee their homeland or 
be slaughtered by the Serbs. 

e NATO must reinforce the air fleet now 
pounding the Serbs. Independent military 
analysts have gone on record as saying that 
the NATO and US planes, as technically su- 
perior as they may be, are not numerous 
enough to do the job — especially if the air 
war is to be expanded and intensified, as it 
should be. 

@ NATO should also give serious con- 
sideration to recognizing the sovereignty of 
Kosovo. This proposal, put forward by 
William Pfaff of the International Herald 
Tribune, would allow the allies to continue 
the air war and openly aid the Kosovar 
rebels in accordance with international 
law. This is more than an intellectual nice- 
ty. It would provide an international 
framework within which a prolonged con- 
flict could be waged. 

There is no quick fix on the horizon. @

THE REAL RAUXA 


Thank you for your review of my restau- 
rant, Rauxa (“Dining Out,” Styles, 

March 19]. While I understand that re- 
views are, by their very nature, highly sub- 
jective, I feel that this particular review 
contained some major inaccuracies that 
warrant a response. 

First, let me explain that Rauxa is emphati- 
cally not.a “Spanish” restaurant, but one in- 
spired by the culinary traditions of Catalunya. 
Catalans occupy the northeastern corner of 
Spain and the area beyond the French border 
as far as the city of Perpignan. Rauxa is a 
Catalan word, not a Spanish one. The Cata- 
lans differ from the rest of the peoples occu- 
pying the Iberian peninsula in temperament, 
culture, language, and culinary tradition. 

While sharing some of the same ingredi- 
ents as Castilian Spanish cuisine (and in fact 
of all Mediterranean cuisines), Catalan food 
is more closely tied to that of the Languedoc 
and Provence than to that of Castile or An- 
dalusia. Sweet and sour combinations with 
meat, softer uses of garlic, and nuts and 
raisins in many dishes are classic examples. 

I have put much effort into avoiding the 
use of the word Spanish in press descrip- -

tions of Rauxa. N 
the term Catalan appear. May I respectfully 
suggest a quick phone call to the chef or 
owner of an establishment to avoid future 
misconceptions and factual errors? 

Whether or not a particular dish is enjoyed 
by a reviewer is a matter of taste, but it seems 
to me that a review is successful only if the 
point of reference it starts from is correct. 

Lastly, a minor point: you give the im- 
pression that Rauxa is an expensive restau- 
rant, and I beg to differ. On the menu re- 
viewed, out of eight main courses, two were 
priced in the low twenties and six were 
priced below $20, with an average price of 
$18. No, we’re not a “cheap eats” choice, 
but expensive? I think moderate is a more 
accurate description.

Nike’s pseudo-marathon, redux | 


For the second time in three 
years, Nike has gotten into a street- 
level slap-fight with competitor 
Adidas and the Boston Athletic 
Association (BAA) over its 
advertisements linked to the Boston 
Marathon. 

The controversy surrounds an 
advertising blitzkrieg that the 
world’s biggest athletic-shoe 
manufacturer recently launched in 


crushed Powerade cups. 

The Nike campaign is 
unprecedented, says T spokesman 
Joe Pesaturo. The Oregon-based 
manufacturer purchased virtually 
every billboard inside the Park 
Street station, to the tune of 
$70,000. It even added a Green 
Line car wrapped in a Nike ad for 
$8400. “It’s what we call station 
domination,” Pesaturo says. “Nike

cup subway stations. For more than 
a week, Boston’s bowels have been 
plastered with billboard ads 
depicting nothing but a Nike 
“Swoosh” and the marathon’s date

numbers, PowerBar wrappers, and

wanted to do something a little 
different.” 

Not surprisingly, Nike’s ad 
assault pisses off both the BAA and 
Adidas, which has officially 
sponsored the world’s most famous 
road race for 11 years. BAA race 
director Guy Morse complains that 
the Nike campaign “creates 


confusion” for the public. And 
Adidas spokesperson Travis 
Gonzalez says his company wants 
to work with the BAA to “try to 
curtail this ambush marketing as 
much as possible.” 

This conflict has some history: 
back in 1997, Adidas and the BAA 
were irked vy the marathon theme 
unveiled in Nike’s glitzy Newbury 
Street flagship store, Nikctown. 
(Creepily, the store’s “Marathon 
wall” omits the event’s most famous 
competitor, four-time winner Bill 
Rodgers, because he doesn’t pimp 
the Swoosh.) 

No onc at Adidas or the BAA 
accuses the Nike campaign of 
infringing on the marathon 
trademark; the ads are careful not 
to use official marathon logos or 
terminology. But what some sce as 
a clever marketing campaign, 
others see as weasel-like. “To me, 
it demonstrates a level of 
arrogance,” says Morse. “I know if 
the shoe were on the other foot, so 
to speak, Nike wouldn't enjoy it.” 

In a defense that would make 
Calvin Klein proud, Nike US 
spokesperson Dave Mingey says the 
company isn’t trying to stir up 
trouble. “This advertising campaign 
is intended in no way to upsct the 
BAA,” Mingcy says. “It’s simply 
meant to promote the excitement 
that is unique to running in Boston.” 

Besides, notes the T’s Pesaturo: 
“Unless you're Rosie Ruiz, the 
marathon doesn’t go through Park 
Street.”

Now the Onion 
hopes to infiltrate the mainstream, with the 
publication this week of Our Dumb Century (Three 
Rivers Press), a collection of 100 years of faux front 
pages. The book’s historic headlines touch on all the 
century’s great moments, from the Titanic (WORLD’s 
LARGEST METAPHOR HITS ICE-BERG) to the Russian 
Revolution (PRETENTIOUS, GOATEED COFFEEHOUSE TYPES 
SEIZE POWER IN RUSSIA) to more-contemporary world 
affairs (IDi AMIN PRAISES FORMER DEFENSE MINISTER AS 
‘DELICIOUS’). 

“We want a copy in every bathroom in America,” 
says Onion managing editor Robert Siegel. 

It’s hard to mistake this book for anything but a 
joke, yet Siegel recalls several episodes in which 
moronic readers took the bogus stories literally. One 
report, headlined '98 HOMOSEXUAL-RECRUITMENT DRIVE 
NEARING GOAL, was recently posted on an anti-gay 
Web site, Siegel says, “as evidence of the gay 
conspiracy to convert people to their wicked 
lifestyle.” 

How to explain such mix-ups? “People are dumb 
and they believe everything they read,” Siegel says. 
“That’s one of the things we really toy with — there’s 
just something about the print media. That’s why we 
don’t have bylines. We want to perpetuate this whole

for John Buonomo, who topped the 
five-candidate field and now faces 
Kelly Gay in the May 11 final. 

For Buonomo, a wonkish city 
alderman backed by many Capuano 
supporters, the win is a turnaround 
and a step closer to the office he’s 
long coveted. Beaten by Capuano 10 
years ago, he has moved closer to 
Capuano politically and has cast 
himself as the candidate best poised 
to carry forward his legacy. He also 
says he’s the one with the most 
concrete ideas for governing. “In this 
campaign, we talked about issues, 
and we were very specific about keeping the city moving 
forward and . . . focusing on education, affordable 
housing, and maintaining a low tax rate,” he said. 

Kelly Gay, who has called for unity in the city’s 
fractious political landscape, also claimed victory. “It’s 
about good working people wanting to see this city in 
better shape,” she said. Though she didn’t win, backers 
called her second-place showing solid in the face of the 
“paycheck patriotism” they say Buonomo got from city 
workers loyal to Capuano. But that rankles Buonomo 
backers. “As far as I know, there aren’t 4307 people on 
the municipal payroll,” said Buonomo campaign 
strategist Andrew Upton outside Buonomo’s victory 
party. Officially, Buonomo won 4348 votes to Gay’s 
3755. Alderman Joe Curtatone, the third serious 
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Kelly Gay, but some say she could still close the gap. 








contender, won 3381 in a race 
where turnout was higher than 
expected. 

Curtatone, a Capuano critic 
backed by city progressives (it’s a 
loose term when all three of the 
major candidates are liberal urban 
Democrats), saw his political career 
stall in the wake of a campaign that 
was at times hesitant. “We still have 
some important causes to fight for,” 
Curtatone told supporters at the 
Somerville Holiday Inn. “The right 
kind of development . . . for parents with children who 
want a voice in their children’s education.” 

Handicapping the final race began as soon as the 
polls closed. First scenario: Buonomo rising! Kelly Gay, 
suggests one insider, is the Ray Flynn of the Somerville 
race (in the Eighth, Flynn was ahead early but didn’t 
move and was overtaken by Capuano). The alternative 
view: Kelly Gay did well against the Capuano machine. 
Far more Curtatone support flies to her than to his 
enemy, Buonomo, and she closes the gap. 

But Capuano, who “doubts” he’ll endorse anyone, 
says that “no candidate can deliver their supporters en 
masse.” As long as it’s close, the election starts today, 
right now,” he said Tuesday night.

The Herald skips its own minority job fair 


There was a curious no-show among the 36 
companies that took part in the Boston 
Herald-sponsored “Workplace Diversity Job Fair” this 
past Tuesday. The Herald itself failed to join 
employers such as the Chase Manhattan Bank, 
Starbucks, and the Museum of Science in reaching 
out to minority job candidates. 

Herald columnist Robin Washington, who is the 
parliamentarian of the National Association of Black 
Journalists, expressed puzzlement when asked about his 
employer’s lack of attendance at its own event. “I would 
not have minded being there,” he says. “It certainly 
would do us some good to be at something like this.” 

But managing editor for news Andrew Gully responds 
that he and the paper’s other top newsroom managers, 
editor Andy Costello and managing editor for features 
Kevin Convey, have been diligent about attending job 
fairs for minority journalists around the country, 
sometimes several times a year. Gully argues that this 
week’s Herald event — organized by the paper’s 
business side, with no involvement from editorial — was 
unlikely to result in any newsroom hires. 

Washington, who has worked with the paper’s editors 
in hiring several minority candidates, has two questions. 
Why didn’t the Herald participate in the job fair held by 
the Association of Asian-American Journalists when it 
was held in Boston a year and a half ago? And will the 
editors commit to attending “Unity,” a massive minority 
job fair sponsored by black, Asian, Hispanic, and Native 
American journalists’ organizations, in Seattle this July? 

To which Gully replies that (a) the Herald skipped the 
Asian-American job fair, which was sponsored by the 
Boston Globe, because. it was invited only as “an 
afterthought,” and (6) “I’m not sure. We probably will, 
but my answer is, | don’t know yet.” The answer, Gully 
says, depends on whether the paper has any openings or 
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anticipates any openings when “Unity” rolls around. 

© Same story, different day. The release of statistics on 
minority enrollment at Boston Latin School — the first 
under the school’s new non-race-based admissions policy 
— prompted dramatically different headlines in the Globe 
on two consecutive days. TROUBLING ADMISSION STATISTICS 
AT LATIN; CHANCES FOR BLACKS ATTENDING REMAIN POOR 
was the head over Beth Daley’s story on March 23. Her 
follow-up the next day was headlined LATIN MINORITY 
ADMISSIONS STEADY. Despite the disparity, the stories do 
not contradict each other: it turns out that the black and 
Hispanic acceptance rate remains discouragingly low 
(about 18 percent), but that some observers were relieved 
that those numbers had not dropped substantially from 
previous years. Less clear is why the Globe chose to offer 
two different spins rather than publish one comprehensive 
story exploring both aspects. 

e A tough loss. Herald State House bureau chief 
Carolyn Ryan told her bosses on Tuesday that she’s 
leaving for 135 Morrissey Boulevard, where she'll 
serve as the Globe’s deputy city editor. Ryan 
technically replaces Joe Williams, who recently 
moved up to city editor — although one newsroom 
source says there’s been so much movement in 
Metro/Region lately that it’s become difficult to 
figure out who’s replacing whom. Ryan is respected 
on Beacon Hill for her political coverage, and her 
move was greeted with mixed feelings by Globe State 
House bureau chief Frank Phillips, who says he 
wishes she were coming to work for him. “There’s a 
dearth of reporters who have experience in covering 
state politics and state government,” says Phillips, 
himself a Herald alumnus. Neither Ryan nor her 
Herald editors could be reached before the Phoenix’s 
Wednesday-morning deadline.

A quirky neighborhood 
searches for unity under siege

HEN THE BOSTON Red Sox let 
slugger Mo Vaughn slip away, they 


all but ensured that the New York 
Yankees would have little to fear from them 
in the near future. 

Evelyn Randall, a community activist 
who has lived in the Fenway for 37 years, 
wishes she could say the same for her 
neighborhood. 

Like many Fenway residents, Randall is 
worried about the team’s anticipated pitch for 
a new stadium. “My worst fear,” she says, “is 
the traffic it will cause, and the noise.” 

The Sox’ plans aren’t all that worries 
Fenway residents these days. The old Sears 
building on Park Drive is being redevel- 
oped as a mall and 12-to-15-screen movie 
theater; another multiplex is planned for 
nearby Lansdowne Street. Emmanuel Col- 
lege wants to expand. So does Children’s 
Hospital. Looming over it all are plans by 
New York development powerhouse Mil- 
lennium Partners, which is proposing a 
massive upscale housing and commercial 
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live in concert

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complex over the Mass Pike, right where 
the East Fenway meets the Back Bay. 

To Randall and other activists, the draw- 
backs of this boom threaten to drastically 
outweigh its benefits. The sheer scope of 
proposed development threatens the fabric 
of the Fenway — its housing costs, its 
streets, its identity as a neighborhood. 

“There is a real-estate feeding frenzy un- 
der way,” says Peter Catalano of the Fen- 
way Action Coalition, the most militant of 
several Fenway residents’ groups. “The 
sharks are circling.” 

Yet ironically, the very size of the frenzy 
may end up helping the prey. If development 
is inevitable, the sudden onslaught of so 
many big-ticket proposals could give con- 
cerned residents an edge: the convergence 
has drawn new attention to the Fenway, giv- 
ing disunited residents a chance to pull to- 
gether and influence what’s built there. 

State Representative Byron Rushing (D- 
Boston), for example, sees the moment as a 
chance to pressure the city into creating a 
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“master plan” for the Fenway. And already 
the fear and activism sparked by looming 
development have spawned an interesting 
side effect: the development has forced de- 
bate on questions like “What is the Fenway, 
anyhow?” and “What the hell should the 
Fenway be?” 


S A NEIGHBORHOOD, the Fenway 
has always been hard to pin down. Far 
more people visit it — for the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the ballpark, the clubs on Lans- 
downe Street — than know it as a quirky, 
livable neighborhood near central Boston. 
Extending a few blocks on either side of 


the Back Bay Fens, the Fenway includes sev- 


eral dense residential streets lined with brick 
apartment buildings. Busy and loud east of 
the Fens, quieter to the west, it fills a niche 
in the city: a neighborhood close to down- 


town that’s still affordable in many stretches. 


It is also fairly diverse. It’s home to about 
33,000 people, according to the 1990 cen- 
sus; within its borders more than a dozen 
languages are spoken, both by the large 
student population and by-long-time resi- 
dents and families. The Fenway — particu- 
larly the East Fenway, between the Fens 
and Mass Ave — is packed with students, 
but according to the Fenway Community 
Development Corporation (CDC), there 
are more than 1000 families there as well. 

“There has long been a perception of this 
neighborhood as a student ghetto,” says 
Steve Wolf, a board member of the CDC. 
“But we have a lot of long-time residents in 
this neighborhood. . . . | know people who 
have been here since the 1940s.” 

Josh Cook, an eight-year Fenway resi- 
dent and co-owner of the Designs for Liv- 
ing Café and Bookstore, prizes what he

calls the “Big City—Little City” thing: “You 
have a large enough city to remain some- 
what anonymous, but you also have the 
feeling of knowing people, a personal close- 
ness here.” 

That neighborhood fabric is the inspira- 
tion for a clever bit of grassroots PR: large 
white pieces of paper with black arrows 
pointing to the ground, that activists hope 
to see plastered on walls and signposts 
around the neighborhood. | LIVE HERE, 
reads a message On one poster. | WORK 
HERE, reads another. At the arrows’ tips, 
more text reads, THE FENWAY: NOT A 
SKYSCRAPER. NOT A BALLPARK. A NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD. The posters are the work of the 
CDC, which hopes to build support for its 
effort to force the city and developers to ad- 
dress residents’ concerns. 

Those concerns are real. The Red Sox, for 
instance, are historically bad neighbors who 
not only attract crowds and trash, but seem 
uninterested in neighbors’ input. Residents 
fear that a bigger Sox presence will mean a 
bigger headache. Also, new condos and oth- 
er gentrification could imperil the neighbor- 
hood’s diversity, both racial and economic. 

The Fenway, however, is also character- 
ized by another kind of diversity that’s not 
quite so rosy: its fractious neighborhood 
groups. In a city where neighborhood asso- 
ciations are the primary line of defense 
against insensitive development, the Fen- 
way’s lack of cohesion has so far kept it 
from exhibiting the kind of self-protective 
strength seen in South Boston or the Back 
Bay. A patchwork of activist groups seem to 
agree on little beyond the name of their 
neighborhood. A recent Boston Tab article, 
which asked WHO SPEAKS FOR THE FENWAY ?, 
found that multiple organizations have dif- 
ferent — and competing — visions of what 
the Fenway should be. 

The Fenway Civic Association comes 
closest to being a traditional neighborhood 
group. Rather conservative, it is concerned 
with cleanliness, traffic, and other “quality 
of life” issues, and is leery of new afford- 
able-housing development. The CDC, 
meanwhile, shares some of the same con- 
cerns but has a more activist agenda, 
stressing affordable housing and services 
for lower-income residents. 

The Fenway Civic Association distrusts 
the CDC, which Civic Association vice- 
president Fredericka Veikley calls too ag- 


development debates. The Fenway, which 
shares a city-council district with the Back 
Bay, Mission Hill, and Beacon Hill, has not 
had an elected official living in the neigh- 
borhood since Keane unseated David 
Scondras six years ago. Voter turnout in 
the Fenway is abysmal compared to, say, 
politically potent South Boston. In the 
city’s Ward 4, which overlaps heavily with 
the heart of the Fenway, just 17 percent of 
voters turned out in the last city election. 
And the Fenway isn’t rich enough to wield 
the kind of economic clout that Back Bay 
and Beacon Hill enjoy. 


VEN WHEN community groups aren't 

at loggerheads, developers hold real ad- 
vantages over grassroots activists: primari- 
ly, more money and more access to City 
Hall. The FAC’s Peter Catalano points to 
the close ties between Menino and devel- 
opers like Robert Walsh, who’s working 
with the Sox, and wonders whose side the 
city is on. 

To be sure, Boston is rife with examples 
of tenants’ unions and citizens’ groups 
gaining some control over what is or isn’t 
built in their midst. In 1968, South Enders 
rallied behind Mel King to push for afford- 
able housing on the land that ultimately be- 
came the mixed-income housing develop- 
ment Tent City; recently, South Boston 
scuttled plans for a new Patriots stadium in 
that neighborhood. 

At this point, the Fenway doesn’t have 
the political or economic clout to pull off 
anything that bold, but the onrush of devel- 
opment in the neighborhood should foster 
greater cohesion. The differences between 
the various groups do, after all, mask some 
shared interests. Nobody likes trash from 
Red Sox games and the clubs. And increas- 
ing traffic is a pain for everyone. “There is 
lot more common ground than there is dis- 
agreement,” says Rushing. 

Says BU sociology professor Daniel 
Monti: “When there is a lot of interest in 
an area, more groups will come out and be 
energized, and they will come to learn how 
to articulate what they think is in the public 
interest and what they think is in their own 
interest more consistently and more pow- 
erfully than they have in the past.” 

“When you have more [gradual] 
change,” says Monti, author of the forth- 
coming book The American City: A Social 
and Cultural History, “the level of excite- 
ment and energy and the number and vol-

gressive in its push for more affordable 
housing. “The CDC tries to act like a resi- 
dents’ association,” she says, “and it can’t. 
Because its mission is a development mis- 
sion, and it can’t be both.” 

Meanwhile, a staff member of the CDC 
calls the Civic Association “viciously 
anti—affordable housing” and claims it 
“represents the agenda of the private, for- 
profit landlord.” 

And then there’s the newest group, the 
Fenway Action Coafition (FAC), which 
sprang up last summer and which has good 
relations with neither of the other two or- 
ganizations. 

How deep is the divide between the Fen- 
way’s groups? Deep enough, clearly, to 
obscure their common interests. “Just be- 
cause we would all like to see more trees 
along Boylston Street and get rid of some 
of these strip lots is no reason to climb in 
bed with these people [at the CDC],” savs 
Veikley. 

“They all hate each other,” says one for- 
mer Boston official. “Ultimately, the loser 
is the neighborhood. Because these groups 
are so divided . . . it gives developers an 
upper hand.” 

City Councilor Tom Keane, who repre- 
sents the Fenway, agrees: “If you are divid- 
ed, you can be conquered. This is not a 
war, but it is a circumstance where the 
neighborhood needs to assert neighbor- 
hood interests and make sure those inter- 
ests are recognized and preserved.” 

Beyond the schisms, a few other factors 
put the neighborhood at a disadvantage in 


ume of groups likely to be involved are less 
than when an area gets hot. And the Fen- 
way has become a hot area.” 

Already, neighborhood opposition and 
concern over development has put pressure 
on City Hall — earlier this year, Mayor 
Thomas Menino agreed to hire a new plan- 
ner to provide some oversight, although 
the position has not been filled. One top 
Menino aide says the development flurry 
“creates the realization that this is an area 
that’s been subjected to a number of po- 
tential pressures, and the mayor has re- 
sponded by calling attention to that.” 

This year’s city elections could also bol- 
ster the neighborhood’s clout -— and pro- 
vide something that’s been missing for the 
past six years. Tom Keane isn’t seeking re- 
election, and Scondras and others from the 
Fenway may pursue the seat. 

Developers, of course, are not waiting 
for the neighborhood to gel. So if Fenway 
residents want to seize their best chance to 
slow development, negotiate its scale, or 
ensure that the neighborhood benefits from 
it, they'll need to act soon. 

Says Keane: “When a community is the 
focus of a lot of attention, it provokes a 
host of forces in response — ones that call 
upon a community to define itself.” 

“I think the fact that we are in the spot- 
light,” says CDC executive director Carl 
Koechlin, “gives us the chance to show people 
what this neighborhood is all about.” &

RANK’S OUTTA HERE. That’s 

the big news in Cambridge, 

where mayor and city councilor 
Frank Duchay announced last weck 
that he will not run for reelection in 
the fall after 36 consecutive years in 
elected office. 

Duehay called it quits Friday, 
March 26, at a small press conference 
inside his second-floor office in Cam- 
bridge City Hall. There, surrounded by 
political associates and friends, the 
mayor — a compact man with neatly 
combed gray hair and 
small, sunken brown 
eyes — stood before his 
wooden desk and read a 
prepared statement. “I 
have been honored to 
represent the citizens of 
Cambridge on the school 
committee and the city 
council, and as mayor, 
for a total of 36 years,” 
Duchay said. “When my 
term expires on 
January 2, 2000, I will 
have achieved many of 
the goals I set for myself 
during that time. I thank 
my supporters for giving 
me the opportunity to 
serve Cambridge.” 

Then Duchay, who is 
65, fielded a couple of . 
easy questions from re- 
porters. He said he'd 
been thinking about 
stepping down for several months. He 
said he had no immediate plans to en- 
dorse another candidate for the council. 
He joked that he’d considered sticking 
around long enough to fix a rut in the 
road near his Harvard Square home. 
He thanked his colleagues for their sup- 
port through the years. “This has to 
end at some point,” he said. 

The press conference was like the 
man himself — straightforward, digni- 
ficd, and slightly wooden. During his 
decades of service, which began with 
his 1963 election to the Cambridge 
School Committee, the Harvard-edu- 
cated Duehay developed a reputation 
as a reliable, if restrained, liberal voice 
on the city’s occasionally combustible 
political scene. He has never ranked 
among Cambridge’s most stylish or 
colorful pols, but he is generally well 
liked and respected. 

“What I Icarned from Frank was fi- 
nessc,” says Kathy Born, a three-term 
Cambridge city councilor. “I learned 
you don’t always have to be the loudest 
and angriest councilor for the public to 
understand your dedication.” 

Indeed, colleagues say Duchay’s 
signature assets are his practicality and 
his affection for procedure — good 
skills for a politician, to be sure, but 
not the kind that win headlines. 
Trained as an educator (he later be- 
came a university administrator, first 
at Harvard’s School of Education, 
then at Tufts’s Filene Center for Citi- 
zenship and Public Affairs), he is well 
regardcd for his ability to broker com- 
promise. Born recalls working with 
him shortly after the state voted out 


rent control in 1994; Duehay, she 
says, worked tirelessly to prod Har- 
vard into preserving 100 decontrolled 
units as affordable housing. “He is 
quiet but effective,” says Born. 

And though his suits, patent-leather 
shoes, and plain-colored ties give him 
a decidedly middle-of-the-road look, 
Duehay’s lefty credentials have rarely 
been questioned in iiber-liberal Cam- 
bridge. Solid on schools, enviro- 
friendly, and big on affordable hous- 
ing, he has long been a favorite of the 
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DUEHAY: “Frank has been the 
quintessential good-government 
good citizen,” says a local observer. 








city’s progressive establishment. (Onc 
of his closest allies is Geneva Malen- 
fant, who for years was head of the 
Cambridge Civic Association, the city’s 
oldest and most powerful political-in- 
terest group.) Duchay, who was born 
in Washington, DC, and raised in 
Cambridge, has backed local initiatives 
for nuclear disarmament and has 
hclped make Cambridge a safe haven 
for Central American refugees. He 
also led a peace delegation to the for- 
mer Soviet Union. 

“Frank has been the quintessential 
good-government good citizen,” says 
Glenn Koocher, a former school com- 
mittee member who now hosts a cable- 
television show on Cambridge politics. 
“He's been on the appropriate side of 
every issue.” 

At the same time, Duchay’s critics 
arguc that the mayor has been too re- 
luctant to stick his neck out on con- 
troversial matters, especially if it 
might mean alienating his constituen- 
cy. And it is the nature of that con- 
stituency that perhaps rankles his de- 
tractors the most: historically, some of 
his strongest support has come from 
voters in the wealthicr neighborhoods 
surrounding Harvard Square. As a re- 
sult, Duehay has occasionally been 
derided as a chauffeur for Cam- 
bridge’s limousine-liberal sct, too 
timid to make waves. Says Koocher: 
“He's a guy who's never tossed a 


bomb in his life.” 

it’s ironic, then, that one of Due- 
hay’s biggest political achievements 
was also onc of the city’s most explo- 
sive political moments. Last winter, he 
outwrangled fellow CCA councilor 
Katherine Triantafillou to get himself 
clected mayor (in Cambridge, the may- 
or is chosen by city councilors, and not 
by the public at large). Critics said he'd 
engincered a backroom dcal with inde- 
pendent councilors to ensure his victo- 
ry. Duchay denics any wrongdoing, but 
it’s clear that some resentment lingers 
among the city’s left. Councilor and 
former mayor Ken Reeves calls Due- 
hay’s clection a “bushwhack of Coun- 
cilor Triantafillou” and says it was “un- 
necessary, unkind, and rcally inhu- 
mane.” 

To some, Duehay’s maneuvering for 
the mayorship revealed a shrewdly cal- 
culating pol lurking bencath his mild- 
mannered exterior. But suggestions that 
Duchay has a dark side are overblown. 
Even Reeves, the closest thing the city 
council has to a political iconoclast, ac- 
knowledges that he and Duchay “have 
been on different pages very few times.” 
Born says that Duehay has broken away 
from his limo-liberal basc in recent 
years, most notably in his support for a- 
nursing home abutting Fresh Pond that 
was opposed by some wealthy voters on 
environmental grounds. And nearly ev- 
eryone who knows Duehay says that his 
marriage several ycars ago to attorncy 
Janc Kenworthy Lewis — after a life- 
time of bachelorhood — softened him 
and madc him realize there’s more to 
life than politics. 

“There's a tendency in politics for 
people's egos to get in the way,” says 
Cambridge vice mayor Anthony Galluc- 
cio, who wasn’t even born when Due- 
hay first won office. “With Frank, that 
hasn’t taken placc.” 

Of course, it’s not over yet. Though 
Cambridge insiders arc already handi- 
capping Duchay’s council replacement 
(Democratic strategist Jim Braude has 
the pre-race pole position, with state 
rep Alice Wolf's aide Marjoric Decker a 
length or two behind), the mayor still 
has nine more months in office. Due- 
hay clearly relishes the opportunity. On 
Friday, long after his press conference 
ended, he lingered in his office, dis- 
cussing unfinished political business 
and his hopes for the rest of 1999. 
~-But aftéPunmpreen tleetions and too 
many handshakes and dedication cere- 
monies to count, the end is near for 
Frank Duchay, politician. There’s talk 
that Duchay could wind up back ina 
university-administration job, teaching, 
or cvcn with a smaller gig.in- local gov- 
ernment. But last weck, as he talked 
about his big victories and his little 
ones, recalling the mectings that never 
ended and the phone calls from con- 
stituents in the middle of the night, it 
was clear he’s cager to sce what the 
political afterlife is like. 


“This job,” he said, “never really

The fight against 
electromagnetic fields. 


Cell phones 
and broadcast 
antennas are only 
part of a problem 
that could threaten 
us all.

E’VE BECOME accus- 
tomed to environmental 
threats that we can't see, 
smell, taste, or hear. We 
fear that toxic waste may 
be oozing into our water, and hence into our 
bodies, causing cancer and death. We know 
that human-made chemicals have destroyed 
a good chunk of the protective ozone layer, 
exposing us to a heavier dose of the sun’s ul- 
traviolet rays. We worry that the cars we 
drive are heating up the atmosphere, which 
in turn may lead to an apocalyptic ren- 
dezvous with melting ice caps, sinking conti- 
nents, devastated croplands, and exotic dis- 
eases. 

Now just beginning to creep onto the 
edges of public awareness is an environmen- 
tal threat that may turn out to be every bit as 
pernicious as toxic waste and global warm- 
ing: electromagnetic fields, or EMFs, pulsat- 
ing waves of low-level radiation that em- 
anate from toasters and space heaters, from 
microwave ovens and broadcast towers. 

The conventional wisdom is that EMFs 
are utterly harmless. Sure, there have been a 
few minor scares here and there. In the late 

1970s, several scientists reported that fami- 
lies living near high-tension lines experi- 
enced higher-than-expected rates of child- 
hood leukemia, although other researchers 
have been unable to replicate those findings. 
There’s long been a buzz, if not hard scien- 
tific evidence, that women who work in 
front of computer terminals are more likely 
to suffer miscarriages than women who 
don’t. And maybe your mother knew best 
when she told you not to sit too close to the 
TV. For the most part, though, the technol- 
ogy that allows kids to watch Blue's Clues 
has been considered as innocuous as the 
show itself. 

That’s beginning to change. The reason: 
the wireless revolution, or the “unwiring of 
Anterica,” as its proponents like to call it. 
Cell phones and pagers, and a new genera- 
tion of digital PCS (personal communica- 
tions systems) devices such as wireless 
phones and modems, have exponentially in- 
creased the extent to which we’re exposed to 
EMFs in our daily lives. These innovations 
were made possible by a dramatic overhaul 
of the nation’s telecommunications infras- 
tructure. Some 52,000 cell-phone and PCS 
antennas have been erected across the coun- 
try in the past few years, on the sides of 
schools and in church steeples, on existing 
broadcast towers and atop roadside signs. 
It’s estimated that another 50,000 will be 

added during the next half-dozen years. 

Now, hundreds of citizens’ groups across 
the country are fighting for moratoriums 

and for laws to keep these antennas away 
from homes, schools, and heavily populated 
arcas. Often mobilized by the aesthetically 
- displeasing prospect of having an ugly an- 
tenna in the neighborhood, these activists in- 
variably become far more alarmed when they 
learn about the potential health effects — 
cancer, headaches, learning disorders, and 
hyperactivity, to name just a few. In Newton 
and West Roxbury, in Northborough and 
North Smithfield, Rhode Island — indced, 
in Pittsburgh, on Long Island, and in North- 
ern Ireland and the Philippines — activists 
are saying no. 

The crusade against EMFs may well grow 
into the environmental battle of the coming 
decade. 

“In a new era of global technology, thcre’s 
no place to hide, and we have to realize 
we're accountable here,” says Virginia 
Hines, a physician's assistant from Concord 
who got involved when an antenna was in- 
stalled in her church’s steeple. Hines later 
founded the Massachusetts Council on 
Wireless Technology and Impacts, a coali- 
tion of activists in about 50 communitics. 

“We're being exposed while the scientific 
community is trying to get consensus,” she 
says, “and that’s not a good situation.” 


N FACT, although there’s a fairly strong 

scientific consensus that EMFs are harm- 
less, a small but growing body of evidence 
suggests otherwise. 

A study in Australia several years ago con- 
ducted by Bruce Hocking, then a researcher 
with a telecommunications company, 
showed that households close to TV-trans- 
mission antennas suffer from clevated child- 
hood-leukemia rates — raising the possibili- 
ty that the same may also be true for cell- 


phone and PCS antennas, which put out 
weaker signals but are far more ubiquitous. 
Hocking’s results are similar to those of 
studies in Hawaii and Britain. 

At the University of Washington in Seattle, 
a research team headed by bioengineering 
professor Henry Lai reported that exposing 
biological cultures to the same level of mi- 
crowaves encountered by cell-phone users 
causes irreparable DNA damage, which is a 
precursor to cancer. Lai’s team also showed 
that rats exposed to low levels of microwaves 
sustain brain damage associated with spatial- 
learning problems, Alzheimer’s disease, and 
Parkinson's disease. And though putting a 
cell-phone antenna up against your head 
clearly represents a greater potential danger 
than living several hundred feet from an an- 
tenna, some researchers believe that such 
chronic, low-level exposure may be just as 
harmful. 

“At this point we cannot make any definite 
conclusions, but there are concerns,” says 
Lai. “I think we should be more cautious.” 

For reasons that are not entirely clear, the 
foreign media have taken questions about 
EMFs far more seriously than has the Amer- 
ican press. Henry Lai is quoted in the Times 
of London and the Toronto Star more often 
than he is in the New York Times and the 
Washington Post. Newspapers in Australia 
and New Zealand regularly weigh in on the 
issue — which may explain why New 
Zealand, unlike the US, has banned antcn- 
nas from schoolhouses. Just two weeks ago, 
the British and French media reported on a 
former engineer for British Telecom who 
filed a lawsuit over memory losses he claims 
to have suffered as a result of frequent cell- 
phone use. 

A particularly noteworthy story appeared 
in the Sunday Times of London on 
February 28, in which it was reported that 
“some of Britain’s leading scientists have 
curbed their use of mobile phones because 
they fear they could damage their health.” 
Colin Blakemore, a prominent physiology 
professor at Oxford University, was quoted 
as saying that he had suffered from confu- 
sion — “a gap in experience,” he called it — 
while using his cell phone, and he attributed 
that to the intense EMFs that arc emitted by 
the phone’s antenna. 

In the United States, by contrast, media 
accounts of battles over antennas tend to 
center on aesthetics and property values, 
with health concerns getting a passing men- 
tion but little explanation. Lurking just be- 
low the surface of many of these reports is 
the sense that yuppies, who constitute by far 
the largest segment of the country’s 60 mil- 
lion cell-phone users, are pulling a NIMBY 
when it comes to supporting the technology 
that makes their toys possible. “The problem 
usually arises in suburban areas, and ironi- 
cally enough it’s the people who use phones 
the most who sometimes object to the tow- 
ers that make those phones work,” says Tim 
Ayers, a spokesman for the Cellular 
Telecommunications Industry Association, 
the leading trade group. Congress has given 
the industry a big assist in overcoming those 
objections, passing a provision in the 
Telecommunications Act of 1996 that 
makes it impossible for local officials to ban 

antennas, and that prohibits them from reg- 
ulating antennas on the basis of “cnviron- 
mental” concerns — which is generally un- 
derstood to include potential health cffects 
as well (see “Fighting Back,” right). 

But the concerns over EMFs cannot be so 
easily dismissed. The unusually high num- 
ber of children who contracted leukemia 
near TV-transmission towers (and, earlier, 
near power lines) may represent the canary 
in the mineshaft. Many scientists tend to 
disparage statistical correlations, arguing 
that they’re more likely to be a fluke than 
evidence of a real problem. But such find- 
ings are often the best way we have to docu- 
ment health problems. In Woburn, for 
instance, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health concluded in 1996 — solely 
on the basis of statistical analysis — that 
the city’s elevated rate of childhood 
leukemia in the 1960s, ’70s, and early '80s 

was the result of toxic chemicals in drink- 
ing water. Even in the case of smoking and 
lung cancer, it was many years before sci- 
entists had any evidence more powerful 
than statistical corrclation.

T TOOK TWO teacher-farmers from Vermont to get Washington's attention. 
in May 1997, Janet Newton was checking on the sugar maple trees on her farm, in 
Cabot, Vermont. Several trees had nails in them. Survey markers were scattered about. 
Upon further investigation, Newton learned that her neighbor had agreed to let a cell- 
phone company install an antenna on his property. 

Newton and her husband, Dale Newton, mobilized their neighbors and were able to 
get the application dismissed. They helped local officials draft a bylaw regulating cell- 
phone antennas. More significant, they formed the EMR Network (EMFs are sometimes 
referred to as electromagnetic radiation, or EMR), a fledgling national organization to ed- 
ucate people about the potential danger of EMFs and to help communities fight back. 
The network's Web site, www.émrnetwork.org, is a good introduction to the issue, and it 
includes links to a number of other organizations as well. 

The Newtons’ activism certainly mobilized the Vermont congressional delegation. The 
senators — Patrick Leahy, a Democrat, and Jim Jeffords, a Republican — are sponsoring 
legislation to repeal a provision of the Telecommunications Act of 1996 that prohibits local 
officials from banning cell and PCS antennas on environ- 
mental grounds. The bill would also encourage the develop- 
ment of alternative wireless communications, such as satel- 
lite transmission and a new technology called “PCS over ca- 
ble,” which makes use of existing cable-television lines. Ver- 
mont’s House member, Representative Bernie Sanders, an 
independent socialist, is sponsoring a bill similar to the Jef- 
fords-Leahy legislation. (Representative Charles Bass, a 
New Hampshire Republican, is sponsoring a separate bill 
that would not repeal the 1996 provision, but would never- 


theless strengthen the hand of local officials.) 


Unfortunately, any such legislative solution may come too 
late. According to the Cellular Telecommunications Industry 
Association (CTIA), a trade group representing the $29.6 bil- 
lion industry, approximately half of the 100,000 antennas thaf 
will be needed for a national wireless network are already in 
place. And the vast majority of the remaining half are likely to 
be installed in places where there are already antennas — 
on transmission towers, as in Newton Upper Falls, or in 
church steeples, on signs, or on the sides of buildings. With- 
in the industry, this phenomenon is known as “co-location.” 

“While there are still more antennas to go up, we may have 
reached something of a peak in terms of the number of tow- 
ers that are being built. There is a lot more sharing going on,” 
says Tim Ayers, a spokesman for CTIA, who estimates that 
some 80 percent of new antennas are installed on existing 
structures. He also defends the 1996 provision diluting the 
power of local zoning officials by saying that a national wire- 


less network could not have been built if each of the country's 
30,000 separate zoning authorities had been given free rein. 
Responds Ed Barron, an aide to Senator Leahy: “Local 
governments and states should have, as our bill provides, 
the ability to exercise normal police power, which covers 


health and safety issues.”

who studicd Woburn earlier in his career, 

says the statistical correlations linking health 
effects and EMFs are “quite solid” and have 
been played down by many scientists mainly 
because “we don’t have any agreed-upon 

mechanism.” In other words, because main- 
stream science holds that low levels of EMFs 
shouldn't cause health problems, most scien- 


tists conclude, illogically if not necessarily 
incorrectly, that they don't. That could be 
risky. 


“You are really promoting the dissemina- 
tion in socicty of a technology that may be 
problematic, but you won't be able to put the 
toothpaste back in the tube,” Ozonoff says. 
“We don’t know very much about these 
things. This stuff might turn out to be safe. 
But | don’t really think there’s a societal 
need to take that chance at the moment.” 


T THIS point, all Susan Sangiolo has 

arc questions. Why docs her seven- 
ycar-old son, Adam, have short-term memo- 
ry problems? Why do at least three other 
kids on her strect have learning disabilities? 
Why did she have a miscarriage, and a 
friend have a miscarriage, and another 
friend have two? Why does it seem that too 
many of her neighbors are dying of cancer 
in the prime of their lives? 

Sangiolo knows that one answer to those 
questions — perhaps the most likely answer 
— is fate, coincidence, the luck of the draw. 
But every time she looks out her kitchen 
window, she can’t help but wonder whcther 
the real answer is staring her in the face. 
Some 850 fect away looms a broadcasting

tower, rising 1249 fect and bristling with an- 
tennas for radio stations and paging sys- 
tems. It is one of four such towers — two in 
Newton, two in Needham — that surround 
Sangiolo’s neighborhood in Newton Upper 
Falls. 

Last fall, American Tower Systems (now, 
following several mergers, Amcrican Tower 
Corporation) unveiled a plan to take the 
tower down and replacc it, a short distance 
away, with a 1349-foot structure that would 
accommodate the digital and wireless revo- 
lution. To what’s there now would be added 
antennas for high-definition television and 
cell phones, both the traditional analog types 
and the newer PCS models. 

The company’s pitch was soothing. Even 
though the new tower would put out nearly 
five million watts of juice (compared to 
just 160,000 watts from the existing 
tower), it would be safer: the 50-year-old 
existing structure lcaks radiation, whercas 
the replacement would usc state-of-the-art 
technology to hold emissions in the imme- 
diate neighborhood far below what's 
allowed under state and federal standards. 
American Tower also agreed to implement 
a monitoring system and to fix up a ncarby 
playground. 

But Sangiolo and some of her neighbors 
were not mollified. They began reading up 
on the potential dangers of EMFs. They 
sponsored public-awareness events. They 
demanded that their elected officials reject 
the company’s proposal. And when the 
Newton Board of Aldermen voted over-

whelmingly, in January, to approve American Tower's plan, 
Sangiolo and about a half-dozen of her neighbors sued, 
charging that the city had exceeded its zoning authority. 

“What if five years from now health effects are proven?” 
asks Sangiolo. “At this point we have to be concerned about 
doing the right thing for our kids, and if that means selling 
and moving, we will.” (The Sangiolos also have a daughter, 
Allee, who’s a fifth-grader.) For the Sangiolos, the potential 
danger is especially troubling because she and her husband, 
Mark Sangiolo, are architects who work out of their home, 
leaving them exposed to EMFs 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. “We're not fanatics,” says Mark. “We really have bet- 
ter things to do. | really resent that we've had to spend so 
much time on this.” 

The Sangiolos are not alone. Moratoriums are in effect in 
several communities on Martha’s Vineyard. Activists are 
fighting the installation of a huge array of antennas, known 
as PAVE PAWS, at the Massachusetts Military Reservation, 
on Cape Cod. In Wayland, Diana Warren pushed for a six- 
to twelve-month moratorium last June after she learned that 
her church was considering allowing a PCS antenna to be 


installed in its steeple. And when then—attorncy general Scott 
Harshbarger threw the moratorium out on Icgal grounds, the 
town promptly adopted another; Warren now leads the 
town’s efforts to draft a new wircless bylaw. 

In Northborough, Richard Gianattasio, a product-market- 
ing manager for Compaq, learned about two years ago that 
Bell Atlantic had reached an agreement with Northborough 
officials to put a cell-phone antenna on town-owned land, 
just 60 feet from his neighborhood. Gianattasio led a suc- 
cessful fight against the antenna, which Iced to the town’s 
adopting a bylaw requiring that antennas be kept away from 
residential areas. “It’s forced both the tower companies and 
the town to not really jump into anything, to try to under- 
stand the impact, and to try to find the most suitable location 
for the towers,” says Gianattasio. 

In North Smithficld, Rhode Island, high-school teacher 
Alan Glasser and a group of ncighbors campaigned against 
a 190-foot cell-phone antenna that Cellular One wanted to 
install near their neighborhood. Opponents mobilized, 
leafleting residents repeatedly and conducting their own 
study in nearby Cranston to show that antennas reduce 
property values. The zoning permit was defcated at a town 
meeting, but the experience has left Glasser and his neigh- 
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bors financially drained (he estimates their costs at $4000 to 
$5000) and emotionally spent. “Nobody should have to go 
through that,” Glasser says. “It’s absolutely unbelievable 
that people should have to fight for their health and home 
and community over the power of a cellular-phone compa- 
ny. To me it’s incomprehensible.” 


O MAINSTREAM scientists, what’s incomprehensible 

is the notion that EMFs could damage people’s health. 
Only the most pathologically paranoid (a description that 
does, unfortunately, fit some in the anti-EMF movement) 
believe that industry and government are foisting technolo- 
gies such as cellular phones, PCS devices, and digital TV on 
us for evil.purposes. The truth is that proponents of these 
technologies, as well as the vast majority of scientists, gen- 
uinely believe that low-level exposure to EMFs docs not 
cause any health problems. 

Peter Valberg, a professor at the Harvard School of Public 
Health who works as a private consultant for industry and 
for municipal governments (the city of Newton hired him to 
review the American Tower proposal), says that activists are 
worrying about levels of EMFs so low that they are on “the 
borderline of detectability.” He notes that the human body it- 
self is an ongoing storm of electrical activity. The idea that 
barely measurable amounts of EMFs could have any kind of 
harmful effect is simply not supported by research, he as- 
serts, and even studies that do show problems are contradict- 
ed by other studies. 

“No study can prove that something does not exist,” con- 
cedes Valberg. “I think it’s a very natural reaction that when 
a new technology comes along you're going to be suspicious 
of it.” But the overwhelming weight of scientific research, he 
insists, “suggests, at least, that the technology is safe.” 

Robert Hallisey, director of the Massachusetts Department | 
of Public Health’s Radiation Control Program, is justly 
proud of his agency’s record. Since 1983, Massachusetts has 
mandated that EMFs at the border of an antenna installa- 
tion’s property line cannot exceed 20 milliwatts per square ) 
centimeter. The federal standard, by contrast, was 100 milli- 
watts — until last year, when the Federal Communications ; 
Commission adopted the Massachusetts standard. 

“We believe that the standard we put in effect in 1983 ad- i 
equately protects public health, that levels below that stan- 
dard would not have any health effect on individuals,” says : 
Hallisey. And in Newton Upper Falls, American Tower went 
much further, agreeing to limit EMFs to just 10 percent of 
the state-allowed maximum. Granted, it’s impossible for a ; 
layperson to know milliwatts per square centimeter from 
Einstein's gencral theory of relativity. But clearly, Mas- 
sachusetts and Newton officials have hcld EMFs below the 
already-low levels that federal regulators had believed to be 
safe. 

But there is a completely different scientific dimension to 
the question of standards. Despite solid theories suggesting 
that extremely low levels of EMFs shouldn't be harmful, 
there is evidence that they are. And the work of scicntists 
such as Henry Lai and Bruce Hocking may be just the begin- 
ning of understanding this alternative perspective. 

A leading advocate of this view is B. Blake Levitt, a Con- 
necticut-based writer and a former science and medical re- 
porter for the New York Times. Her book on the subject, 
Electromagnetic Fields: A Consumer's Guide to the Issues and 
How to Protect Ourselves (Harvest, 1995), sheds light on a 
number of obscure scientific studies that suggest that things 
are not at all as they appear; she’s currently working on a re- 
vised edition. Her central point, undisputed even by the 
mainstream, is that the EMF standards used by government 
regulators are based on so-called thermal cffects — that is, if 
the radiation in question doesn’t cause flesh to heat up, it’s 
presumed to be harmless. That presumption, she asscrts, is 
seriously flawed. 

In conversation, Levitt is no-nonsense and practical, and 
she takes pains in her book to present her views in technical 
terms. Nevertheless, her views are radical. Levitt belicves that 
mainstream scientists have gone off track because they fail to 
understand how readily human-made electromagnetic dis- 
ruptions can raise havoc with the human body’s own clectri- 
cal essence. 

Electromagnetic Fields cites scientific studics suggesting 
that health problems such as cancer, Icarning disorders, and 
miscarriages can be caused by even very low levels of EMFs. 

Levitt theorizes that EMFs may have some relationship to 
AIDS, chronic fatigue, and Gulf War syndrome (the troops 
were exposed to massive amounts of EMFs from high-tech 
weapons). She raises the possibility that EMFs disrupt the 
human body’s oricntation with respect to the extremcly low 
level of natural magnetism emitted by the earth’s core. She 
even wonders whether EMFs in the atmosphere may have 
played a role in the increase in thunderstorms that has been 
documented since 1930, the mysterious deformations found 
in frogs, and the damage to trees that is usually attributed to 
acid rain. 

“This is such an esoteric area that the biologists don't get 
near it,” Levitt says. “But you don’t have to go very far from 
the science on this one. It’s a legitimate issuc.” 

Other studies have suggested that low levels of EMFs are 
associated with such health problems as decreased appetite, 
decreased cellular activity, a drop in reproduction, and even, | 
oddly enough, a change in the effectiveness of medication 
given to glaucoma paticnts. | 

None of this is definitive; indeed, the findings are an argu- 
ment not for panic but for more research. Unfortunately, lit- 
tle of that research is going on, at least in the United States.

Amy Bishop, a molecular biologist and 
biochemist at the Harvard School of Public 
Health, was among those who urged that 
Newton officials reject the new tower in 
Newton Upper Falls, charging in a letter to 
the city’s health commissioner, David Na- 
parstek, that even the unusually low emis- 
sion levels that American Tower and the city 
had negotiated were “20x the level at which 
adverse health effects are seen,” and warn- 
ing of the possibility of “elevated frequen- 
cies of brain tumors, childhood lcukemia, 
breast cancer and other cancers, heart at- 
tacks and the myriad other reported adverse 
health effects.” 

Bishop, who recently moved from Upper 
Falls to Ipswich (though not, she says, be- 
cause of the transmission towers), received a 


Like 
the Sangiolos, she began educating hersclf 
about EMFs after American Tower pro- 
posed a new tower last fall. She now has lit- 
tle doubt that the existing tower is responsi- 
ble for her pain, and she’s signed on to the 
lawsuit seeking to block the new tower. 

Or take Jerry Davis, a retired musician 
suffering from a little-understood, some- 
times-mocked illness known as electrical hy- 
persensitivity. Four years ago, after playing 
more than 10,000 weddings and bar mitz- 
vahs, Davis began to suffer from symptoms 
such as chronic fatigue and rashes, espccial- 
ly when he’d play an electric instrument or 
use a microphone. He figures his condition 
was caused by his profession and aggravated 
by living near a transmission tower in New- 
ton Highlands.

neighborhood in Newton Centre and tries as 
best as he can to stay away from televisions, 
radios, and fluorescent lights. “It will be 
Okay as long as I’m practicing avoidance,” 
says Davis, who keeps his hand in musically 
by playing the piano — acoustic, of course 
— at nursing homes. 

Are Brenda Loew and Jerry Davis suffer- 
ing from real, tangible illnesses? Or are they 
merely flamboyant hypochondriacs? Most of 
what we know about traditional Western 
medicine and science would suggest the lat- 
ter. But theories about human beings as 
electromagnetic organisms, long supported 
by Eastern practices such as acupuncture 
(thought to work by changing the body’s 
electrical flows), tend to support the validity 
of their complaints 

Not one person interviewed for this article 
who supports the new tower came across as 
anything less than caring, responsible, and 
genuinely concerned about the opponents’ 
worries, though a few voiced exasperation 
over their refusal to listen to what the propo- 
nents regard as the scientific facts. Brian 
Yates, an alderman from Upper Falls who 
also chairs the quasi-public Upper Falls 
Community Development Corporation 
(which negotiated the mitigation package 
with American Tower), says he’s convinced 
that, at the very least, the new tower will be 
safer than the old one. 

“We think that we got the best deal out of 
this. We put a lot of blood, sweat, and tears 
into making this as solid as it could be,” says 
Yates. Steven Moskowitz, vice-president and 
general manager for American Tower's 
northeast region, adds, “We’re a Boston- 
based company. We want to ingratiate our- 
selves as best we can within the communi- 
ties, and help the communities find better 
ways to handle the onslaught from the wire- 
less companies. There’s nothing at this point 
that shows that it’s harmful. What we're 
proposing is dramatically within the basic 
standards of the state of Massachusetts.” Ja- 
son Rosenberg, a Newton lawyer who repre- 


sented American Tower in negotiations, says 
of the hard-core opposition: “If you're not 
having a dialogue but you're arguing reli- 
gion, as | call it, then the other person just 
can’t be believed.” 

Rosenberg’s frustration is understandable, 
but one person’s religion is another person's 


science. The fact is that a body of disturbing, 


if inconclusive, evidence suggests not only 
that the new tower should not be built, but 
that much of the country’s electrical and 
telecommunications systems are dangerous 
in ways we're only beginning to understand. 

For the time being, the new tower is on 
hold. Moskowitz says he hopes it will be 
ready to go online by late spring or early 
summer of 2000. Edward Collins, the plain- 
tiffs’ lawyer, says he’s confident that the new 
tower will never be built, calling it “a 
straight-out zoning case” and arguing that 
the aldermen clearly exceeded their authority 
by approving the expansion of a preexisting, 
nonconforming use in a residential arca. 

But the outcome, whatever it is, will hard- 
ly resolve the situation nationally — or even, 
for that matter, in Newton. The work of 
Henry Lai, Bruce Hocking, and others im- 
plies that we may need to do nothing less 
than derail the wireless revolution and start 
over again. John Goldsmith, an epidemiolo- 
gist at Ben Gurion University, has called for 
television transmitters to be located at Icast 
five kilometers — a little more than three 
miles — from residential arcas. But what 
about cell-phone and PCS antennas, which 
are less powerful but more common than 
TV transmitters, bathing us in EMFs every- 
where we go? 

Blake Levitt, the Connecticut science writ- 
er, believes we may not need to change our 
lifestyles as much as her radical views imply. 
No technophobe, she has taken some simple, 
common sense steps in her own life: she uses 
her portable cordless phone (like a cell phone, 
but less powerful) only when she’s outside, 
and she’s gotten rid of her computer’s vidco- 
display terminal, a rich source of EMFs, re- 
placing it with a liquid-crystal display. 

As for the country’s telecommunications

infrastructure, Levitt believes we may need 
to stage a tactical retreat. She would replace 
cellular and PCS technology with a satellite 
system, on the theory that ground-level 
EMFs from satellites hundreds of miles 
away would be virtually harmless. Wireless 
phones themselves would probably remain 
hazardous cnough to use only in emergen- 
cics. And as much as possible, she would 
switch data transmission to fiber optics, 
which are relatively free of EMFs. For the

time being, though, she’s 
helping communities —

zoning ordinances to keep 
antennas away from neigh- 
borhoods and schools. 

Undoing the wireless rev- 
olution may prove difficult, 
if not impossible. We love 
our electronic toys. What 
could be more convenient 
than a cell phone when 
you're stuck in traffic, run- 
ning late for a meeting? 
What about those way-cool 
things in the pipeline, such 
as computerized maps in 
your car and interactive ads 
in your portable electronic 
newspaper, allowing you to 
reserve a table at your fa- 
vorite restaurant via wire- 
less modem? We don’t 
want to walk away from 
such conveniences, and it’s 
easy to be cynical about the 
scientific scare of the weck 
— the widely publicized re- 
ports that this or that is bad 
for you, which invariably 
fade away in a few days’ 
time, seemingly without 
consequence. 

The thing is, we’re going to find out about 
this one way or the other in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. With 60 million wircless-phonc 
users out there, it won’t be too many ycars 
before we learn definitively whether a dispro- 
portionate number of them get brain tumors, 
Alzheimer’s disease, or just plain confused. 

If nothing happens, then we can probably 
assume the antennas are safe as well. 

But if millions get sick, we're all going to 
wonder why we were subjected to such a 
grotesque, irresponsible experiment. #

A JP boutique adds 
Davis Square to its orbit 


T STARTS OUT like a Bukowski story 

Six years ago Frank Zontini was 

slinging cocktails, his buddy Ken 
Tilton was waiting tables, and they were 
both in their early 30s. They decided to 
roll the dice and open a greeting-card 
shop in pre-trendy Jamaica Plain. They 
called it Pluto. 

Frank and Ken picked through the 
trash for decorations: an old refrigerator 
door here, cool glass panes there, lad- 
ders to shelve some T-shirts, and any 
wood they could find. By the time 
Jamaica Plain went boom in 1994, the 
pieces were in place — and from there, 
says Frank, “it was up, and up, and up.” 
Pluto gained a devoted patronage and 
expanded its horizons by stocking its 
shelves with hip, edgy items. Recently 
Frank and Ken decided to open a sec- 
ond Pluto, in Davis Square. 

In the new store, a converted walk-in 
freezer is set up as a gallery for local 
artists. Currently showing: artwork by 
store manager Melisa FordLee’s dad. 
It’s the only way a boutique like this 
can survive next to the Pottery Barns 
of the world: skipping the trade shows 
and scouting out new local artists. Only 
Pluto, for instance, sells 
A.E. Jennings’s floor lamps ($200), 
with photographic images on vellum; 
once they’re gone, they're gone. 
“Attitude Adjustment” lotion ($8.95 for 
two ounces) comes in six formulas: “jilt- 
ed,” “depleted,” “manic,” “crabby,” 
“vexed,” and “fed up” — while it lasts. 
“The turnover drives some people 
mad,” says Frank, “but we know when 
it’s time for something new.”

“We like Jamaica Plain and Davis 
Square because they’re more urban in 
ways than the city,” Frank says. “More 
free-er,” Ken adds by way of explana- 
tion. Pluto donates a lot of gift certifi- 
cates for local causes, and “unmov- 
able” goods are donated to 
Boomerangs, the AIDS Action 
Committee's resale store. 

Even now, the name of the store caus- 
es its share of confusion. Some people, 
say Frank and Ken, hear the name and 
expect a New Age store. It’s not; 
although Pluto does sell two sizes of 
funky tarot cards imported from Italy, it 
also sells “Miss Piggy’s Boutique” fancy 
magnets ($12 for a pack of four), featur- 
ing Miss Piggy in various outfits and 
poses. Other people think Pluto must be 
a Disney Store offspring — think Goofy’s 
pet. Then they see the “Slut” towels 
attached to the half-and-half “Slut/Virgin” 
soap ($17.50). The store actually is 
named after the planet Pluto, which rules 
Scorpio, which is Frank’s sign, but there 
the significance ends. 

“Really, my friends just thought it 
sounded better than my other eight 
ideas,” he says.

thoughts turned to her work: how much energy she'd 
put into it, how central it was to her sense of well-being, 
how proud she was of being recognized. And then she 
saw her reflection. 

Something bubbled up from inside at that moment: 
something that felt dark and horrible and utterly true. 
She looked in the mirror and saw fat. She saw flabby 
thighs, a pot belly, a picture of mediocrity and self-delu- 
sion. Next, she felt a stab of profound humiliation. If 
she’d spoken at that moment, she would have hissed: 
You fucking fraud; who the hell do you think you are? 





Who knows? It’s basically a folk song and nursery rhyme 
that later saw service as a music-hall ditty. It’s tough cnough 
deciphering rock lyrics written in 1975; what do you expect 
with a tune going back to the 17th century? But Straight Dope 
curator of music Tom Miller said he'd give it his best shot. 

Tom collected two dozen versions of “Pop Goes the Weasel” 
from both sides of the Atlantic. Many were similar, with one 
key difference: in North America, the opening line was gener- 
ally “All around the mulberry bush,” possibly duc to conflation 
with the similar tune “Here We Go Round the Mulberry 
Bush.” In the UK, however, it was usually “All around the cob- 
bler’s bench.” This gives us a better idea of the song’s original 
meaning. Most authorities think “Pop Goes the Weasel” 
describes the acts of weaving, spinning, and sewing. A weascl, 
Tom reports, was a mechanism uscd by tailors, cobblers, and 
hatters that “popped” when the spool was full of thread. 

Some arguc that to pop the weascl is also cockney slang 
meaning to pawn onc’s coat. This makes sense in light of the 
second verse of the kids’ version: “A penny for a spool of 
thread/A penny for a needle/That's the way the moncy gocs,” 
etc. A version popular in 19th-century English music halls 
makes things even clearer: “Up and down the City Road/In 
and out the Eagle/That’s the way the moncy goes,” ctc. The 
Eagle in question was a London tavern; clearly the lyricist was

Take back your mailbox! 


the real problems started carlicr, around Thanksgiving. 

That's when the steady trickle of glossy catalogues and 
improbable credit-card offers passing through my mail sict 
became a torrent. When the deluge finally subsided, | count- 
ed a grand total of 22 gift catalogues, seven credit-card of- 
fers, five sweepstakes guarantees (“Pack your bags, Andrew 
L. Hermann, your FREE CRUISE is waiting!!!"), four des- 
perate pleas from worthy charities, and a partridge in a pear 
tree. Oh, wait, that was the cover of the Smith & Hawken 
catalogue. Makc that 23 gift catalogues. My cat, for whom 
shredding paper is a passion, had acquired the glazed look 
and dilated pupils of a contented junkic. I, on the other 
hand, was sporting mercly the glazed look of somcone who's 
seen one too many luscious photos of ceramic turtledoves 
and shrink-wrapped fruit baskets. 

I’m not the only one feeling overwhelmed. American 
households receive an average of 1169 direct-mail pieces 
each year, which adds up to a whopping 4 million tons of the 
stuff. According to Fifty Simple Things You Can Do to Save 
the Earth, we each end up spending eight months of our lives 
sorting through mail we didn’t ask for. Despite all the hoopla

I have to confess that I, like most consumers, have always 
been more concerned about junk mail as personal nuisance 
than as ecological crisis. After all, not only have | been 
spending more and morc of my dinner hours with a fork in 
one hand and a letter opener in the other, but some of the 
stuff I’ve been receiving is almost too cmbarrassing to open. 
Who out there actually thought | might want a subscription 
to Maxim? Or (on the other end of the spectrum) that I 
would be tempted by the offcrings from Paragon, a company 
whose catalogue features things like hummingbird refrigera- 
tor magnets and checkered housecoats and books titled Be- 
coming a Grandmother? 

Nevertheless, | was fully prepared to go on ignoring my junk 
mail — until I started getting the psychic mailings a few 
months ago. Each came in a plain brown envelope bearing a 
company name — the Good Fortune Unit, the Spiritual Mis- 
sion Group, and others I'd probably be accused of making up. 
“Dear Andrew,” read one: “We believe the next few days of 


your life will be filled with potential good fortune, and there may 
be unforeseen difficulties in your immediate future.” (How's that 
for covering your bases?) All the mailings came from various 
addresses in Fort Lauderdale, which is apparently home to a 
whole colony of entreprencurial psychics. Each urged mc to 
call now and find out what my future held in store — besides, 
presumably, more junk mail from Fort Lauderdale. | was soon 
drowning in the stuff, and my roommates, despite my insis- 
tence that I had no idea how I had gotten on such mailing lists, 
were beginning to avoid me. 

Enough, | thought. It was time to take arms against a sca of 
window envelopes, and by opposing end it. Or at least to find 
out why the psychics and their tree-killing friends were send- 
ing me all this crap, and what I could do to make them stop. 


OT SURPRISINGLY, the main reason we all get so 

much junk mail is that people respond to it. Direct mail 
is one of the most absurdly profitable marketing techniques 
of all time. According to a study by the Direct Marketing As- 
sociation, a trade group for junk mailers and others, con- 
sumers spent $354 billion on direct-mail offers and cata- 
logue purchases in 1998, while estimated industry costs for 














the same year added up to a paltry $39 billion. And the 
growth rate of mail-order continues to exceed that of tradi- 
tional retail sales. Obviously, with such a huge return on in- 
vestment, most companies will happily strafe you with cata- 
logues and window envelopes if you bear even the slightest 
resemblance to their target consumer. 

Because direct mail is such a profitable business, there is 
also great value attached to its basic unit of exchange: the 
mailing list. Companies buy and sell customer information the 
way Wall Street traders buy and sell stocks, gambling that a 
mailing list culled from one sector of the market might pay off 
somewhere else. A golfing catalogue, for example, might buy 
the subscriber list to Sailing World magazine; a credit-card 
company might search the public records for a list of new 
homeowners. Your name gets added to these lists every time 
you send in a warranty card, fill out a consumer survey, sub- 
scribe to a magazine, or donate to a charity. Accumulating 
databases of such customer information is big business; there’s 
even a type of firm called a “list broker” that buys up mailing 
lists from magazines, nonprofits, catalogue companies, and 
the like, then resells them at market rates. (A standard maga- 
zine mailing list might fetch $80 or $100 per thousand names; 
a highly specialized list — one that targets, say, airplane own- 
ers or retired professional athletes — would go for twice that.) 

Most companies, with the exception of credit agencies and 
other parts of the financial-services industry, can sell your 
name as often as they like, to whomever they like, without 
your knowledge or consent. And although the DMA and its 
member companics are fairly casual about revealing sales fig- 
ures, they are extremely guarded about the process whereby 
such lists are disseminated (though they all denied doing 
business with psychic hotlines). 

According to DMA representative Rebecca Lafaso, you 
can still track down the most profligate list sellers by calling 
junk mailers directly and asking where they got your name. 
When | tried this out for myself, the representative at 
Columbia House spent several minutes shuffling papers and 
repeating, “I know I had that information around here some- 
where,” until I finally told her to forget about it. At other 
companies, the responses were blunter: “I have no idea 
where we get our lists. All | can do is take you off this one.” 


ATHER THAN depending on customer-service drones 
to keep track of where your name is going, you might 
be better off doing it yourself. This isn’t as hard as it sounds. 

John Grebe, a local activist who’s made reducing junk mail 
something of a hobby, recommends using mnemonic de- 
vices. If Grebe is subscribing to Dirt Rider magazine, he ex- 
plains, “I would give them a name like John D.R. Grebe . . . 
or John Drebe, spelled with a ‘D’ for Dirt Rider. | haven’t 
pushed it to the limit,” — by subscribing as, say, John Play- 
boy — but “you can be pretty indiscriminate. Every name is 
worth moncy to them.” Then, when you start getting junk 
mail addressed to that name, you'll know where the mar- 
keters found you. 

How quickly are names disseminated via direct-mailing 
lists? Consider the story of the improbably named Piujuku- 
luk Muckenhoupt. Piujukuluk — “Kitty” to her friends — is 
a cat, and therefore not an especially promising candidate for 
junk mail. But Kitty’s owner, Meg, decided to register her 
new computer in Kitty’s name. A few months later, Kitty 
started getting mail. “First she got a credit-card solicitation,” 
Meg reports. Appropriately enough, the card being offered 
could be custom-printed to include a picture of your pet. 
Meg decided to apply for the card on Kitty’s behalf, but Kitty 
was denied credit because she doesn’t have a Social Security 
number. Later, Kitty was invited to a conference of the Asso- 
ciation of Internet Professionals. She declined to attend — 
she’s not allowed out of the house, after all — but the AIP 
offered her a free subscription to Wired magazine anyway. 
Meg decided to take the subscription, and Kitty has been 
quite pleased with the results. “Kitty likes magazines,” Meg 
says. “She likes sitting on paper in general. We let her sit on 
Wired each month before we read it.” 


RACKING THE vagaries of the direct-marketing indus- 
try might be fun, but it isn’t likely to stem the tide of un- 
wanted mail. To do that, the best strategy is to keep your 
name off as many mailing lists as possible. Here are some tips. 
Consumer surveys, warranty cards, membership appli- 
cations, and other lengthy questionnaires are highly prized 
sources of information among direct marketers because, in 
theory, they allow companies to target their sales efforts, a 
strategy known as niche marketing. Your best defense

ELIEVE IT OR not, there are a few businesses out there that, if you send them 
your name and address, will actually help get you removed from direct-market 


The Direct Marketing Association maintains the Mail Preference Service, a “sup- 
pression” list that goes out to all 4500 of its member companies, encouraging them to 
stop sending you junk mail. Currently the “vast majority” of the DMA’s members use 
the Mail Preference Service, according DMA representative Amy Blankenship, and 
starting in July of this year, the DMA will require them to. To participate, send all varia- 
tions of your name and home address to: DMA Mail Preference Service, Box 9008, 
Farmingdale, NY 11735-9008. The service is free. The suppression list is updated ev- 
ery five years, so be sure to write the DMA again periodically. 


against such surveys is to avoid filling them out, but why 

be a spoilsport when you can be a subversive clement in- 

stead? Go ahead and fill out that supermarket discount- 
card application — just be sure to follow some simple 
guidelines when you do, and you, too, can be the world’s 
most undesirable consumer. 

The following advice comes from a New Hampshire—based 
marketing researcher who asked not to be identified. “First 
off,” she says, “make yourself poor — real poor. And make 
yourself white.” This is because people of color, regardless of 
income, are often the focus of niche-markcting efforts, where- 
as white consumers as a rule are harder to target. “Don’t have 
any credit cards. Don’t have a computcr. Don’t own your own 
home. In fact, don’t say you own anything. Don’t have any 
kids, but do be married — otherwise they'll send you that 
‘Great Expectations’ bullshit. Do not be 18 to 24.” 

Another trick, says our anonymous insidcr, is to express 
consumer disloyalty wherever possible. For example, “if they 
ask how many times you've changed long-distance carricrs, 
say, ‘Constantly.’ ” And if they ask about education, say 
you've had tons, because uneducated consumers are consid- 
ered the easiest marks. “If you've got a PhD, they're a lot 
harder pressed to figure out what to do with you.” 

“Actually,” the marketing researcher confides, with more 
than a hint of glee, “what | prefer to do is fill them out ran- 
domly. Be under 18 with six children, have an income under 
$10,000 but own three homes. [If you] do something com- 
pletely impossible . . . they won't be able to target you, and 
you'll fuck up their data.” 

In the nonprofit sector, predictability rather than random- 
ness is a better bulwark again the junk-mail torrent. Another 
anonymous tipster, who works as a data analyst at a research 
and consulting group for nonprofits, recommends picking 
one or two worthy causes and sticking to them, rather than 
spreading your moncy around. Nonprofits, he explains, 
“won't sell the names that are worth a lot... . They tend to 
sell the iffy names a lot more frequently.” This is because, if 
you only give five bucks a ycar to your favorite charity, 
you're barely covering the cost of processing your contribu- 
tion — and your name and address is worth more to them 
than you arc. If you spend big, on the other hand, the charity 
won't want you to go spreading your money around, so it'll 
keep you for itsclf. (The data analyst cautions, however, 
against eliminating all your charitable mail, since nonprofits 
obtain as much as 98 percent of their individual donations 
from direct marketing. And some things arc actually worse 
than junk mail: “Would you rather have a pledge drive on 
TV... or get a piece of mail?”) 

As much fun as all this sounds, your best bet is probably to 
contact our old friends at the Direct Marketing Association, 
who strive to make the world safe for junk mail but are also 
wise enough to realize that, in order to do so, it’s best to give 
the folks who hate it most a wide berth. To that end, the 
DMA maintains a “suppression list” for consumers who want 
to eliminate most of their junk mail. Just writc to them and 
they'll tell their members, who collect and track the consumer 
data upon which most mass mailings are based, to call off the 
hounds of junk. Many other businesses offer similar services 
(see “Whom to Contact,” below). 


OME COMPANIES just won’t take the hint, though. 

The credit-card issuer First USA, for cxample, continued 
to send me about one piece of mail a week long after | can- 
celed my First USA Visa card and made repeated requests by 
phone to be taken off their lists. For flagrant junk purveyors 
of this kind, you have only one recourse: revenge. 

Billy Stern, a Montana resident who works on the Native 
Forest Network’s campaign to reduce junk mail, overhears a 
lot of creative strategies for taking back your mailbox. One 
popular technique, he reports, is to tear up an entire mailing 
into little pieces, cram it into the postage-paid return cnve- 
lope included in most junk solicitations, and send the whole 
package back. Or, if you really want to stick it to a particu- 
larly irksome marketer, look for a return-guarantec label 
somewhere in the mailing. You can take such a label, “paste 
it onto a box with something heavy in it, and mail it back to 
them . . . they’re forced to pay for the charge,” Stern ex- 
plains. What should you put into the box? Dead flowers? A 
cinder block? “Anything would do the trick,” says Stern, but 
his recommendation: a bunch of old junk mail. 

Whether any of these techniques will actually reduce your 
flow of unwanted mail is a mattcr of opinion. The only sure 
way is writing to the DMA. | tricd out some of the other 
methods for myself while researching this article, but the re- 


Credit issuers are among the few businesses legally required to honor your anti- 
junk-mail requests. To eliminate most of your unsolicited credit-card and insurance of- 
fers, write to: National Opt-Out Center, Box 97328, Jackson, MS 39288-7328, or call 
(888) 567-8688 (567-SOPT-OUT). This service will contact all the major credit bu- 
reaus to have your name removed from their lists. 

There are far too many other purveyors of junk to list here, but two Web sites pro- 
vide excellent information for those who want to contact list brokers, bulk mailers, 
sweepstakes marketers, and the other usual suspects: the Native Forest Network 
(nativeforest.org/campaigns/recode/junkmail.html) and Ecofuture 
(www.ecofuture.org/ecofuture/jmdetail.htm!). 
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sponse | got from, for example, Winbook Computers, a lap- 
top catalogue company, was fairly typical: “It may take onc 
to two cycles before you stop receiving the catalogue,” the 
Winbook rep admitted. “Our marketing department can be a 
little slow.” So | won't know till well past my deadline 
whether my own efforts have paid off. 

Bogus survey forms and postage-duc boxes of dirt aside, 
most companies | contacted seemed fairly responsive to my 
requests to be “blacked out,” as one credit-card company 
puts it. Billy Stern says this is a recent development and, he 
thinks, a sincere one. “A lot of them arc starting to respond,” 
he says. “I think more and more of them are recognizing that 
when a customer calls up or writes them a letter” asking to 
be taken off the mailing list, “it’s not a customer — it's 
somebody they have on their list that they really shouldn't . . . 
[and] to take the energy to get that person off their list, in 
the long term, saves them moncy.” 


OMETIMES, HOWEVER, it scems impossible to con- 

tact a company, especially one that is behind some di- 
rect-marketing scam to part you from your moncy (“Earn 
$10,000 a month working at home!!!”). This was the case 
with the people responsible for my growing pile of psychic- 
hotline solicitations. | tried calling the various 800 numbers 
listed in the mailings, but cach onc Ied only to a recording 
entreating me to call a 900 number where “onc of our gifted 
psychics is waiting to hear from you!” Plus, each envelope 
had a different return address listed, and | didn’t want to 
write a nasty letter to every single onc. So what to do? 

The solution, I finally discovered, lay in the company’s 
Wob site. Every commercial Web site address, or “domain 
name,” is listed by Internic Software, a domain-name bro- 
ker. If you go to Internic’s Web site (www. internic.com) and 
type in the name of the site you're looking for, Internic’s 
search engine will provide you with detailed contact informa- 
tion for the site, including the name and address of the com- 
pany that registered it and the name and phone number of its 
administrative contact. 

Psychicsolution.com, the Web site listed on several of my 
psychic mailings, turned out to belong to a company in Fort 
Lauderdale called Central Talk Management. The administra- 
tive contact was a guy by the name of Jeff Breidbond. | called 
the number listed for him and got through on my first try. 

Mr. Breidbond scemed singularly unsurprised that | had 
tracked him down. He asked me to describe one of the 
“mail pieces” | had received so he could figure out which 
list | was on. 

“Is it addressed to your name, or is it addressed to 
‘friend’?” he asked. 

“To my name,” I said.

Mr. Breidbond assured me that | would receive no more 
than just this onc last “mail picce,” but that he would remove 
me from his mailing list just to make sure. When I pressed 
him on how his company had gotten my name in the first 
place, he explained, “Someone, when they placed a 900 
phone call, would have provided your name at the time of 
speaking to a psychic.

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Forty minutes with Noam Chomsky 


INTERVIEW BY ADRIAN ZUPP 


OAM CHOMSKY, ONE of the world’s lead- 
ing linguistic thinkers, is also one of its lead- 
ing political dissidents. A professor of lin- 
guistics at MIT (where he has taught since 
1955), he has consistently spoken out about 
abuses of power, particularly those involving 
US corporations. He has been arrested sev- 
eral times and was on Richard Nixon's infamous enemies 
list. Chomsky makes countless speaking appearances 
around the world each year; his schedule is so tight that it 
took 15 months to get this interview. Now 70, Chomsky is 
still energetic and expansive; he is also quiet-spoken, some- 
what shy, and exceedingly sincere. Always quotable, 
Chomsky has said: “If the Nuremberg laws were applied 
today, then every postwar American president would have to 
be hanged.” He has also said: “It is the responsibility of intel- 
lectuals to speak the truth and expose lies.” 


This interview took place in his MIT office. 


Q: As you tell it, the main components of power and con- 
trol in America seem to be corporations, the government, the 
media, and the public-relations industry. But many people 
apparently find it hard to go along with your explanation 
because they don't feel that control could be that monolithic. 

A: What you just described is not monolithic. | mean, 
you mentioned four things, and within each of these things 
there's a lot of conflict. First of all, corporations disagree. 
And corporations and government are not the same thing. 


Q: But | get the impression that a lot of people think 
that you're saying that it's a massive conspiracy. 

A: That's true maybe of people in the Harvard faculty, 
but that’s because for them conspiracy is a curse word. 

If something comes along that you don't like, there are 


a few sort of four-letter words that you can use to push it 
out of the sphere of discussion. If you were in a bar down- 
town, they might have different words, but if you're an edu- 
cated person what you use are complicated words like con- 
spiracy theory or Marxist. 

It's a way of pushing unpleasant questions off the agen- 
da so that we can continue in our own happy ideology. 


Q: So would you say that the elite groups are not so 
much coordinated in producing the system as they are 
unanimous in protecting it? 

A: There are matters on which they tend to be in over- 
whelming agreement. There are other matters on which 
there are internal differences. And in fact, when you investi- 
gate the media product, what you typically find is that on top- 
ics on which there is very broad consensus, there’s no dis- 
cussion. On topics where there's debate, there is discussion. 

















A dramatic recent case was the Multilateral Agreement 
on Investments [a proposed global economic treaty]. On 
that there was near-uniformity in the corporate sector, the 
government, the media component of the corporate sector, 
the international financial institutions. They were all in favor 
of this treaty, overwhelmingly. They all understood very well 
that the public is not going to like it, so for years they just 
kept it secret. On that issue, no discussion. 

The same happened on NAFTA [the North American 
Free Trade Agreement]. The same sectors were over- 
whelmingly in favor, but they knew the population wasn't 
going to like it — which in fact remained true right until the 
end. So they simply would never allow debate on it. 

To their distress, the issue broke through because of 
popular activism and because of Ross Perot, who just 
made a fuss about it. So it was impossible to suppress it 
totally. And what happened then is extremely interesting. 
What happened is, the major press — the New York 
Times, let's say — simply never allowed it to be discussed. 
The labor movement, for example, had a position, but it 
was never allowed to be presented. The labor movement 
was condemned by curse words: it was “old-fashioned,” 
“crude,” “tough,” “blundering,” a long series of curse words. 
Here you have a consensus among the elite. 

And this is true on many other issues. Let's take an 
international issue — say, the Vietnam War. There's a pre- 
tense now — the press like to pretend that they were 
opposing the war and being courageous. That's complete 
nonsense. If you look back, they supported the war over- 
whelmingly. | mean, not even a flicker of disagreement. 
And then when a debate did develop among the real power 
sectors as to whether it was worth pursuing or not — like, 
is it costing us too much? — at that point [the press] divid- 
ed also. Some of them said yes, it’s costing us too much. 
Others said it wasn't. 

On the other hand, the position of the American popula- 
tion was never expressed. And we know what that position 
was. We have extensive polls. From about the time that they 
started being taken, the late ’60s, into the early 90s, about 
70 percent of the population said that the war was fundamen- 
tally wrong and immoral. 
Try to find that view any- 
where in the press. I've 
been through it. The view 
of 70 percent of the popu- 
lation was inexpressible. 

And it is not just in the 
media. Pretty much in the 
scholarly profession, intel- 
lectual journals, business 
sectors, and so on. There 
are some questions you 
don't ask, as was pointed out by George Orwell years ago. 
He wrote an essay, an important essay, maybe the most 
important one he ever wrote — and it was not published, 
incidentally. It was the introduction to Animal Farm, which 
everybody's read in school. But you didn't read any intro- 
duction. The introduction was about censorship in 
England. He said, “Look, this is a satire about a totalitarian 
state, but we shouldn't be self-righteous — it’s not that dif- 
ferent in free England.” He said in free England there are 
many ways in which ideas that are unpopular will just not 

be able to be expressed. And he gave two ways. One, he 
said, is that the press is owned by wealthy men who have 
every reason not to want certain ideas to be expressed. 
And second, he said, if you have a good education, you 
have internalized the fact that there are some things it just 
wouldn't do to say. 

One of the things it wouldn't do to say is that actions 
the United States government is taking might be funda- 
mentally wrong or immoral. It just wouldn't do to say that. 
And it wouldn't do to think it. And if you're a well-educated, 
respectable type, it can’t occur to your mind. For the 
70 percent of the population who don’t have the benefits 
of a good education, they can see it. Because it’s obvious- 
ly true. This is true on issue after issue, including unimpor- 
tant issues. 

Let's take an unimportant issue, namely the one that 
has dominated the news for the last year: the silly scandals 
in Washington. Now, they’re an absolute obsession with 
elites. Educated elites across the spectrum have been 
completely obsessed with it. Journals, television, every- 
thing. The public was not interested; they wanted them to 
stop it a year ago. In fact, the split between public opinion 
and elite obsession became so extreme that it even 
aroused some commentary, which is unusual. But that was 
extremely clear. The elite could not get enough of the soft 
porn, and the public didn’t care. If they wanted soft porn 
they could find it somewhere else. And they wanted 
Congress and the executive to get on to some serious 
business. | mean, who cares if some guy had an affair? 


Q: So was that a victory for distracting people from sys- 
temic corruption? 

A: | wouldn't call it corruption. | mean, corruption takes 
place, but what's far more significant is what's not corrupt. 
Like ramming through NAFTA the way they did. That was 
not corrupt. Fighting the Vietnam War was not corrupt. The 
Telecommunications Act of 1996 gave away maybe a hun- 
dred billion dollars’ worth of publicly owned property — 





namely the digital spectrum — to a few megacorporations. 
That wasn't corrupt. It was highway robbery on a massive 
scale, but not corrupt. 

The question arises: “Why was it an elite obsession 
when the public didn’t want it?” Well, okay, now we have to 
speculate, but | think a plausible speculation is exactly 
what you're saying. In a sense, that would make it on a par 
with the years of censorship to prevent people from know- 
ing about the MAI and the refusal to allow opposing posi- 
tions on NAFTA even to be articulated. 

Now, the press will tell you they had a debate about 
that. They think they had a wonderful debate. They even 
had a town meeting with Gore or Perot or something. But 
Perot is a good person for them to have a debate with, 
because they can make fun of him. It was going to be a lit- 
tle harder to make fun of the labor movement and the 
Office of Technology Assessment and the economists who 
were giving the same arguments, so therefore they were 
out of it. And a debate was set up, but only one that you 
could treat as a comic act. And they were very proud of it. 


Q: You've said that true capitalism doesn’t work and no 
one really believes in it; so bogus capitalism is what's 
going on in America, and communist and socialist systems 
seem to get co-opted by self-serving elites. What sort of 
economic and governmental system do you think is viable? 

A: Systems like capitalism and socialism and commu- 
nism have never been tried. What we've had since the 
Industrial Revolution was one or another form of state capi- 
talism. It’s been overwhelmed, certainly in the last century, 
by big conglomerations of capital corporate structures that 
are all interlinked with one another and form strategic 
alliances and administer markets and so on. And are tied 
up with a very powerful state. So it's some other kind of 
system — call it whatever you want. Corporate-adminis- 
tered markets in a powerful state system. 

Actually, the Soviet Union was something like that. 
They didn’t have General Electric, they had more concen- 
tration of the state system, but apart from that it worked 
rather like a state-capitalist system. And do these systems

work? Yeah, they kind of work. For example, the Soviet 
Union was a monstrosity, but it had a pretty fast growth 
rate — a growth rate unknown in the Western economies. 
In the 1960s the economy started to stagnate and decline, 
but for a long period they had a growth rate that was very 
alarming to Western leaders. 

Does the US system work? Yeah, it works in some 
ways. Take, say, the last 10 years. One percent of the 
population is making out like bandits. The top 10 percent 
of the population is doing pretty well. The next 10 percent 
actually lost net worth, and you go down below and [it 
gets] still worse. | mean, it’s such a rich country that even 
relatively poor people are still more or less getting by. It's 
not like Haiti. 

On the other hand, it’s an economic catastrophe. The 
typical family in the United States is working, latest esti- 
mates are, about 15 weeks a year more than they did 20 
years ago — just to keep stagnating, or even declining, 
incomes. That's a success in the richest, most privileged 
country in the world? But it works. | mean, you and | are 
sitting here and we're not starving, so something's working. 
It’s a little unfair in my case because I’m up in that top few 
percent who, like | said, are making out like bandits. But 
most people aren't. So it’s a mixed success. 


Q: But do you see a way that will. . . 

A: Yeah, sure. | don’t see why we have to have a sys- 
tem in which the wealth that gets created is directed, over- 
whelmingly, to a tiny percentage of the population. Nor do | 
see a system that has to be as radically undemocratic. | 
mean, remember how undemocratic it is. A private corpora- 
tion, let's say General Electric, is, in fact, just a pure tyran- 
ny. You and | have nothing to say about how it works. The 
people inside the corporation have nothing to say about 
how it works, except that they can take orders from above 
and give them down below. It’s what we call tyranny. 

And when those institutions also control the govern- 
ment, the framework for popular decision-making very 
much narrows. In fact, that’s the purpose of shrinking gov- 


ernment. It’s so that the sphere of popular decision-making 
will narrow and more decisions will fall into the hands of 
the private tyrannies. 


“Government” is a kind of interesting term in American 


political mythology. The government is presented as some 
enemy that’s outside, something coming from outer space. 
So when the IRS comes to collect your taxes, it’s this 

enemy coming to steal your money. That's driven into your 
head from infancy, almost. 
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There’s another way of looking at it, which is that the 
IRS is the instrument by which you and | decide how to 
spend our resources for schools and roads and so on. 
Whatever faults the government has, and there are plenty, 
it's the one institution in which people can, at least in prin- 
ciple and sometimes in fact, make a difference. 

So government's shrinking, meaning the public role is 
shrinking. And business — that is, unaccountable private 
power — has to take its place. That’s the dominant ideolo- 
gy. Why should we accept that? Suppose someone said, 
“Look, you've got to have a king or a slave owner.” Should 
we accept it? | mean, yes, there are much better systems. 
Democracy would be a better system. And there are a lot 
of ways for the country to become way more democratic. 

Handing over the digital spectrum, or for that matter the 
Internet, to private power — that’s a huge blow against 
democracy. In the case of the Internet, it's a particularly dra- 
matic blow against democracy because this was paid for by 
the public. How undemocratic can you get? Here is a major 
instrument, developed by the public — first part of the 
Pentagon, and then universities and the National Science 
Foundation — handed over in some manner that nobody 
knows to private corporations who want to turn it into an 
instrument of control. They want to turn it into a home shop- 
ping center. You know, where it will help them convert you 
into the kind of person they want. Namely, someone who is 
passive, apathetic, sees their life only as a matter of having 
more commodities that they don't want. Why give them a 
powerful weapon to turn you into that kind of a person? 
Especially after you paid for the weapon? Well, that’s what's 
happening right in front of our eyes. 

Could the system be different? Of course it could be dif- 
ferent. This [the Internet] could remain what it ought to be: 
just a public instrument. There ought to be efforts — not 
just talk but real efforts — to ensure Internet access, not 
just for rich people but for everyone. And it should be freed 
from the influence of Microsoft or anybody else. They don't 
have any rights to have anything to do with that system. 
They had almost nothing to do with creating it. What little 
they did was on federal contract. 

And we can say the 
same across the board. 
There are a lot of changes 
that can be made. Now let's 
take, say, living wages. 
There are now living-wage 
campaigns in many places. 
They're very good cam- 
paigns, it’s a great idea. But 
if you had a free press, 
what they would be telling 
you is the following, 
because they know the facts. If you look at American histo- 
ry, since, say, the 1930s, the minimum wage tracked pro- 
ductivity. So as productivity went up, the minimum wage 
went up. Which, if you believe in a capitalist society, makes 
sense. That stops in the mid-’60s. 

Suppose you made it continue to track productivity. 
The minimum wage would be about double what it is now. 
Now, to say that we should continue doing what was done 
for 30 years and what just makes obvious sense — there’s 
nothing radical about that. If you had a free press, this 
would be all over the front page. But you're not going to 
find it on the front pages, because the corporate media 
and their leaders and owners, they don’t want that to be 


an issue. Well, you know, this doesn't have to remain. 


We're free agents. We're not living in fear of death 
squads. We can organize to change these things. Every 


single one of them. 


Q: With respect to that, you seem to be someone 
whom a lot of people listen to. Could you do some things 


that make the media focus on you? 


A: I've done all that. I've been in and out of jail any 


number of times for organizing. | organized national tax 
resistance; | was one of the people who organized national 
draft resistance. | mean, | was up for a long jail sentence. It 
was so close that my wife went back to school because we 
figured we were going to have to have somebody who'd 
take care of the three children. 


It's true that | don’t spend a lot of time in organizing. | 


used to, but there came to be a sort of division of labor at 
some point. And | think we all figured that I'm more helpful 
when | go out giving talks and show up at fundraising 
events and so on. 


Q: Do you ever get exhortative in your lectures? Do you 


try to stir people up? 


A: No. People say, “Look, he’s not a good speaker,” 


and I’m happy about that. If | knew how to do it, | wouldn't. 
| really dislike good speakers. | think they're dangerous 
people. Because you shouldn't be exhorting people by the 
force of your rhetoric. You should be getting them to think 
about it so they can figure out what they want to do. The 
best way to do that, that | can imagine, is to say, “Why 
don't you think about these questions?” Quietly, not 
screaming. “Think about these questions. Figure out for 
yourself what's the best way to deal with them.” &

The restaurant business isn’t always about food 


Temple Bar

INSTANT CROWD, just add Guinness: the Temple Bar, urbane in a Cambridge kind of way, quietly conjured a 


whole clientele seemingly out of thin air.

NE OF THE most spirited responses 
I’ve ever received to a restaurant re- 
view came, almost exactly a year ago, 
from the owner of Grafton Street, a woody 
neo-Irish bar in Harvard Square whose food I 
found less than electrifying. Grafton Street had 
“often been accused of fine dining,” he wrote, 
before thanking me (facetiously, | assume) for 
setting the record straight. 
Reviews pass into dust, and well-run restau- 
rants in prime locations thrive, and Grafton 
Street these days is thronged, even busier now 
than when it was the newest bar on the block 
and I was being disturbed by its vegetable que- 
sadilla. It has now spawned — well, not quite a 
scion, more a rich cousin: the Temple Bar, lo- 
cated on the slightly quieter stretch of Mass 
Ave between Harvard and Porter Squares. Like 
Grafton Street, this is named after a popular 
Dublin neighborhood; also like Grafton Street, 
it replaced a down-at-the-heels local fixture — 
in this case, the much-loved but little-patron- 
ized Nick’s Beef and Beer House — with 
something more velvety and upscale. If you 
ever dropped three bucks on a pitcher at 
Nick’s, you know the place was cavernous and 
featureless and dark; here they hired designer 
Peter Niemitz to make it something quite dif- 
ferent (though still dark). Niemitz has achieved 
considerable success creating a series of spaces 
(Capital Grille, Clio, Aquitaine) that feel flaw- 
lessly urbane but not in the least risky, and 
Temple Bar is right in that line: you'll recog- 
nize the heavy entry curtains of Grafton Street, 
and the oak wine racking of Aquitaine. As at 
Grafton Street, a low wall divides the bar area 
from the main dining room, but the feeling 
here is plusher: dark red leather booths line 
one wall, under a series of giant oak-framed 
mirrors. Instead of Grafton Street’s collection 
of Irish -memorabilia, there’s a single mural on 
the back wall evoking the street life of Dublin. 
The tan-and-chocolate light shades match the

sive meat. Or a “tuna 


summer roll” ($8.95), es- 
sentially a raw-vegetable 
burrito around a piece of 
second-rate sushi. Salads 
were perfectly fresh but a 
bit disappointing: a cae- 
sar ($5.95) was big and 
underflavored; “field 
greens” ($5.95) seemed 
to mean torn red-leaf let- 
tuce with a bit of frisée 
tossed in for that high- 
end look. 

Entrées were generally 
more conservative and hit 
the mark more reliably, 
although it was a cream- 
sauce kind of mark. 
“Gaelic filet” ($15.95) 
was a straight shot down 
the middle, a_ steak 
cooked medium rare with 
a sweet demi-glaze and 
sautéed mushrooms. A 
bowl of orecchiette 
($13.95) with chicken, 
mushrooms, and sherry 
cream sauce was accessi- 
ble, not too heavy, and 
large enough for dinner 
and the next day’s lunch. 
The extraordinarily 





awning outside. Without being exactly a clone 
of anything else, this follows a precise, clever 
urban formula. 

And boy, does the formula work. With barely 
any publicity, Temple Bar had a line to get in 
on weekend nights a month after it opened. In 
the winter. The customers seem to be in their 
late 20s, 30s, early 40s: busy, employed people 
who haven’t yet settled into suburban isolation. 
My apartment is nearby, and to me it felt as 
though the Temple Bar just willed into exis- 
tence a whole Cambridge demographic. (What 
really happened, no doubt, is that the owner 
was smart enough to realize the demographic 
existed — and, more important, that it needed 
somewhere to go for a drink.) On a recent Fri- 
day night at 7:30, the wait for a table for four 
was an hour and a half. 

Most people wait at the bar, but though 
that’s clearly the focus of activity, Temple Bar 
is most emphatically a restaurant. The menu is 
enormous; the portions are enormous too, and 
to judge by the amount of lobster on the menu, 
so are the ambitions. Unlike Grafton Street, 
Temple Bar can fairly be accused of fine din- 
ing, or at least a nod in that direction. 

It doesn’t exactly succeed at fine dining, but 
then I’m not sure that’s the goal. The menu is 
an astute application of the shibboleths of 
modern cookery (obscure greens, fresh tuna, 
pasta) to a series of dishes that, in practice, 
turn out as comfort food. The idea, I think, is 
to convince the clientele that they're being 
modern and upscale without actually putting 
them in any awkward positions. 

In doing so, the menu loots traditions from 
Ireland to Japan. The results include some suc- 
cessful dishes such as fondue of local blue 
cheese ($9.95), served with cubed bread and 
fruit and nuts, and lobster maque choux 
($8.95), a pleasantly rich stew of corn and 
diced red pepper served around a mound of 
rice and a curled lobster tail. There is also an 
excellent clam chowder ($1.95 cup, $2.95 
bowl) that uses, as one of its spices, lemon 
thyme. This is an ingenious touch, a way to 
bring the seafood-friendly tang of lemon into a 
creamy soup without curdling it. 

Then there are crazy ideas, like “rabbit ten- 
ders” ($7.95), in which slices of rabbit meat 
are battered and deep fried, totally steamrolling 
the pleasant, delicate flavor of a fairly expen- 


named “nephin peg” 

($13.95), apparently a 
traditional Irish treatment of rabbit, wasn’t a 
drastically more interesting use of this meat 
than the tenders: a loin breaded and pan-fried, 
served over cubes of potato and ham, all in a 
salty oyster sauce. Not a lot of finesse, but ex- 
cellent winter food. 

Seafood was treated a little loosely. We tried 
quite a strange bouillabaisse ($15.95), a very 
dense and salty tomato broth filled with fish 
and shellfish. The proper composition of bouil- 
labaisse is a favorite hobbyhorse of traditional- 
ist food writers; to my taste, the nonstandard 
salmon was a perfectly fine addition to the mix, 
but the smoked oysters were so strongly fla- 
vored they took over the operation. Our table 
disagreed about the honey-glazed salmon 
($14.95), a slightly undercooked piece of fish 
served over excellent pan-roasted potatoes, 
with a tall sprig of rosemary planted in the 
middle like a flag. I thought it worked reason- 
ably well, but the person who ordered it found 
the fish overpowered by its sweet sauce. 

Desserts were modest and serviceable: a light |

I sat un- 
der a giant French champagne poster. The 
conversation to my right was about research 
funding; black leather jackets were distributed 
evenly about the room, one or two per party. 
The Guinness came in an Imperial pint class. 
The potato arrived on an amazing custom 
potato plate, with little wells around the 
perimeter for chopped bacon, scallions, sour 
cream, mushrooms, and grated cheese. The 
spud itself was a tour de force, flaky baked 
flesh inside a just-crispy crust. It was far better 
than a potato needs to be, and at $6.95 it was 
far more than a potato needs to cost. But if you 
want a Guinness and a potato — well, all those

St., Boston, 423-2092. $12-$18. A trat- 
toria you'd be delighted to find in Italy, 
with hearty country food and a welcom- 
ing informal style. Menu changes daily. 
Foodie tip: check out the inexpensive 
cafeteria-style lunch. 
THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451- 
2622. $6-$10. A Runyonesque joint that 
combines a neighborhood feel with 
downtown flavor. The food is basic — 
burgers, buffalo wings, steak — and the 
bar harks back to a day when men were 
men and martinis were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Down- 
town Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. 
$17-$21. The Irish theme is so subtle 
you could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venera- 
ble J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we 
visited, had a split personality: the at- 
tempts at fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., 
“lobster potstickers” overwhelmed by 
ginger and soy), but modified classics 
were graceful and tasty: beautiful pur- 
ple-potato salad with smoked-trout pate, 
sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a 
towering “berry surprise” for dessert.

MAISON ROBERT, 45 School St., 
Boston, 227-3370. $17-$32. Traditional 
French cuisine with a few contemporary 
touches. Large portions. This is actually 
two restaurants in one — a formal din- 
ing room upstairs (jacket and tie re- 
quired) with entrées starting at $17, and 
a more relaxed and romantic café down- 
stairs. BR Only on Easter and Mother's 
Day, 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
MAX’S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., 
Boston, 330-9790. $4-$6. A trendy, 
downtown café with a New York deli 
struggling to get out. Kenya AA coffee 
with surprisingly good chicken soup and 
decent pastrami sandwiches, once you 
turn down the focaccia, Swiss-cheese, 
and Dijon-mustard options. 
OSKAR'’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hov- 
ering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 


mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new wave 
of downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars 
are abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, 
dinner, cocktails, and late supper 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on su- 
perflavorful ingredients. Don't miss any- 
thing with arugula, fresh basil, or the 
other great Italian flavorings. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with 
an adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. Known pri- 
marily for its bar scene, this is a credible 
restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is 
tall, narrow, and muitistoried; and the 
dining room, upstairs from the after- 
work bustle, is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 
ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $10-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his 
life as a fisherman, and his love of the 
catch shines through everywhere. Order 
the mixed-shellfish plate to start (it’s 
called “seafood aioli”), and whatever's 
on the specials board.

One of the 
classic Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted 
to a marvelous crisp.

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An unheralded varietal comes into its own 


Francly speakin

N THE WORLD of red grapes, caber- 

net franc has long been a lesser cousin 

of other Bordeaux varieties, such as 
cabernet sauvignon and merlot. But that 
image is changing fast. 

Recently, | was lucky enough to drink 
one of the world’s greatest Bordeaux, the 
1982 Cheval Blanc, which consists of two- 
thirds cab franc and one-third merlot. A 
five-star, $500 bottle of wine, it was lush 
and lascivious. My mouth reveled in the 
warm, soft fruit; my tongue delighted in the 
wine's delicacy. There was a hint of smoke 
on the finish, like Dad’s pipe, and I was re- 
minded of kissing my sister's au pair when 
| was 16 on a warm, mossy bank in Maine. 
That is the magic of cab franc in action. 

In California, cab franc is no longer 
thought of as a blending wine, which is 
how it has traditionally been used in 
France. Like malbec in Argentina, it has 
been rescued from obscurity and is finally 
being asked to stand on its own. In Califor- 
nia, the winemakers are sccing it as the 
next merlot. At the Napa Valley Vintners’ 
Auction, a special case of cab franc made 
by the vaunted Harlan Estate sold for 
$5000. Now, I know that money went to 
charity, but $400 a bottle is $400 a bottle. 

Apart from Cheval Blanc, the French 
wines that best display the characteristics of 
the grape are reds from the Loire Valley, 
such as Chinon and Bourgceuil. Both 1996 
and 1997 were excellent years in the Loire, 


and these grassy, smoky wines have lots of 
black-currant and blackberry flavors. Many 
California wineries are trying to emulate 
this style, but it is difficult, because it re- 
quires a cooler, if not damper, climate akin 
to that of the Loire. To date, the most no- 
table examples of Loire-esque wines arc 
Jarvis (available only in certain restau- 
rants), which is grown on the castern hills 
above the town of Napa; Pride; and the 
soon-to-be available Savannah-Chanel, 
which may be the best American cab franc | 
have ever tasted. Both these wines are sub- 
tle and supple, but with strong undercur- 
rents of flavor. Although that Cheval Blanc 
I tried had some bite, what made it memo- 
rable was its softness. Loire cab francs, and 
most American versions, have a lot of fresh 
fruit and are what | would call lighter 
wines. Many cab francs could pair nicely 
with fish (except maybe delicate white fish) 
and any sort of chicken dish. 

Few cab francs are heavily oaked, which 
may be one of the rcasons the varictal is 
getting so much attention these days. (In 
general, the wine pendulum is starting to 
swing away from the massive amounts of 
oak, especially new oak, used in New 
World-—style wines during the past few 
years.) Cab franc is relatively delicate, so 
vintners tend to be sparing and judicious 
with the kind of wood they select for the 
casks. The Chinons and Bourgcuils | tricd 
have a lot of body, but they are also some- 
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wood-fired, East Boston “barbecue” 
items — skewers of lamb or sausage 
served simply with peasant bread and a 
hot cherry tomato. And that's all there is 
in a neighborhood bar with a core of 
boxing fans. Don't knock Boom-Boom 
Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in here 


THE FENWAY 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because 
the menu concentrates on vegetables 
with a little seafood and chicken — no 
red meat and little cheese — and be- 
cause so many of the world-beat flavors 
work. Call it health gourmet, or call it the 
future, but call it “Kay-nah” as in the 
Latin, because the fun decor is faux an- 
cient Rome 
MUCHO GUSTO, 1124 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-1020. $8-$14 (lunch, $5- 
$9). Great old Cuban music, kitschy col- 
lectibles off the sets of / Love Lucy, and 
superb hospitality make this fun. Health- 
ful-ized Cuban food makes for pretty 
great dining, especially on the Cuban 
sandwich, black-bean soup, Cuban cof- 
fee, and anything deep-fried. BR Sun., 
noon to 4 p.m 
SORENTO’'S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. 
$6-$10. A (somewhat yuppie) neighbor- 
hood pizza parlor with food better than 
most “northern Italian” cafés. The se- 
cret: a short list of top ingredients 
worked into al dente pastas, delectable 
calzones and pizzas, and a couple of 
creamy sauces 


JAMAICA PLAIN 
BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St. 
(Hyde Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 983-9231. 
$12-$17. A continental café with owners 
and some décor from the West Indies. 
Great soups, salads, cappuccino — and 
desserts to die for. BR Sun., 9 a.m. to 3 
p.m 
JAKE'S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $6-$15. 
Veteran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs brings 
Texas smoked barbecue back to the in- 
ner city, in a handy location next to 
Doyle's.

In California and Wash- 
ington, where the weather is so sunny for 
such a long period, the wines lose a bit of 
this zip, but they make up for it with com- 
plex flavors ranging from nuts to berrics to 
spices and ginger. Which wine you'll want 
depends, as usual, on your taste and the 
occasion — if you want a sipping wine, 
maybe a California or Washington will 
serve you better, whereas if you need some- 
thing to stand up to some bold food, you 
may want to pop open a Loire wine. 

Now that the word is out, expect to see a 


handful of cab francs on many wine lists, and 
a sclection of a dozen or more in your local 
wine store. The only sad thing is that these 
once-overlooked wines are now starting to 
command higher prices — a lot of the best 
ones I tried sell for around $20 per bottle. 
Still, if your mouth wants to learn a new wine 
language, cabernet franc has a big vocabulary 
of flavors, well-articulated and worth a listen. 
*&*'2 1996 Ironstone Vineyards Sierra 
Foothills ($9.99, Marty’s). A very well- 
made wine considering the price, this has 
less complexity, but it sure gocs down 
smooth. Soft fruit, clegance, and a light nut- 
tiness. Your friends will say it’s like butter. 
*** 1996 Bouegeuil Les Cet Boisse- 
lees Loire Valley ($14.99, Baucr). Wowza. 
Popping with fruit, really jazzy, with sour 
cherry and a long, smooth finish — a stu- 
pendous value. You'll want to bring this 
with you on a spring picnic. Finger-lickin’

* & *& 1997 Chinon Charles Joguet 
Jeunes Vignes ($14.99, Martignetti’s). A 
young monster, this brash wine has lots of 
wild cherry, pepper, and bright racy fla- 
vors. Hold. 

* *&* 1994 David Lake Signature 
Series (Columbia Winery, Washington) 
($21.99, Bauer). A bright and witty wine, 
still bursting with soft fruit five ycars out. 
Blended with 20 percent merlot, which 
provides a spectacular roundness in the 
mouth, it’s made by the only American 
winemaker to attain the coveted status of 
Master of Wine. A diamond worth looking 
for — and it will shine for ycars. 

*& ** 1996 Merryvale Napa Valley 
($25.99, Bauer). A big, oaky wine 
(14.5 percent alcohol) with a lot of vanilla 
and plenty of plump, plummy fruit. It needs 
time in the bottle, or plenty of air on open- 
ing, but it is a big, complex winc, reminis- 
cent of the Cheval Blanc. It works now, but 
as it softens, complexities — such as tobac- 
co — will emerge. This is wine for the 
brave. &

ALLORO, 351 Hanover St., Boston, 
523-9268. $12-$25. Simple, inspired 
dishes, in a tiny storefront restaurant. 
No frills — just intensely personal ser- 
vice and truly outstanding food. Cash 
only. Menu changes daily. 

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. 
$7-$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria 
and roastery. See listing under Beacon 
Hill. 

MARCUCCIO'’S, 125 Salem St., Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of 
the fancy Italian dishes come with highly 
flavored colorless sauces as weirdly ef- 


fective as transparent beer; some are 
just directly tasty. Be sure to have the 
antipasti (which lean on fresh grilled 
vegetables), the veal marsala, and 
seafood with “tomato-water” sauce. Try 
to get the chocolate paté with rosewa- 
ter, too. 

MAURIZIO’S, 364 Hanover St., Boston, 
367-1123. $15-$24. At street level, this 
is a spare, crowded trattoria with off- 
white walls; downstairs, it’s roomier and 
feels warmer, with exposed brick and a 
wine cellar. The menu is strong on 
bistro-ized version of Italian standards; 
more inventive dishes are hit-or-miss. 

IL PANINO, 11 Parmenter St., Boston, 
720-1336. $7-$12. Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely pre- 
pared and served by a staff that oozes 
charm. A local favorite, as you can tell 
from the line outside the door. 
RESTAURANT POMODORO, 319 
Hanover St., Boston, 367-4348. $9-$20. 
A few-frills storefront offering savory, al- 
most overwhelming platters. The action 
is in the daily specials, but watch for the 
red meat, risotto with lamb sausage, 
anything with fritters, and the roast-veg- 
etable salad. They take reservations but 
use the nearby cafés when tables aren't 
ready. No desserts, so it’s back to the 
cafés. No problem. 

SAGE, 69 Prince St., Boston, 248-8814. 
$15-$21. A treasure trove of fine food in 
a small, understated room. Along with 
the herb after which the restaurant is 
named, chef Tony Susi is partial to local 
ingredients and novel combinations: 
pan-seared sea bass, New England 
shellfish stew in lemongrass broth, 
oven-roasted sausage with braised cab- 
bage and soft polenta. 


SOUTH BOSTON 
ZYDECO GRILLE, 77-79 Dorchester 
St., South Boston, 464-2500. $6-$18. 
Les bon temps roulez, cher, albeit 
somewhat amplified for the heart of 
South Boston. Don't expect the epony- 
mous Afro-Franco-American music, but 
expect a variety of brews, spicy fried 
seafood, pretty fair barbecued ribs, 
cornbread, and bread pudding. Yes, 
they do have gator nuggets, but we pre- 
ferred the crawfish as “Zydeco pop- 
com.” 


SOUTH END 
ADDIS RED SEA, 544 Tremont St., 
Boston, 426-8727. $6-$9. Perhaps 
Boston's most exotic dining experience, 
and certainly one of its most rewarding. 
Spicy Ethiopian stews arrive on huge 


sourdough pancakes as patrons sit on 
stools around woven tables. Be sure to 
start with a warm dip and the cottage 
cheese with red-pepper powder. Eating 
without silverware turns out to be easier 
than you think. 

AQUITAINE, 569 Tremont Street, 
Boston, (617) 424-8577. $16-$23. Seth 
and Shari Woods build on the success 
of their Metropolis Café with this new 
all-French bistro that reminds us how 
good foie gras and truffles can be.

prices. A younger South End bohemian 
crowd has noticed, and they can eat re- 
markably well if they stick to the spicy 
grilled shrimp, pastas, Brazilian steak 
sandwich, beef bourguignon, and large 
desserts. 
HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St., Boston, 423-2700. $18-$27. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale accent: 
guests wear ties while the chefs wear 
baseball caps. Famed for duck confit, 
wild mushroom and garlic sandwich, 
and roast chicken with garlic, lemon, 
and parsley — an olfactory and culinary 
triumph.

Try 
the leek-and-goat-cheese crépe, 
smoked-saimon salad, and plain lemon- 
sugar crépe for dessert.

You can eat pretty 
well with careful attention to the black- 
board specials and quasi-French coun- 
try dishes like confit of duck leg, terrine 
of vegetables, and vegetarian cassoulet.

BREW MOON RESTAURANT AND Mi- 
CROBREWERY, 115 Stuart St. (Trans- 
portation Bidg.), Boston, 523-6467. $6- 
$13. A brewpub, but initially the food 
was so much better and more interest- 
ing than at other brewpubs that we are 
going to call it a bistro. Pretty good wine 
list, too, and small plates to go with ei- 
ther beverage.

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If it weren't for the plastic purple orchids and the cafeteria-style table-and-chair sets, 
the month-old Star Anise could pass for a swanker and more expensive place. Between 
two beautiful exposed-brick walls hangs a huge steaming neon bowl captioned with the 
word that’s most familiarly associated with Vietnamese restaurants: pho. 


This eatery on the edge of Mission Hill serves authentic, few-frills Vietnamese 


cuisine for just above Asian-dive prices. There’s nothing dive-ish about the food. For 


appetizers, we liked the spring rolls ($2.95), in which two butterflied shrimp glowed 


through milky rice wrappers. But the main event is the pho (pronounced “feu,” not 


“foe”); we enjoyed the pho ga ($4.25), a chicken-based soup infused with the restau- 


rant’s namesake spice, seasoned with flat-leaf parsley and cilantro floating like lily pads 


on the broth. Vegetables stand out for their crisp, al dente preparation (a good indica- 


tion of freshness); we really liked the “vegetable crispy noodle pancake” ($6.25), in 


which the crunch of the lightly browned noodle base echoes the snap of the veggies 


above. Vietnamese-born chef Kim Do knows that many of her patrons may not be 


pho-sawvy and has therefore-filled her menu with selections from all over Asia; you can 


get pad Thai or lo mein noodles as easily as you can get Vietnamese food. 


Star Anise, located at 34 Huntington Avenue (Brigham Circle), in Mission Hill, is 


open Monday through Saturday from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m.

Ron Athey’s gratest hits 


eat list of the most painful acts 
choreographed and committed by Ron 
Athey, the 37-year-old gay, HIV-positive 


performance artist, in his operatic burlesques of 


body-art mutilation, spiritual allegory, and 
mythic suffering, would include the following: 
razor-blade scarification; the skewering of a 
latticework of needles through the skin on the 
forehead to create a “crown of thorns”; duct- 


tape mummification; vaginal penetration with a 
speculum; the nailing shut of a woman's mouth 


(who's then strung up and pierced with a 
hypodermic needle, which is in turn used to 
spray her own blood back in her face); 
flagellation in fascist 
regalia; dozens of instant 
body piercings; 
suspension of one's 
body from meat hooks; 
Stapling the scrotum 
completely around the 
penis so as to create the 
image of being 
“neutered”; two men, 
thusly “neutered,” 
engaging in oral and 
anal sex with a double 
dong; vomiting and 
defecating with the aid of 
an enema bag; bleeding 
profusely as the skewers 
are removed; inflating 
the scrotum with water 
until it swells to the size 
of a grapefruit. 

All of this is 
documented in the film 
Hallelujah! Ron Athey: A Story of Deliverance 
(his “greatest hits” if you will). If Marilyn 


Manson's Antichrist Superstar was a real guy — 


and had done hard time in the Jim Rose 
Sideshow — he might hope one day to be a 
pale reflection of Athey. “Just being skinny and 
neutered with red contacts on isn't really 
offensive, know what | mean?” says Athey, who 
will perform his first solo work, The Solar Anus, 


at Mobius this week, in conjunction with the local 


debut of Hallelujah! at the Museum of Fine Arts. 
“Maybe he [Marilyn] is not your cup of tea, but 
he's not really bleeding, he’s not really putting 
things up his ass, he’s just ta/king about sexual 
ambiguity and being a freak and trying to live a 
Joel-Peter Witkin tableaux via his videos.” 

Meet the real deal. Raised in a fundamentalist 
Pentecostal sect in California, Athey was 
preaching in snake-handling tent revivals at the 





age of 10; in his teen years he moved to Los 
Angeles, where the punk scene — and, closely 
allied with it, the underground art scene — was 
in full bloom. By the early '90s he had contracted 
a degree of infamy — the media and Jessie 
Helms didn't take kindly to an HIV-positive ex- 
junkie bleeding on stage. He subsequently 
performed in a kind of exile, almost exclusively in 
Europe and South America. His work up to this 
point has been brutally autobiographical. In Four 
Scenes in a Harsh Life, he enacts a suicide 
attempt by turning his arm into a hypodermic 
pincushion. Martyrs and Saints (a chilling 
rumination on the indignity of hospitals, sickness, 
and dying) and 
Deliverance (in which the 
protagonists vacillate 
between a God-like 
figure and a kewpie doll, 
suffer horrendously 
either way, then are 
bodybagged and buried) 
are allegorical scenes 
whose scale approaches 
visually what Diamanda 
Galas's Plague Mass 
produced aurally. 

After making an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
stage the four-year-old 
Deliverance in the States 
last year, Athey turned to 
his first solo work, The 
Solar Anus — “minimal” 
as opposed to the sprawl 
of his previous pieces, 
but with subject matter 
that’s no less challenging. Based on an essay of 
the same name by the Surrealist-era French 
historian, artist, and philosopher Georges 
Bataille, “it’s sort of a study or a meditation on the 
debauchery and perverseness of Bataille. ‘The 
Solar Anus’ was about the contradiction of the 
asshole as [being] between night and day. He's 
describing it as beautiful as the blinding sun, and 
still dwelling on the idea of the realm of where the 
asshole is. A lot of the piece is about that.” 

So what will Athey actually be doing? He 
chuckles: “This is where | get into trouble.”

T Irish film event,” Professor Peter Flynn tells me over i | 
the phone, referring to the Harvard Film Archive series — | 
“Split/Screen: Divided Identities in Irish Film and Television” — 
he’s curating with fellow Emerson College professor Jim Lane. 

“We are offering a serious but entertaining view of Irish 
filmmaking and culture.” 

Inspired by the recent upsurge of American interest in Irish 
culture, from Seamus Heaney to Aiverdance to In the Name j 
of the Father, Dublin-native Flynn teamed up with Lane a year i 
ago to organize “Split/Screen,” which opens this Friday and j 
runs through April 18. 

“We wanted to capitalize on the Irish-culture craze but not 
show people the same old stuff,” explains Flynn. “Part of the 
selection criteria was to bring together films that were as 
diverse as possible. We wanted to present films that had not 
been distributed in theaters and on TV in America but which 
were still good films, not substandard My Left Foots.” 

Flynn and Lane also structured the series to reflect a 
change in cultural attitudes over the last 70 years of Irish 
independence — from an isolationist nationalism to a growing 
acceptance and 
awareness of 
international 
culture. “We 
tried to capture 
this change by 
presenting films 
from both sides 
of the divide,” 
Flynn points 
out. “The films 
range from the 
staunchly 
nationalist /rish 
Destiny [1926], 
which was 
made 10 years 
after the Easter Rising, to Hush-A-Bye-Baby [1989] and 
Bogwoman [1997], which attack nationalist views and shed 
light on Irish social problems. We are trying to give a sense of 
how Ireland has changed over those years and what it is like 
today.” 

One of the highlights of the festival will be the appearance, 
at 7 p.m. on April 16, of director Cathal Black, who will 
introduce three of his films and answer questions after the 
screenings. Known for his dark, critical views of Irish culture, 
Black's films dredge up such unsavory topics as pedophile 
priests (Our Boys; 1981), the lives of down-and-out squatters | 
in Dublin (Pigs; 1984), and the civil war's legacy of feuds over | 
the partition (Korea; 1995). 

“Ireland is often viewed through idealized, rose-tinted 
glasses in films made by Americans such as Far and Away,” 
says Black over the phone from his home in Dublin. “My films 
pull Americans and Irish up short because they are not 
expecting someone to examine the things | do and be so self- 
critical doing it.” 

In addition to Black, the series will also feature panel 
discussions about the history of Irish cinema (April 17 at 2 
p.m.), a presentation by Professor Kevin Rockett, from 
University College Dublin, on /rish Destiny (April 17 at 7 p.m.), 
and an historical overview of Irish documentary production by 
Harvey O'Brien, also of the University College Dublin (April 18 
at 4:30 p.m.) There'll even be a trio of Irish-language shorts 
produced by the country’s only native-language TV 
broadcaster, Teilefis na Gaeilge. 

So who do the curators think will show up at this film 
series? 

“We expect the regular HFA crowd, but we are also hoping 
for a broader audience,” says Flynn. “We've put up 
advertisements in local pubs and throughout South Boston 
and are hoping to attract people interested in Irish culture, and 
not just Irish film.”

The dismaying grace of Robert Bresson 
BY PETER KEOUGH The Force will be with 


us soon enough. In the meantime, another 
kind of cinematic power prevails in the series 


“The 


Films of Robert 


Bresson” which is

It would be hard to imagine 
two filmmakers more at odds 
than George Lucas and Robert 
Bresson. The first promotes 
easy thrills and a facile faith 
through clichés, astounding 
special effects, and a readily 
consumed mythology complete 
with a soon-to-be-inescapable 
marketing empire. The latter 
employs the most elusive and

austere means to probe the most 
elusive and austere mysteries of 
human existence: freedom, des- 
tiny, and grace (themes admit- 
tedly shared by Lucas). 

“The ideas, hide them,” wrote 
Bresson in Notes on Cinema- 
tography, his collection of max- 
ims reminiscent of Pascal’s Les 
pensées, “but so that one can 
find them. The most important 
will be the most hidden.” In the 
age of Star Wars, every triviality 
of that phenomenon will invari- 
ably find you; meanwhile, 
Bresson teeters on the brink at 
the ripe age of 88 (or is it 97?). 
In their reserve about their per- 
sonal life, at least, the two direc- 
tors have something in com- 
mon. Which of the two will 
endure seems preordained. 

Such a fate would be in keep- 
ing with the themes of Bresson’s 
films. They typically begin in 
opacity and obscurity — literal- 
ly so with the Pollock-like ink 
patterns on the blotting paper 
covering the first page of the 
title work in Diary of a 
Country Priest (1951; April 16 
at 8 p.m. at the Museum of Fine 
Arts), his adaptation of the 
Georges Bernanos novel — and

The source of the priest’s dys- 
pepsia is a bad stomach — to 
placate it he eats only bread and 
wine, and whether communion 
gives way to alcoholism is one of 
the film’s ambiguities — and it 
plagues him as he fumbles into 
the affairs of his scant parish, 
traipsing over the murky coun- 
tryside like a revenant with a 
bicycle. Most regard him with 
malice and contempt or with a 
morbid fascination, and though 
he achieves one meaningful con- 
version, it is misperceived by the 
community. No matter: the real 
struggle is within, as the priest 
wrestles through his words with 
his inability to pray and the 
doubts that rack him more griev- 
ously than his cancer. In the end, 
the journal falls from his hands 
and the priest’s last words must 
be written by a scarcely compre- 
hending colleague: “All is grace.” 

An inscription opens A Man 
Escaped (1956; April 24 at 2 
p.m. at the MFA) as well: a 
plaque commemorating the 
thousands killed by the Nazis in 
Fort Montluc Prison during the 
Occupation. The plaque gives 
way to a blank wall, over which 
soars the Kyrie from Mozart’s

Mass in C minor; then Bresson 
cuts to the hands of Lieutenant 
Fontaine (standing in for the 
real-life André Devigny, on 
whose memoir the film is based 
— though Bresson served time 
in a German POW camp) of the 
French Underground as he is 
being driven to incarceration 
and likely death. His hands are 
not idle like those of the country 
priest — in a nearly comic 
moment, he opens the car door 
in a brief escape attempt. Later, 
when one of his fellow inmates, 
a pastor, tells him God will save 
them, he replies, “Only if we 
lend a hand.” 

Easier said than done as 
Fontaine stares at the walls of 
his cell, occasionally tapping 
messages to his neighbors. Then 
he sees the weak link in his con- 
finement — a flaw in the joints 
of the door. With painstaking 
meticulousness (for all his 
abstractness, Bresson is 
unequaled in depicting the con- 
crete details of how things are 
done), Fontaine labors for a 
month to breach an opening.

As diligent as Fontaine’s 
hands in breaking out of prison 
are those of Michel, the title 
hero of Pickpocket (1959; April 
29 at 6:30 p.m. at the MFA) in 
breaking into places. Like the 
country priest, he keeps a jour- 
nal, but his describes his grow- 
ing facility at relieving strangers 
of their intimate belongings. He 
also has a driving philosophy — 
like the hero of Dostoyevsky’s 
Crime and Punishment, on 
which the film is loosely based, 
he believes that superior individ- 
uals are avove the law. Mostly, 
though, he’s a lonely guy in a 
bad suit with guilt feelings over 
his mother (his first victim). 
Maybe he just needs to get laid, 
but he is awkward and virginal in 
rebuffing the attraction of his 
virtuous neighbor, Jeanne. In 
truth, he finds ecstasy in his 
trade, which is rendered in one 
montage as an exuberant Busby 
Berkeley production of trans- 
gression. At last he achieves his 
goal through the aid of a father- 
confessor police inspector, and 
behind bars he exults to Jeanne, 
What a strange path I have 
iken to come to you!” 
Should we believe his conver- 
yn? Words and deeds are 





often inconsistent in Bresson; at 
one point, Michel notes in his 
voiceover that he has fled the 
country, frittered away his 
money on women and gambling 
in London, and returned two 
years later to find Jeanne with a 
child by his best friend. Not only 
is this completely out of charac- 
ter, but it disposes of at least 
two complete Hollywood movies 
in a single aside. Such an ellip- 
sis is nothing unusual - in 
Bresson. In Lancelot du Lac 
(1974; April 30 at 5:30 p.m. at 
the Harvard Film Archive and 
May | at 2 p.m. at the MFA), his 
Cubist, 80-minute Arthurian 
epic, he dismisses the cata- 
strophic final battle with a single 
off-screen sound effect. 
Inveterately anti-theatrical, he 
denies the viewer’s pleasure in 
spectacle for the more fulfilling 
mystery it conceals. 

It's not that the emoting in 
this Pickpocket scene indicates 
any profound sentiment, either 
— though Jane’s face is beatifi- 
cally lit, the two might be dis- 
cussing legal fees. Lack of affect 
is the hallmark of Bresson’s 
style; he directs non-profession- 
als, called “models,” in a regi- 
men he refers to as “automa- 
tism.” It’s methadone rather 
than Method acting. With his 
characters reduced to evocative 
masks, if not mere detail shots 
of hands and feet and torsos, he 











compels the viewer to search for the 
truth beneath. 

Such woodenness is one of the frustra- 
tions, or triumphs, of his The Trial of 
Joan of Arc (1962; April 4 at 2:30 p.m. 
at the MFA and at 9 p.m. at the HFA). 
Furious that Bresson cast the beautiful 
Florence Carrez in the title role only to 
have her shot with her eyes downcast, his 
cinematographer, Léonce-Henry Burel, 
refused to work with him again. The rig- 
orous 65-minute Q&A between Joan and 
her accusers (which Pauline Kael likened 
to a PhD oral exam) allows Carrez one 
thespian opportunity — with her feet. 
They stumble to the scaffold, and the 
film’s punishing catechistic litany surren- 
ders to the sublimity of her martyrdom: 
smoke veils a raised cross, then lifts from 
the charred stake to reveal nothing — 
she is a woman escaped. 

Beating out Joan in the martyr depart- 
ment is the hero of Au hasard Balthazar 
(1966; April 23 at 6 p.m. at the MFA). 
And it’s a logical extension of Bresson’s 
ideas on acting that that hero is a donkey. 
Named after one of the Magi, Balthazar 
brings to his series of owners the gift of 
transcendent stoicism. As a colt he’s bap- 
tized by a pair of children in love. They 
are separated, and the girl, Marie (the 
Raphael-esque Anne  Wiazemsky), 
becomes Balthazar’s human counterpart 
— a dumb innocent brutalized by vicissi- 
tude, vice, and cruelty. 

Although Marie’s fate is tainted by 
willfulness and  sado-masochism, 
Balthazar remains pure even as he’s 


hounded by personifications of each of | 


the seven deadly sins. No Babe, this — 
though Balthazar enjoys a delightful 
respite in middle age as a prodigy in a 
circus, his comforts are few. The end is 
one of the most moving in cinema, oddly 
combining two motifs from Bufuel: the 
hideous bee scene from Land Without 
Bread and the conclusion of The 
Exterminating Angel. Backed by 
Balthazar’s theme — the Andantino from 
Schubert’s D.959 Piano Sonata — it’s a 
consummation of ineffable beauty. 

The dour fates of Bresson’s heroines in 
his next two films — the surly rural waif 
of Mouchette (1967; April 5 at 7 p.m. at 
the HFA) and the dreamy teenager 
crushed by marriage (played _ by 
Dominique Sanda, who graduated from 
model to film star) in his first color film, 
Une femme douce (1969; April 2 at 8 
p.m. at the MFA and April 4 at the HFA) 
— seem anticlimactic. His later efforts’ 
focus on suicide and despair over the tri- 
umph of evil takes a brief detour only 
with Four Nights of a Dreamer (1971; 
April 28 at 9:30 p.m. at the HFA and 
April 30 at 6 p.m. at the MFA), his adap- 
tation of Dostoyevsky’s novella White 
Nights. A bittersweet romance reminis- 
cent of Eric Rohmer, it does offer a pre- 
tentious art student pontificating on a 
theory of minimalist aesthetics ironically 
similar to Bresson’s own. 

Dreamer provides little relief to the 
vision of a world abandoned by God in 
which armored hollow men dismember 
one another that Bresson flatly puts forth 
in Lancelot du Lac. The title of The 
Devil Probably (1977; April 3 at 4 p.m. 
at the MFA and April 7 at 7:30 and 9:30 
p.m. at the HFA), the tale of a callow 
teenager who decides to do himself in to 
protest the state of things, suggests who 
Bresson suspects is the deity’s successor. 
Wry and listless, it enjoys-its most pow- 
erful moment when the hero overhears 
Mozart from an open window as he 
trudges to the cemetery. 

Bresson is more specific in apportioning 
blame in L’argent (1983; April 18 at 12:30 
p.m. at the MFA and April 21 at 9:15 p.m. 
at the HFA), which is based on Leo 
Tolstoy’s story “The Counterfeit Note.” A 
pair of idle bourgeois teens, the heirs of the 
doomed idealist of The Devil Probably, 
pass on a fake 500-franc note for some 
ready cash. Yvon, a stolid oil truck driver, 











gets stuck with it, and though cleared of | 


the crime he quickly loses his job, his wife, 
and his family and ends up in prison. 
When released, Yvon finds his non- 
comprehending passivity has changed to 
cleansing rage — he has earned the cru- 
sading amorality the pickpocket only 
dabbles with. No film has equaled 
L’argent’s elliptical, stunningly composed 
climactic violence (it overshadows that of 
Taxi Driver, whose screenwriter, Paul 
Schrader, is a Bresson acolyte). The root 
of all evil is not counterfeit money, or 
even money itself, but all bought and sold 
simulacra of truth, beauty, and grace. In 
this last film, Bresson shows us the face 
of the real phantom menace. a

THE MATRIX 


Like Dark City, David Cronenberg’s upcom- 
ing eXistenZ, and even Sean Connery’s freaky 
"70s flick Zardoz, The Matrix is a feverish sci- 
fi thriller that combusts on the idea that man’s 
perceived reality is in truth a virtual veil con- 
trolled by a higher, undetected dark force. 
Keanu Reeves, who always looks good on 
screen but seems to be from the Al Gore 
school of drama when it comes to dialogue 
and emoting, finally lands in another action role (since Point 
Break and Speed) that works with him.

Neo is 
engaged by the notion of something bigger and diabolical but nev- 
ertheless drones on in his mundane corporate hell until a trio of 
Men in Black assassins show up and things erupt into a spectac- 

The “they” in question are agents of the new order, a world run 
by computers and machines, where mankind believes it exists in 
the prosperous 1990s when it is really enslaved as a sheepish ener- 





gy source on a barren Earth nearly a century later, It’s through a 
creepy, digital caesarean that Neo is birthed into the resistance by 
Laurence Fishburne’s charismatic Morpheus, who believes the 
iiber-hack is “the one” (shades of Little Buddha?) to master “the 
matrix” and free man’s mind. The performances by Fishburne, 
Moss, and Hugo Weaving as a relentless agent are noteworthy, but 
the real stars of The Matrix are the Wachowski brothers (the team 
who made Bound) and their slick, gothic future world, where hip 
black garb is paramount, cyber combat is a death-defying thrill 
ride (heightened by the mesmerizing use of “dead time” FX), and 
an individual can become an instant martial-arts expert simply by 
downloading a program to his or her cerebral cortex.

Sinner men? 


John Logan’s sex partners in crime 
BY CAROLYN CLAY Clarence Darrow may have gassed on for 12 | 


hours at the end of the Leopold-and-Loeb trial, and he may have | 


uttered the phrase that provides John Logan’s play its title. But Darrow 


is not the subject of Never the 


Sinner: The Leopold & Loeb Story, 
at the core of which is the curious 
bond between the title characters, 
two promising late-teens who in 
1924 murdered a 13-year-old boy 
to prove they could and were 
caught quicker than you can say 
“O.J.” Logan — whose award- 
winning 1985 work is in its local 
premiere at the Lyric Stage 
Company of Boston — focuses on 
the childish notion of scholarly 
Nathan Leopold and “angel- 
faced” Richard Loeb that they had 
the makings of Nietzschean 
supermen and on their homoerot- 
ic, if not precisely gay, relation- 
ship. But the strange, symbiotic 
connection between the two 
young men is probed in fits and 
starts, and the glue that forms the 
rest of the play is as mundane as 
Elmer’s. Darrow gets his chance 
to decry the death penalty, and 
three notebook-toting actors who 
play “reporters” (and others) 
bombard us with headlines. 
Leopold and Loeb are fascinat- 
ing, frightening characters — 
which is probably why they have 
been turned into the stuff of sever- 
al books and films. Playwright 
(and screenwriter) Logan’s angle 


is to concentrate less on “the trial 
of the century” (though the play 
has a courtroom framework) than 
on what he deems “a love story.” 
Loeb is the charming sociopath 
willing to bestow homosexual 


seemingly less involved Loeb 
replies. 

At the Lyric, under Spiro

favors on a partner in crime. 
Leopold is the supercilious, deeply 
yearning obsessive whose willing- 
ness to do anything for the 
beloved collides fatally with his 
adolescent identification with the 
above-the-law iibermensch. Of 
course, the relationship is more 
complex than that. In one of the 
play’s quieter, more chilling 
scenes, Leopold tells Loeb he fig- 
ures that, if they escape the noose, 
they'll be sent to separate prisons. 
“Then I hope they hang us,” the 


Kuntz (the surprise is that he 
doesn’t take on both Leopold and 
Loeb) and Bill Mootos. The for- 
mer is tightly reined as Leopold, 
though given to delighted giggles 
at the oddest of things (he is, for 
example, terribly amused by the 
murder victim’s condition being 
described as “deceased”). He is 
also given to cool, precise clinical 
description — the face of the slain

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attempt to render it unrecogniz- 
able. But Kuntz also conveys 
Leopold’s almost eerie adoration 
of Loeb, and he makes the charac- 
ter touchingly stuffy, as if he were 
trapped in a snippy, cold-blooded 
role he’d invented for himself in a 
fit of youthful affectation. Mootos, 
for his part, does not shy from 
either the cocky, hard-edged 
charm or the pathology of the 
more aggressive Loeb. And every 
once in a while, as the trial pro- 
gresses, he drops the smirk and his 
handsome, boyish face takes on an 
almost haggard look — as if it had 
hit him that he has thrown his life 
away, all for a quick thrill with a 
crowbar and 15 minutes of fame. 

Veloudos’s production zips 
along, accompanied by the jazzy 
tootlings of composer and sound 
designer David Maddox and the 
staccato pop of old-time flash- 
bulbs. In Brynna Bloomfield’s rak- 
ish design, the play is set against a

to effect as Darrow (who never 
fails to refer to his clients as 
“boys”), but he lacks what must 
have been the fire of the famed 
defender (whom the actor also 
portrays in a one-man show). 
Dale Place is aptly rigid as the 
hanging DA, and Stephen Benson 
is effective as a disarmingly dry 
psychiatrist who testifies for the 
defense. 

The program includes a quote 
from F. Scott Fitzgerald’s Echoes 
of the Jazz Age that harks back to 
the early 1920s and the heady 
intensity of “us who were young 
then.” Indeed, Logan paints a dip- 
tych in which Leopold and Loeb, 
encouraging each other’s fan- 
tasies, filling each other’s voids, 
appear as much corrupted by the 
perceived invincibility of youth as 
by their so-called sexual pact.

Mountain men 


Merrimack Rep makes Its way up K2

name, K2 has done pretty well for itself. Located in the Karakoram 
range on the China-Pakistani border, the world’s second-highest peak 


has umpteen coffee-table books 
devoted to it, umpteen disaster 
accounts (most about the “black 
summer” of 1986), Patrick 
Meyers’s 1982 Broadway-success- 
ful play, and a 1992 movie “based” 
on that play. | can even remember 
pouring over a Joe 
Palooka comic book 

back when I was K2 
growing up (probably 
around 1954, the 
year of the first-ever 
ascent) in which Joe 
and his pal 
Humphrey reach the 
top ahead of the 
Russians (!). 

Despite having the 
playwright as one of its two screen- 
writers, K2 the movie is a big-cast 
formula affair built around young 
turks Michael Biehn and Matt 
Craven — call it “The Hardy Boys 
Do the Himalaya.” The film has 
almost nothing to do with Meyers’s 
two-person drama, a compact, 
intense, violent (in language as well 
as physical action) affair that’s get- 
ting a rare production at 


Merrimack Repertory Theatre. The 
time is September 4, 1977. District 
attorney Taylor and quantum 
physicist Harold have just become 
the first Americans (and only the 
third team ever) to conquer K2.

It’s stuck, and 
the pair’s attempts to extract it 
trigger an avalanche that leaves 
them worse off than they were 
before. 

Meyers has created a nerve-

Tramp training 


The ART gears up to take on Charlie Chaplin

So begins Robert Coover’s 
astonishing 1980 novella Charlie in 
the House of Rue. The character in 
question is instantly recognizable 
as Charlie Chaplin, specifically his 
famous Tramp character. At first, 
the story reads like a straightfor- 
ward description of a_ typical 
Chaplin film. Charlie, the insou- 
ciant outsider, finds himself some- 
where he doesn’t belong and flirts 
with disaster right and left as he 
tries to fit in or get out. Coover’s 
prose is elegant and almost clinical 
in its step-by-step account of the 
Tramp’s every move. But as Bob 
McGrath says, “There’s something 
apocalyptic going on.” 

McGrath is the artistic director 
of Ridge Theater, an experimental 
group based in New York and 
commissioned by the American 
Repertory Theatre to create a stage 
adaptation of Coover’s novella. 
McGrath came to Cambridge for 
three weeks last May to begin work 
with the ART company and to 
brainstorm about Chaplin, 
Coover’s take on him, and some of 
the routines that might go into the 
finished piece. Now, after another, 
longer rehearsal period, Charlie in

Much is wrong with Much Ado

Theatre Coop’s production of 
Much Ado About Nothing, the real 
Bard gets nothing but the shaft. 
The show is so underrehearsed that 
at one opening-weekend perfor- 
mance several actors repeatedly 
mangled lines beyond recognition, 
and one blanked out completely 
and stood stratching his head, 
waiting for a prompt that never 
came. Such outright screw-ups, 
however, are only the most con- 
spicuous signs of the overall sloppi- 
ness of the production, which 
makes hash of Shakespeare’s lan- 
guage and often obscures his 
sense. 
Even when every facet is pol- 
ished to perfection, Much Ado isn’t 
a faultless gem. Director Adam 
Zahler maintains the play is “about 
wit,” but that, it would seem, is a 
matter of opinion. The playwright 
and critic George Bernard Shaw

Charlie in the House of Rue is 
McGrath’s third directing project 
at the ART and the second one that 
involves turning film into theater. 
McGrath followed up his staging 
three years ago of Susan Sontag’s 
Alice in Bed with the world pre- 
miere two seasons ago of John 
Moran’s techno-opera The Cabinet 
of Doctor Caligari, which was 
based on the 1919 German 
Expressionist film by Robert 
Wiene. Local theatergoers who 
saw either of those productions are 
familiar with the McGrath/Ridge 
multimedia approach to theater. 
They usc film, slides, and live video 
along with music, sound, and light 
as what McGrath calls “a set of 
membranes” that surround and 
sometimes supplant the stage 
action — to  phantasmagoric 
effect. “Each medium has a differ- 
ent task,” says McGrath, “and then 
they overlap as well.” 

For the Chaplin project, Ridge 
founders Laurie Olinder and Fred 
Tietz have designed the sets, with 
Olinder creating the multiple slide 
projections that frame the action. 
Frequent Ridge collaborator Bill 
Morrison has created a film track 
out of archival footage from the 
early days of silent film. The music 
comes from the work of composer 
Bill Frisell.

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women in the world, the inequitics 
of the class system. They're an 
exhilarating demonstration of 
ways that you can cope in a hostile 
world. He created what has been 
called the greatest fictional figure 
since Don Quixote, a kind of 
everyman figure that most every- 
body can relate to.” 

In confronting a hostile world, 
Chaplin’s Tramp exhibits a win- 
some invincibility. He is underdog 
and superman all at once. As 
Kamin describes it, “The world is 
very mutable in his hands. 
Everything he touches he uses for 
some function other than what it 
is. One of the delightful things 
about the films is how everybody 
starts spinning and dancing to 
Charlie’s dance. Everybody is 
affected.” But in Charlie in the 
House of Rue, Coover subjects the 
Tramp to his worst nightmare. 
The world in which he finds him- 
self docs not cooperate with his 
usual antics. At first, it does not 
even seem to take notice of him. 
Then, as the story unfolds, the 
relationship between act and con- 
sequence disintegrates. Even as 
Coover’s prose remains controlled 
and matter of fact, events become 
increasingly severe and surrcal, 
suggesting a weird fusion of Lewis 
Carroll and Franz Kafka. 

“He comes into a place that is 
very familiar to him,” cxplains 
McGrath. “He comes into the big 
rich mansion where he is going to 
raisc all this mischicf and flirt 
with the girl and get some free 
stuff and act like a guy in the 
upper class, but no onc reacts to 
him or they react to him strange- 
ly. Finally, the world just turns on 
him. The funhouse becomes a 
torture chamber. And yet it 
remains funny in some strange 
way. In the end it makes Charlic 
start to have these very large 
thoughts about his position in this 
kind of random, godless, cxisten- 
tial universe.” cd

Truth and consequences 


Oz, Futurama, Tenacious D., and The Norm Show

the channel to HBO’s prison drama Oz any 
Wednesday night at 10 and you'll find out 
what might happen after Jack McCoy (Sam 
Waterston) shames a defendant into accepting 
a plea bargain on Law & Order. “You'll be out 


in six years,” McCoy is likely to 
say, as if offering an unbelievably 
low mortgage rate on a new house. 
In many cases, the viewer is 
inclined to agree that the negligent 
doctor, or the hot-tempered dad 
who killed his daughter’s fiancé, is 
getting a good deal. He'll miss a 
few Thanksgivings, but he'll be 
able to resume his comfortable life 
before long. Bring on the next 
case, Curtis and Briscoe. 

But one show’s tidy ending is 
another’s horrific introduction. In 
the first chapter of Oz, a clean-cut, 
bespectacled lawyer named Tobias 
Beecher (Lee Tergesen) arrives in 
Oswald Maximum _ Security 
Penitentiary (commonly abbreviat- 
ed to the show's title) after killing 
a girl while driving drunk. (Reruns 
of the entire series began on 
March 24, with new episodes 
appropriately set to arrive on 
Bastille Day, July 14.) Twenty min- 
utes into the episode, his cellmate 
brands a swastika into his ass — a 
bit of cosmetic surgery that was 
presumably not included in 
Beecher’s court sentence. Over the 
course of the series, Beecher is 
slowly transformed from the con- 
science of his cellblock (trying to 
save another inmate from death 
row) to a walking time bomb of 
irrational rage. We've seen this 
kind of turnabout in plenty of 
prison movies, but only a television 
drama can handle character devel- 
opment in something approaching 
real time. 

Beecher is, of course, not a typ- 
ical inmate in Oz. He’s outnum- 
bered by gangsters and violent 
drug dealers (many of them more 
powerful in prison than on the 
streets), with some freelance hot- 
heads thrown in to add some 
unpredictability. Most. of these 
characters, like the guy who 
gunned down a bride and groom 
on the front steps of a church, are 
the kind who turn NYPD Blue’s 
Andy Sipowicz into an angry 
tsunami of spit and sweat every 
Tuesday night. Their crimes are 
effectively shown in brief flash- 
backs, and their attitudes in prison 
cover all the bases, including defi- 
ance, remorse, and new-found 
religious beliefs that may or may 
not be sincere. Among the dozens 
of prisoners, only a few come off 
as caricatures — notably, a canni- 
bal and a death-row inmate who 
suddenly confesses to having suf- 
focated 39 women. The remainder 
are more terrifying than anything 
cooked up on The X-Files (J.K. 
Simmons as a white supremacist) 
or fascinatingly enigmatic 
(Eamonn Walker as a Muslim 
leader with increasing influence 
over the black inmates). The 
prison staff is equally diverse, 
ranging from crooked guards to 
B.D. Wong’s heartbreakingly for- 
giving Catholic priest. Fans of 
HBO’s The Sopranos should also 
note Edie Falco as one of the few 
women guards, who says she 


chose her thrilling career only 
because all the factories have 
closed down in the unnamed city 
that’s lucky enough to host Oz. 
We can assume that Oz doesn’t 
take place in Massachusetts, but 
next week’s episode happens to 
feature the demagogic Governor 
Devlin (Zeljko Ivanek), who can’t 
wait to try out his state’s freshly 
restored death penalty. Devlin’s 
crowd-pleasing crime policy also 
includes a ban on cigarettes and 
the elimination of conjugal visits 
from prisoners’ wives. Amoral 
politicians are nothing new on TV, 
but we rarely see the consequences 
of their grandstanding as we do on 
Oz. (Since Oz storylines frequent- 
ly involve the families of inmates, 
I’d love to see an episode that plays 
off Governor Weld’s policy of 
shipping prisoners off to Texas.) 
Oz was created by Tom Fontana, 
who has co-produced Homicide: 
Life on the Street and St. 
Elsewhere. What all three shows 
have in common is a faithfulness 
to the arbitrary nature of life. 
Major characters are irrecoverably 
changed — or killed off — with a 
regularity that keeps viewers deli- 
ciously off-balance. All are true 
ensemble series, and the richest 
storylines come from characters 
who fight for more of a spotlight, 
usually with tragic results. On 
Homicide, there was Kellerman’s 
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FUTURAMA: look for the dizzy wit that’s been fading from The Simpsons, and

Sure, they’re grateful to 
Dr. Carter at first, but don’t you 
think some of them later wish 
they’d been treated by Smilin’ Jack 
Kevorkian? Or how about a show 
featuring all those perfectly nice 
people who were dumped for ‘no

Groening. The premise is that a 
Homer-like loser named Fry was 
accidentally frozen for a thousand 
years, waking up just in time to see 
the calendar flip to the year 3000. 
Fortunately, everyone still speaks 
English, and plenty of celebrities 
from the 1990s (part of the 
“Stupid Ages”) have been pre- 
served in the form of talking heads

The last, and best, episode of 
this mildly funny series airs this 
Wednesday at 11 p.m. In “The 
Fan,” Tenacious D. members Jack 
Black and Kyle Gass (the actors’ 
real names) are approached by a 
weird-looking guy who knows a 
little too much about them. The 
twist on this well-worn set-up is 
not unexpected, but it does deliver 
some laughs. If the series ever 


comes back, though, I'd like to see.

THE NORM SHOW (Wednes- 
days at 9:30 p.m. on ABC) airs 
right before Oz, and this juxtapo- 
sition points up the difference 
between the free networks and 
HBO.

Balanchine and more in Hartford

Ballet was finishing up its “Balanchine!” 


programs at the Wang Center, another 


Balanchine work was being presented by 
Hartford Ballet down at Bushnell Auditorium. 
Getting to see Serenade, Divertimento No. 15, 


The Four Temperaments, and 
Rubies all in one week is a rare 
treat. But rarity is exactly the 
problem. An occasional crack at a 
master choreographer doesn’t 
allow dancers to push past the 
terrifying challenge into a more 
assured interpretation. For the 
audience, Balanchine becomes 
just another novelty, one that 
lacks the obvious, audience- 
friendly tricks in more modern 
pieces. 

One of the many singular 
aspects of dance as a performing 
art is that its repertory, whether 
old or new, doesn’t “exist” in the 
way a play or an opera does. 
Productions of old works are 
often called reconstructions, 
meaning that before they can be 
learned, rehearsed, and staged, 
they have to be re-created. 
Sometimes there’s a film or a 
written score from a past produc- 
tion that gives a pretty complete 
account of the choreography, but 
revivals often follow a scenario 
embedded in the memory of a 
dancer. And no ordinary dancer, 
but one with a comprehensive 
grasp of all the steps done by the 
whole cast, not just the part she 
may have danced herself. Victoria 
Simon, who staged the Boston 
and Hartford revivals, is one of 
the most trusted Balanchine 
repetiteurs, yet the Hartford and 
Boston recons differed, mainly in 
the matter of style. 

One of the distinctions of 
Balanchine ballet is 
the stylistic imprint 
his dancers acquired. 
Some people call it 
American, some call 
it contemporary, but 
Balanchine dancing 
has a jazzy ease, a 
sharp attack, a musi- 
cal assurance. Balan- 
chine dancing, of 
course, doesn’t 
“exist” either, except 
as a composite of 
wonderful things 
seen, remembered, 
and newly animated. 
The dancers may be 
doing the hardest 
step combinations in 
the world, but they 
can take minor liber- 
ties with the beat, 
lengthen or quicken 
the phrase, so that 
the performance 
radiates a joy that 
has nothing to do 
with smiling all the 
time. 

Sometimes, indi- 
vidual moments of 
expression like this 
can illuminate a 
whole sequence. 
Serenade (1935), the 
first ballet Balan- 
chine choreographed 
in America, revisits 
the sighs and vapors 





of the Romantic ballet. Without a 
literal plot, Balanchine suggests 
the temporal and the supernatur- 
al worlds where courage and 
betrayal, love and death, coexist- 
ed on the Romantic stage. The 
totemic 19th-century _ ballet, 
Giselle, comes to mind in 
Serenade at the odd beginning of 
the last movement, where a balle- 
rina lies on the floor and is 
solemnly approached by a man 
with another woman clinging to 
his back and covering his eyes. 
But much earlier, implanted in 
the formal choreography, another 
woman falls in the same position. 
One night Pollyana Ribeiro antic- 
ipated that fall with a slight intake 
of breath, then got up with a dis- 
missive glance. It was like the 
moment early in Giselle when she 
has a slight fainting spell while 
dancing, then recovers and 
shrugs it off. Her weakness will 
be fatal, and tragic. Ribeiro’s fall 
brought all of that back and 
imposed the spirit of Giselle onto 
Serenade from that moment on. 
It goes without saying that 
Balanchine dancers have to be 
technical virtuosos, even the 
corps de ballet. His total output 
constitutes probably the most 
exacting use of the classical ballet 
vocabulary that has ever been 
made, and I think it’s for this rea- 
son that it needs to be performed. 
Balanchine isn’t just another dif- 
ferent-looking item in a repertory 
but an extreme test of what 






dancers can do. A Balanchine bal- 
let may also be pretty, fast, spiky, 
sexy, or spectacular, but so are 
other ballets. It’s the steps — 
their complexity, visual design, 
and resonance — that make these 
ballets so rich. 

The steps can be simplified, 
and we in the audience might not 
consciously notice if the dancers 
do four foot: beats instead of six, 
throw their leg in the air instead 
of placing it, or make a straight 
leg gesture instead of a circular 
one. But the dance won’t look 
extraordinary. Of the Boston 
dancers, Ribeiro, Jennifer 
Gelfand, Adriana Sudrez, and 
Aleksandra Koltun seemed con- 
sistently in command of the 
vocabulary and able to make 
those idiomatic decisions that 
brought it alive. 

The others got through it with 
varying degrees of suavity. One 
bland performance of Divertimento 
made me understand why audi- 


ences sometimes consider 
Balanchine just so much boring 
technique. You could _ say 


Balanchine is nothing but steps, 
but those steps are like a story, full 
of events and reflections. Dancers 
don’t always trust their own ability 
to make steps into narrative. In The 
Four Temperaments (1946) some 
of the opening-night cast, includ- 
ing up-and-coming American 
Ballet Theatre star Giuseppe 
Picone, mistook the musical titles 
for acting indications. I think for 
Balanchine the connection was so 
remote it was almost subliminal. In 
any case, Picone in_ the 
Melancholic variation and Gianni 
Di Marco in the Phlegmatic could- 
n’t let the kinky classicism tell their 
story but dramatized what was 
already distorted. 

Incidentally, the company 
made the peculiar decision to list 
Kurt Seligmann as the designer of 
The Four Temperaments without

explaining that his designs are 
gone. Balanchine started strip- 
ping off the excessive decorations 
as soon as he saw these elaborate 
affairs, and by 1951 Four T's was 
down to the practice clothes in 
which it’s danced now. 

Balanchine’s late Stravinsky 
ballets push the idea of distortion 
to the zenith. Instead of a pure 
upright vertical body line, the 
dancers often tilt off-center. Their 
gestures may be broken up or 
angular or rotated outward with 
extra torque. The Hartford 
dancers really got into the 
extremity of Rubies, pushing their 
pelvises forward and crooking up 
their elbows, and doing the picky 
footwork as if it were some arcane 
form of tap dancing. The audi- 
ence was underwhelmed. 

But after Kathryn Posin’s men- 
women-and-selves ballet 
Stepping Stones, they cheered a 
lot. Posin’s piece, created in 1993 
for the Milwaukee Ballet, is one 
solution to the problem of reper- 
tory and also shows how choreo- 
graphers can keep working when 
it’s too expensive to have their 
own companies. Posin, a modern 
dancer, has been freelancing for 
a while. She uses pointe work, 
but only in a simple way. 
Balanchine is the most convinc- 
ing argument that ballet is more 
than standing on the pointes and 
doing various acrobatic feats 
with a partner. Well, maybe the 
audience does want the acrobat- 
ics and fake love scenes right 
now instead of the intricacies of 
high-style classicism. 

Stepping Stones has six women 
in short tunics and pointe shoes, 
six barefoot women in body suits, 
six men in trunks, and six gradu- 
ated platforms with funny tilted 
bits of railings on the upstage 
side. The tunic women do some- 
thing like barre exercises on the 
platforms. The other women loll 
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on the floor a lot. The men hurl 
macho moves around and finally

hurl the women around. 
man and one woman 
from the others and help each 
other step from one platform to 
the next. These are placed far 
enough apart that the dancers 
have to stretch and twist each 
other to reach them. Aside from 
the opportunity to look at their 
bodies working so hard, | could 
see no reason why they weren't 
allowed to step on the floor. In a 
final section all 18 dancers were 
stretching and lolling without 
taking advantage of the unifying 
structure of Joan Tower’s piano- 
and-percussion score, so the 
stage looked like a bucket of 
pick-up sticks. 

The program told about this 

work’s “exploring the relation- 
ships of women, their strengths 
and weaknesses, and their ability 
to reach out to each other for 
support and affirmation,” but 
with a little wit the piece could 
have been a takeoff on the com- 
petitiveness and sexual depriva- 
tion of dance companies. 
Seriousness and high moral tone 
were amply provided in the 
Hartford’s last piece, Acts of 
Light, by Martha Graham. This 
late work, the most extended and 
to me the least engaging of sev- 
eral classroom ballets Graham 
made, has a lush orchestral score 
by Carl Nielsen. (All the music 
on this program was taped and 
played too loud, as if excessive 
volume would make us feel there 
was a live orchestra. It actually 
makes the music sound more 
artificial.) 

At the end of her life, Graham 
seemed to me to have reverted to 
the exotic sensualities of her ear- 
liest teachers, Ruth St. Denis and 
Ted Shawn, against which she ini- 
tially had rebelled. Acts of Light is 
a kind of bare-bones recapitula- 
tion of _ earlier 
Graham duets and 
rituals, ending with 
an extended demon- 
stration of Graham 
technique for a large 


ensemble. 

There are more typ 
ical and_ theatrical 
Graham dances, and 
the Graham adminis 
tration is now allow 


ing them to be pe 
formed by outside 
companies The

as Henry Threadgill, Mulgrew 
Miller, and others. 

Her albums from that period 
and into the early ’80s show a 
mix of influences. Her dark 
vocal timbre and steel-in-velvet 
attack have carned her compar- 
isons to Nina Simone. But she 
had also picked up the hard- 
scatting jazz tradition of Sarah 
Vaughan and Betty Carter. She =

No one would have predicted it a year 
ago, but Jay-Z’s “Hard Knock Life 
Tour” is the biggest rap show of 1999. 
Last Saturday night’s FleetCenter 
engagement, featuring Jay-Z and fel- 
low Def Jam rappers Redman, 
Method Man, and DMxX, sold out in 
one day. 

The evening began with two veter- 
ans. Method Man — Wu-Tang Clan’s 
best-loved rapper — saw huge solo 
success with the 1995 single “I'll Be 
There for You,” but more recently he 
has squandered his talent on the mori- 
bund apocalypticism of Tical 2000: 
Judgment Day (1998). Redman’s 
career has been more consistent but 
less spectacular: his Doc’s Da Name 
2000 (1998) updates the stoned funk 
that has earned him enduring — if not 
widespread — popularity. The two 
friends and frequent collaborators 
(their first album together is due this 
fall) hollered their way through a slop- 
py set punctuated by a version of 
“How High” that had both rappers 
dangling limply from steel cables 
above a cheering crowd. 

DMxX spent his special-effects bud- 
get on a huge, glowing, blood-red 
“DMX” sign. Not much of a lyricist, 
he projected gruff charisma, criss- 
crossed the stage like a boxer (head 
bowed, eyes focused), and repeatedly 
barked at his “niggas” to identify 
themselves — which they did, and 
loudly. DMX’s second album, Flesh of 
My Flesh, Blood of My Blood (1998), 
has been in stores for months, yet 
some radio stations have only recently 
begun playing the breakthrough single 
“Ruff Ryders’ Anthem” from his first 
album. So he asked the crowd which 
of his CDs they preferred. No consen- 
sus was audible. 

It took 16 rappers and 13 produc- 
ers to create Jay-Z’s Vol. 2... Hard 
Knock Life (1998) — his third album, 
despite the title — and the result is a 
catchy and diverse snapshot of con- 
temporary rap music. Now certified 
quadruple platinum, Hard Knock Life 
has established the deadpan MC from 
Brooklyn as rap’s newest superstar. 
But clad in black pants and a Kenny 
Anderson basketball jersey, Jay-Z 
turned out to be a surprisingly low- 
key ringleader, marshaling his troops 
with the satisfaction of a successful 
CEO. He performed “Can I Get 
A...” and “Money Ain’t a Thang” 
convincingly despite a lack of percep- 
tible emotion. Even when arena 
acoustics threatened to turn his state- 
of-the-art beats into mush, the head- 
liner held his own. In nearly a cappel- 
la versions of “22 Two's” and “Friend 
or Foe” — both from his 1996 debut 
album — Jay-Z demonstrated the 
precise, conversational rhyme style 
that put him on the map in the first 


place.

THE ROOTS, 
COMMON, 
BLACK MOON: 
GIVE THE 
DRUMMER SOME 


Among people who obsess on this sort 
of thing, the year’s most controversial 
drum break is the junglized coda to 
the Roots’ current single, “You Got 
Me.” Hip-hop’s finest live act, the 
Roots have never been known to fake 
— or fabricate — the funk. But 
damn, that beat is practically inhu- 
man, a spray of too-fast, too-tight rim 
shots that’s left fans and detractors 
alike grumbling, “No way they're real- 
ly playin’ that shit.” 

Last Saturday, at Worcester’s 


Palladium, “You Got Me” belonged to 
Jill Scott, the Philly singer and Off 
Broadway Rent cast member who 
wrote the hook Erykah Badu croons 
on the album. Scott, built more like 
Everygirl than like the lithe Badu, 
cracked, “I heard y'all was lookin’ for 
the real deal,” spelled out the chorus 
for the slow learners, skipped and 
scatted, and kicked an_ inspired 
freestyle outro to a constellation of 
upraised butane flames. (Promotional 
item of the night: Black Moon 
lighters, which Buckshot and Evil Dee 
hurled into the crowd by the fistful.) 

Then Roots drummer ?uestlove, a 
man so big his ’fro looks like a solar 
eclipse, his kit like a toy, his nimble 
stickwork like a sight gag, laid into the 
controversy-provoking beats with 
conviction. The extended, reverb- 
drenched solo that followed alluded to 
4Hero and police helicopters, the 
Headhunters and “Inna Gadda Da 
Vida.” One fan actually fainted. Who 
says a hip-hop 
band. can’t play 
jungle? 

It was a 
moment of clarity 
amid good- 
natured chaos; 
?uest and his 
crew (cornrowed 
keyboardist 
Kamal, MC Black 
Thought, bassist 
Leonard Hub- 
bard, and rap’s 
own Mel Blanc, 
beatbtvox‘er 
Scratch) took the 
stage tapping 
cowbells like gri- 
ots convening a 
summit, but the 
show came off 
more like a cir- 
cus, or a_ big- 
room version of 
the group’s week- 
ly open-mike ses- 
sions at New 
York’s Wetlands. 
That meant a lit- 
tle of everything 
— the Roots 
backing guests 
Common and 
Mos Def, a mid- 
show Black 
Moon set, heavy- 
metal bass solos 
and ‘°70s-Miles 
tone clusters, 
split-second cov- 
ers of Jay-Z’s 
“Hard Knock 
Life” and the 
themes from Peanuts and The Pink 
Panther, even “invisible turntable” 
mime routines. 

The Roots haven’t recalibrated their 
act for Palladium-sized spaces yet, 
and a muddy sound mix sapped their 
strength. But the jams (particularly a 
fevered “Double Trouble” with Mos 
Def) and the jokes (spontaneous Run- 
D.M.C. impressions!) kept coming. 
Looking back to look forward, drum- 
ming nay-sayers into submission, the 
Roots made a lengthy beats-and- 
rhymes seminar flash by like a half- 


hour recess.

PIPELINE’S 10TH 
ANNIVERSARY: 
OLD-SCHOOL 
BOSTON 


If there’s one cardinal rule about 
Boston reunion shows, it’s that you 
can’t get sentimental and start pining 
for the good old days. So everybody 
who played the sold-out 10-year 
anniversary show for WMBR’s 
Pipeline downstairs at the Middle East 
last Saturday had some way of defus- 
ing the occasion. Moving Targets 
leader Ken Chambers fired his bass 
player on stage. The Titanics’ Nat 
Freedberg premiered a spectacularly 
offensive new song, “Hitler's Pet

Jew.” The Voodoo Dolls’ Cam 
Ackland stole his entire opening rap 
from the MC5. And Kurt (Yukki 
Gipe) Davis, before playing under the 
Bullet LaVolta name for the first time 
in seven years, warned, “Don’t get 
your hopes up.” 

Davis sat in with the reunited 
Moving Targets, which made him and 
head Target Chambers the only bona 
fide Bullets on stage. But the LaVolta 
appearance was a ringer: their seven- 
song set squeezed in the requisite 
anthem (“Dead Wrong”), the requi- 
site Led Zep cover (“Communication 
Breakdown”), and the requisite Davis 
screams. 

It was LaVolta’s brand of 
punk/ metal that briefly wiped garage- 
pop bands like the Voodoo Dolls off 
the map a decade ago, so it was a pay- 
back when the Dolls also got a strong 
audience response. They deserve 
immortality just for “This Town 
Makes Me Feel So Lonely,” but their 
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set had lots more: a couple dozen 
relentlessly catchy two-minute tunes, 
tandem hair-shaking from guitarists 
Evan Shore and Dave Harrison, and 
Cam Ackland’s cool vocals and rock- 
star presence (assuming Peter 
Zaremba or Joey Ramone is your idea 
of a rock star). 

Like all good arena-rock bands, the 
Titanics always play. best when there’s 
a bigger audience around. They rose 
to the occasion with a tighter set than 
I ever remember their doing back in 
the day. True, the band spent most of 
their career flogging the same dozen- 
odd songs, but so would you if you'd 
written something as timeless as 
“High on Drugs” or “Going Out of 
My Way To Be Nice to You.” 

The Volcano Suns delivered a 
greatest-hits set — something they 
hardly ever did in the old days — and 
they mastered their old juggling act 
of killer hooks and art-pop moves, 
cynicism and underlying heart. They 
exuded the most sarcasm, with 
drummer/singer Peter Prescott 
proudly quoting a Phoenix preview 
that called him the “grumpiest man 
in rock.” Later, guitarist/singer 
David Kleiler wise-assed, “Hey guys, 
let’s all move back to Boston, get an 
apartment together and start the 
band back up!” But, joking aside, it’s 
easy to forget what a stellar cata- 
logue of garage/pop/punk tunes the 
Suns had.

Disco’s forgotten beats 


The cover of the 1977 album Cerrone’s Paradise shows the 
eponymous French disco producer crouching on a black 
tile floor dressed in a white jumpsuit unzipped to the waist. 


Behind him is a small white refrigerator, and 
next to that a little jar of white powder lies 
spilled. A woman is lying on top of the fridge, 
back arched, wearing only a gold ankle bracelet. 
A silver sticker next to her head reads: “Hope. 
You. Find. Happiness. In My Paradise. 
Cerrone.” The entire first side of the album is 
taken up by the 16-minute title track, an ode to 
dancing and temptation that’s played and sung 
by anonymous studio hacks. The whole 
production is bombastically, mind-bendingly 
vulgar, and it probably 

made for endless fun in a 

crowded discotheque. It is, 

in short, the essence of 

disco. 

But what passes for 

disco now is a small group 
of pop hits that used 
disco’s rhythms and pro- 
duction sounds: “Ring My 
Bell,” “Fly, Robin, Fly,” 
“Boogie Nights,” “Funkytown,” and so on. 
These songs bypass disco’s campy crassness, 
but also its grandeur and peculiarity, the way 
it pumped up the drama of the rhythmic 
moment and drew it out as long as possible. 
The Disco Box, a four-CD Rhino set, is an 
almost completely redundant restatement of 
the established disco canon. Of its 80 tracks, 
all but eight appeared on Rhino’s earlier series 
The Disco Years; roughly half the songs on the 
three Pure Disco discs on Polydor are here 
too. And almost everything here was a hit of 
some caliber. 

Which is problematic, because disco, as it 
was experienced beneath the mirror ball, was 
about curiosities, valley-and-peak dynamics, 
grooves that dancers could ride for ages. DJs 
liked a little bit of song and a whole lot of pro- 
duction; all they really needed was a mixable 
intro and some long instrumental passages. 
The modern disco canon — and consequent- 
ly The Disco Box — works from the faulty 
assumption that the three-to-four-minute pop 
songs that radio demanded were disco’s point. 
But the eight-chord, eight-minute perpetual- 
motion-machine version of Gloria Gaynor’s “I 
Will Survive” works very differently from the 
three-minute cut on The Disco Box. 

And disco, for all its commercial grotes- 
querie, was essentially experimental. It tested 
the limits of what could be included in a 
song’s lyrics and arrangements; it played with 
duration and repetition in a way no kind of 
pop had before. It encompassed every imag- 
inable variety of novelty, hybrid, and one-hit 
wonderment: Sphinx’s ludicrous Biblical 
extravaganza “Judas Iscariot”; Phreek’s 
deceptively complicated art-song “Weekend”; 
Santa Esmeralda’s 15-minute flamenco-disco 








cover of “Don’t Let Me Be Misunderstood” 
and its follow-up, a 15-minute flamenco- 
disco cover of “The House of the Rising 
Sun”; Corruption’s moronic yet strangely hot 
come-on “Show Me Yours.” Donny Osmond 
and James Brown and Ethel Merman and Cab 
Calloway and Kiss and the Beach Boys all 
took their turns at the new sound. But most 
of this stuff is too long-winded, too bizarre, or 
not catchy enough to be anthologized. 

The other major consequence of disco’s 

being winnowed to a list of 
a few dozen songs is the 
disappearance of the sin- 
gle-artist disco album 
meant as an aesthetic unit. 
Again, assuming that disco 
was important only as a 
vehicle for pop hits leads 
to the discarding of a lot of 
worthwhile stuff that was- 
n’t intended as pop. Chic’s 
Nile Rodgers and Bernard Edwards, on their 
own records and the ones they made with 
Sister Sledge and Diana Ross, were respon- 
sible for some of the most interesting musi- 
cianship of its kind, and they sequenced 
their albums to be listened to in their entire- 
ty. The singles are still on anthologies and 
greatest-hits collections; Chic’s four decent- 
to-excellent albums from the early '80s are 
currently out of print. The liner notes to The 
Disco Box include an annotated list of 50 
“essential” disco albums; only about 20 of 
them are currently available on CD in their 
original form. 

Actually, the liner notes are the most inter- 
esting thing about The Disco Box. Producer 
Brian Chin’s essay on the great technicians of 
the era explains who actually came up with 
which sounds: drummer Alan Schwartzberg’s 
distinctive open hi-hat technique; bassist 
Henry Davis’s octave leaps; producer Tom 
Moulton’s obsessive mix-tweaking and 
cranked-up treble. The notes also include 
DJs’ vintage playlists — which barely inter- 
sect with the contents of the box set. In May 
1975, for instance, Bobby “DJ” Guttadaro’s 
playlist at New York’s Le Jardin included 
South Shore Commission’s “Free Man,” 
Rockin’ Horse’s “Love Do Me Right,” 
Frankie Valli’s “Swearin’ to God,” the 
Reflections’ “Three Steps from True Love,” 
and Consumer Rapport’s “Ease On Down 
the Road.” A compilation of his and the other 
DJs’ favorites would have made a fascinating 
look at a movement that was, after all, inordi- 
nately fond of its misfits. Instead, we just get 
“Boogie Oogie Oogie” and “Shame, Shame, 
Shame” and “More, More, More,” over and 
over and over. %&

I’ve always been an advocate of paying attention to how 


between different cultures and different countries and makes 
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identities possible that governments and 
census bureaus could never predict or 
police. But equating music with travel or, 
worse, using travel as 
the only lens to 
understand music is 
another matter entirely, 
and it’s one that has 
long been at the core of 
how “world music” has 
been marketed to 
Western consumers. 

One of the lowest 
examples of this 
approach was Island Records’ 1997 Island 
Outpost 2 compilation. In the CD booklet, 
next to the track listings for the 10 songs 
hand-picked to convey postcard “island- 
ness” (none of them by artists from any 
island country), were glossy photos of 
tourist hotels owned by Island president 
Chris Blackwell in the Bahamas and 
Jamaica. Blackwell even included 1-800 
travel-agent numbers in case the music got 
you in the mood. 

The compilations in Putumayo’s ongo- 
ing “Musical Odyssey” series, which either 
focus on regional soundscapes (A 
Mediterranean Odyssey) or chart cross- 
cultural “Let’s Go Music” travelogues 
prone to titular alliteration (Dublin to 
Dakar, Cairo to Casablanca, Mali to 
Memphis), don’t come with built-in travel 
agents, but they do reinvent the wheel of 
conflating all “foreign” music with travel 
and tourism. The frequent sleeve essays by 
label CEO Dan Storper invariably include 
references to his semester studying abroad 
in Madrid; the CDs are tagged as “exhila- 
rating journeys” and “musical cruises” full 
of “uplifting sounds and exotic melodies.” 
Even the Putumayo company motto is

where you float past scene after scene of 
international puppet people singing the 
same song in different languages. 

All of them come 
adorned with Putumayo’s 
trademark jewel-box-as- 
global-diorama cover 
designs, which feature 
Nicola Heindl’s craftsy 
drawings of world-music 
citizens in various states of 
work and play. 
Mediterraneanites sai] and 
ride bicycles over grassy 
hills, Native Americans dressed like 
Hollywood Indians play flutes and bang 
drums, Celts strum harps next to smiling 
crescent moons — the blow of otherness 
repeatedly made infantile and childlike, safe- 
ly caged by tradition. 

This only gets worse when you realize 
that Putumayo have yet to put out a nation- 
ally based compilation. The sole sense of 
place it allows is either regional or conti- 
nental. I have no doubt that Putumayo’s 
intentions are noble: proceeds from each 
odyssey album go to various organizations 
relevant to each slice of musical geography, 
and detailed biographies of individual 
artists are always provided. But by celebrat- 
ing the world as one big musical Travel 
Planet, it erases the enduring importance of 
the local — the very place where meanings 
and music are produced. Specific cultures 
and histories are made to mean less than the 
transnational “expeditions” and “voyages” 
they are a part of, leaving single artists to 
stand in for entire cultures and countries. 

The latest Putumayo odyssey — Mali to 
Memphis, which finds Muddy Waters break- 
ing with company policy by blurting out his 
localness on “My Home Is in the Delta” — 
is perhaps the most tragically 
mispackaged result..Including 
artists from the west coast of 
Africa (Habib Koite, Lobi 
Traore) and African-American 
blues singers from the North 
and South (Taj Mahal, Jessie 
Mae Hemphill) the CD charts 
a sonic cartography possible 
only because of slavery. 

Yet the transatlantic slave 
trade was not an “odyssey” 
in the Putumayo sense; it 
was not a trip that any 
African wanted to take. No 
matter how carried away we 
get with cultural globalism 
— with buying and selling 
what anthropologist Steve 
Feld has called “danceable 
ethnicity” — travel is not 
the same thing as coerced 
displacement.

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The Gypsy Caravan 


BY BANNING EYRE In 1991 an eight-person juggernaut of fiddlers, 
singers, accordionists, pipers, and percussionists emerged from the village 
of Clejani in Romania and into the world-music arena. Homegrown as a 


country wedding, Taraf de 
Haidouks — which translates to 
“band of brigands” — brought 


rock-and-roll attitude to bear on 
their own brand of traditional 
Gypsy music. 

The group, who join five other 
Gypsy ensembles from around the 
world on “The Gypsy Caravan: A 
Celebration of Roma Music and 
Dance” tour that comes to Sanders 
Theatre this weekend, continue in 
that vein on their new Taraf de 
Haidouks Nonesuch album. 
Gypsies are sensitive about being 
stereotyped as thieves and Jowlifes, 
but the bold “band of brigands” 
embrace the myth of the Gypsy 
bandit by kicking off the album 
with a track that dramatizes the 
boasts of a horse thief. The playing 
here and throughout this album is 
strong coffee, from the breakneck 
flute turns of “The Peasant’s Belt” 
to the leather-shoe-on-wood-floor 
percussion of “The Bear-Leader’s 
Circle Dance.” Elsewhere, Taraf de 
Haidouks chronicle the fall of the 














Soviet-backed dictator Ceausescu 
(“Ballad of a Dictator”) and sing of 
romantic yearnings, bliss, and 
heartbreak. What links the dis- 
parate themes is a sense of defiance 
in the face of tragedy — the thistle- 
like essence of Gypsy culture, 
which has always used beauty as a 
means of survival. 

Baudelaire once called the 
Gypsies the “prophetic tribe with 
glowing eyes.” But the proper name 
for the people known as Gypsies is 
the Roma. For more than 1000 
years the Roma have carried their 
music and a motherlode of musi- 
cianship on a journey across conti- 
nents from their original home in 
Rajasthan in Northern India. 
They’ve been uprooted, jailed, and 
slaughtered in Europe for centuries; 
they have no homeland or political 
structures; and their language has 
nearly disappeared in many 


enclaves. And yet, Roma music has 
survived in many guises: as wedding 
music in the Balkans, as restaurant 
entertainment in Hungary, and, 





most famously, as masterful flamen- 
co, the national music of Spain. 
For a broader look at contempo- 
rary Roma musical groups, try the 
new The Gypsy Road: A Migration 
from India to Spain (Alula), a com- 
pilation of recent recordings that 
features five of the six groups on the 
Gypsy Caravan tour. Kalyi Jag, a 
mostly vocal group from Hungary, 
became the first non-restaurant 
Roma group to record in Hungary 
after the end of the Soviet era. The 
track here bristles with rural rowdi- 
ness and tricky rhythms, but it has a 
hook you come away humming, a 
rarity in this gnarly music. The exu- 
berant wedding fare of the Yuri 
Yunakov Ensemble belies a tortured 
history. Soviet Communism in 
countries like Yunakov’s native 
Bulgaria did provide protection for 
the Roma, who had been fair game 
for wholesale killing prior to the 
Second World War. But it did little 
to advance them as a people. 
Yunakov was the star saxophonist in 
Bulgaria’s most successful wedding

band, Ivo Papasov’s, yet that didn’t 
prevent him from being harassed, 
fined, and even jailed for playing 
Roma songs. No surprise that 
Yunakov bases his group in New 
York these days. 

Musafir, the most ethnically 
diverse outfit on The Gypsy Road 
(and in the Gypsy Caravan tour), 
take Roma music back to its Indian 
roots under the direction of 
Rajasthani percussionist Hameed 
Khan. This young, Paris-based 
group bring the music full circle by 
drawing from many religious and 
national traditions along the 
Romany trail from India to central 
Europe. Russia’s Kolpakov Trio, in 
contrast, offer a more genteel take 
on Roma tradition. Leader Sacha 
Kolpakov sings with passion and the 
sort of melismas you’d expect from 
a Gypsy crier. The Russian feeling 
of his foursquare guitar playing 
shows the Gypsy genius for donning 
the mantle of local culture while 
remaining fundamentally Roma. 

The Gypsy Road also features 
guitarist Gerardo Nuiez, one of the 








most exciting flamenco artists to 
emerge in recent years. His blister- 
ing track is a good argument in 
favor of hunting down his recent 
full-length Calima (Alula). For an 
even more in-depth excursion into 
the Roma musical tradition, there’s 
LEpopée Tzigane: Road of the 
Gypsies (Network), a two-CD set 
that sweeps from India though 
Central Asia, North Africa, and 
Europe telling the Gypsy story over 
the course of 32 tracks of sensa- 
tional music, along with pictures 
and text chronicling the long and 
often difficult journey that has

| Alien crafts 


A close encounter with Bill T. Miller 






BY TED DROZDOWSKI Ask Bill T. Miller whether he 


thinks his music, perhaps the most unconventional rock- 
based sound being made in the city, will endure and he

answers simply. “Somehow the quest for a 
good buzz and getting laid will translate for 
centuries. It already has,” he says, smiling 
and sitting shoeless behind the mixing 
console of his Headroom studio/hangout 
in the South End’s Sound Muscum 
building. But somchow the personal quest 
of this producer/player/mad conceptualist 
— documented in a serics of recordings 
under the names Out of Band Experience, 
Drum Army, Kings of Feedback, King of 
Slack, Slackbangers, and Drum Army — 
sounds more complicated. 

Imagine a radio tuned to all the frequen- 
cies of pop culture, with its dial madly spin- 
ning as a couple have sex on the top of a 
mountain where a drum kit has being 
hurled off the back porch of a Buddhist 
temple and is tumbling down rocky cliffs. 
Or Jimi Hendrix caught in a perpetual 
feedback loop as Mitch Mitchell and Nocl 
Redding spiral out of sanity. Then all that 
intensifies as aliens land, disrupting mag- 
netic fields, stealing cattle, and launching 
their own quest for sex and chocolate. 

Consider Miller’s description of the first 
Out of Band Experience album, which was 
released in the early 90s and — like all of 
his dozen or so self-produced CDs, his sin- 
gles, and the compilations on which his 
work appears — is obtainable through his 
wiww.billtmiller.com Web site. 

“When you hear an OBE record, you're 
living my life,” the 40ish sonic maven 
explains. “You have TV, you're eating 
Globe Clusters — my munchies — hang- 
ing in the studio, jammin’, drinkin the 
magic elixirs, the sacred smoke. The TV's 
blowin’ with the aliens on. And we're 
hangin’ out, so of course we get baked and 
we run out of munchies so we go down to 
the little convenient mart to score some 
munchies. We take the microdeck recorder 
and document the whole thing. You literal- 
ly ‘hear the’guy‘at the Christie’s..*.““That'lh 
be...’ And later on it’s pizza; so you hear’

the Domino’s guy. Or someone left a 
phone message, so that went on tape. So 
with OBE you live my life. The days 
change, but sex, TV, computers, the 
Internet, guitar, bass, drums, aliens. 
They’re constant.” 

The plot thickens: “On that first album’s 
trip to the Christie’s, the aliens were a lit- 
tle greedy when they abducted us. They 
wanted our smoke and our food. When we 
came out of the mart with Globe Clusters, 
they had a sugar jones too. They wantcd to 
fuck us and the whole deal, but they really 
wanted our munchies. Then when we got 
back to the studio, the people waiting for 
us were like, ‘Where you been?’ We were 
missing time and were not really sure if we 
were abducted or just fell asleep on the 
couch watching a science-fiction movic. 
And that’s pretty much the first OBE 
record.” 

But there’s more: “It was me setting out 
on my path to enlightenment. I met up with 
different guides and monks and gurus. In 
the beginning | got a microdeck and a 
magic amulet. If you listen carefully, you 
can hear me meet this Wiccan — the 
witches are very subliminal. It’s like a blur 
of reality: you’re not sure at any given time 
if it’s TV or a dream, so I’m on my path to 
enlightenment.” 

Got that? “A blur of reality” might be the 
best handle to use when sccking a grip on 
Miller’s dense, information-packed mixes. 
And maybe his conversations. His record- 
ings are not easy listening, but they’re excit- 
ing. His aural drugs dispense a heady dose 
of what’s hip and trippy — from brash 
drum ‘n’ bass variants, samples from any- 
where, and phrases of melody and riffs that 
go back to his roots in the glory days of 
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Hendrix and the Beatles. His music is cer- 
tainly worth hearing, not only as an indica- 
tor of how far one artist with a unique per- 
‘sonal: vision ‘can 'go as, a cottage industry,

but for the expansion of possibilities they present to listeners 
and musicians. 

For Miller, reality first started blurring when it became 
mixed with rock and roll. “My dad [an environmental sci- 
entist] was a stereo buff. He had two 15-inch speakers, 
tweeters, pre-amps, an amp, reel-to-reel, separate tuner. He 
had jazz and classical records. In 1964, that was serious 
gear. We went to visft his sister, and she had Herman’s 
Hermits and ‘She Loves You,’ and that was it. I got into 
rock and roll. My first album was Beatles ’65. And when | 
got it home, my dad said, ‘If that needle on your mother’s 
stereo touches it, you can’t play it on my stereo. You have to 
make a decision now.’ ” 

And so the die was cast. “Right from my first record | 
knew the difference between hi- and lo-fi,” Miller observes. 
A few years later he graduated from playing guitar on ten- 
nis rackets to a garage band called the Electric Onions. Yes, 
they probably made eyes water, but that didn’t deter Miller. 

“I got into noise when I bought a Vox reverb from a cat- 
alogue for $29. I put it on my guitar amp and cranked it to 
10 and did this thing with its springs shaking so it would 
feed back. That’s when I got into noise.” 

Then, when he taped Hendrix’s Axis: Bold As Love on 
reel-to-reel and accidentally rethreaded it backwards: “I 
heard the sound reversed and thought I could build on that.” 

Nourished by the mix of pot, acid, and other psychedelics 
and phantasticants common to ’60s and early-’70s musical 
growth, Miller’s interest in sonic exploration blossomed as 
he reached adulthood. In the mid ’70s he went to engineer- 
ing school in California, then returned to North Carolina to 
mix live sound and produce his younger brother’s band. 

“I ended up doing live sound for another band and ended 
up in Boston when their five-week tour ended, so I stayed, 
got my brother to send my stuff up, and I’ve never left.” 

In fact, he’s become a fixture. He set up his own eight- 
track recording studio and produced and mixed live bands 
at night while working by day at Daddy’s Junky Music. “It 
was a great place to be. I’d do my job and sell gear, but I 
also used it as my office. I’d book sessions and live sound 
gigs and meet musicians there. I have gigs recording now 
that I can trace back to my Daddy’s days.” 

A slew of Boston punk, art-rock, and free-improv artists 
have come under his microphones in the '90s, including 
Underbelly, Nisi Period, and Roger Miller. Yet Bill Miller’s 
work as a recordist for others is in striking contrast to his 
own Out of Band Experience, Drum Army, Tappistry, and 
other recordings. “With early OBE I was stoned out of my 
mind trying to fuck with my head, so the first album was 
about overindulgence. I had all these other musicians who I 
knew come in and blast down tracks, almost randomly at 
times, and I borrowed all these samples. Most of the guests 
[including premier Boston guitarists Reeves Gabrels and 
Rich Gilbert, who now play for David Bowie and Frank 
Black, respectively] were kind of too big to be in the band 
all the time. So I got to take their contributions and create 
my own thing. Since nobody was in OBE in the first place 
except me, it was kind of a dream band — one that would- 
n’t break up. 

“These days OBE is more arranged. I’m looking for 
something that’s more based on hit-type hooks.” He says 
this with tongue not entirely in cheek. “Hey, stranger things 
have happened.” He also limits most of his own playing to 
bass and Chapman stick. 

“But when I’m recording other people’s bands, I’m 
the co-pilot. | would never inflict my own aesthetic on 
people, like, ‘Hey, I think we need to put in some back- 


” 


wards guitars and moaning nymphos!’ 

Oddly, that’s made him a popular engineer/producer 
with hardcore and metal bands. Subjugator and Drop 
Dead are among his recent projects. Those are very loud 
bands to record within the small confines of Headroom. 
a practice space about the size of six walk-in closets 
with nothing to separate the control-booth zone from 
the blasting Marshall amps. But the natural bleed- 
through of amplifiers and drums pouring into each 
other’s microphones and smacking down to tape can be 
a Virtue. 

“The key with raw metal and hardcore bands is almost 
anti-production. They’d go into the studio and the guys 
would be trying to clean them up. I’m like, ‘Set it up and let 
it go. Grab the hand-held mike and roll around on the floor. 
I'll make it work.’ ” 

As you’d imagine from a man whose studio has all the 
comforts of home — including a ceiling-suspended skull, 
tapestries, snacks, a refrigerator, and a cat — as well as 


piles of essential recording gear, Miller spends a lot of his 
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time at Headroom. So making things work is never an 
issue. Sharing’s more his problem. 

“I don’t really encourage bands to record here. I'd just 
like to hog it myself. Producing and recording my own shit 
in here, | have God-like control over everything. 

“What I'm really getting into now is remixes. That's 
where | want to focus with my stuff and other bands. | think 
I can find a niche there, because if musicians know what | 
do, they can send me their multi-tracks and | can sample it 
and loop it — give it the Bill T. Miller treatment. | can col 
laborate with other artists but still have some creative free 
dom. I'm not just the engineer.” 

Certainly Miller’s aspirations are loftier than mere engi 
neering. “There was a time when I believed in the corporate 
structure and trying to get signed. There was a time | want 
ed Grammys, and I still do. 

“But now I realize I’m not writing those kinds of songs. 
and the corporate structure has nothing to do with music 
So I signed myself, started putting out my own records. And 
now I’m going for Underground Cult God. &

The character's supposed 
to be boorish and stupid, which MacDonald confuses 
with disinterest. He never looks anybody in the eye 
when he delivers his lines. He's wooden — neither lov- 
able nor evil. The cruel, black, negative nature of The 
Norm Shows humor — imitating its sister production 
The Drew Carey Show — doesn't work because Norm 
(the character) doesn’t have a personality. Co-star 
Laurie Metcalf (Roseanne’s sister) works hard to liven 
things up, but it’s a losing battle. Clearly MacDonald's 
trying to imitate Carey's deadpan, but without Carey's 
spontaneity he ends up imitating Jerry Seinfeld (he even 
looks as if he wanted to laugh at his own jokes). Vague 
detachment worked for Jerry because on Seinfeld he 
played the observer. MacDonald's supposed to be the

Barry, however, paints a com- 
passionate portrait of this man 
without a country, his mind 
wandering to old loves, from 
wild clover to Queen Viotoria, 
and to that January day in 
1922 when he was part of the 
ceremonial turnover of Dublin 
Castle to Easter Rising hero 
Michael Collins. Tom Atkins is 
a sturdy, grizzled Dunne, who, 
though discredited by history, 
retains an earthy, stubborn 
grace.

* ** Blur, 13 (Virgin). The “woo- 
hoo” boys are back, it's just that in 
the couple of years since their last 
costume change (from Brit-pop 
mods of Parklife to indie-slackers 
of Blur) there's apparently been 
some romantic discord in the Blur 
camp — namely frontguy Damon 
Albarn's break-up with Elastica’s 
Justine Frischmann. So this time 
there's a bit more “boo-hoo” in the 
mix, particularly in the gospel- 
tinged sing-along “Tender,” which 
kicks things off with choirboy 
vocals and a dash of churchy 
organ. 

13 also finds the band working 
with the techno-oriented producer 
who engineered Madonna's last 
pop coup, William Orbit, though 
for the most part his tasteful ambi- 
ent touches are overridden by gui- 
tarist Graham Coxon's unruly and 
abraded guitar tones and Albarn's 
fondness for Pavement and the 
Fall. “Song 2” worked so well on 
the last one that we've now got 
two more Blur “Songs,” the sloppy 
slide-driven rocker “Swamp Song” 
and the gentler yet still sonically 
skewed ballad “Mellow Song.” In 
other words, 13 is more or less a 
logical and successful progres- 
sion from Blur, with more art-dam- 
aged noises and less in the way of 
ready-made sports cheers. ESPN 
may end up disappointed, and 
that in itself will probably please a 
lot of Blur fans.

**1/2 Ginuwine, 100% 
GINUWINE (550 Music/Epic). 
For anyone who can't tell what 
Ginuwine's all about from his las- 
civious grin and the Billy Dee 
Williams 'stache that frames it, a 
primer: his name's Ginuwine and 
he’s the ladies’ choice. He gets up 
in ‘em like a rented Rolls Royce. 
Or that's what his second album, 
100% Ginuwine, leads us to 
believe — an admitted “sexa- 
holic,” Ginuwine comes off like the 
king of the speed-dial booty call, a 
guy who begs, pleads, cries, and 
moans in every song because he 
knows the ladies dig that histrion- 
ic soul-man stuff. He's a B-team 
R. Kelly, singing sweet-naughty 
nothin’ with one foot already out 
the bedroom window, and his 
finest moment on 100% is a cover 
of Michael Jackson's “She's Out 
of My Life,” so note-perfect it 
could foo! Bubbles. 

So thank God for producer 
Timbaland — he masterminded 
Ginuwine’s 1996 hit “Pony” (a 
grinding groove that's become 
many a stripper's ace in the hole), 
and he turns 100% into a sweaty 
16-track honeymoon suite. This is 
slow-jam Timbo, of course, func- 
tioning less like the cyber-funk 
beat wizard of Aaliyah's look-ma- 
no-cymbals smash “Are You That 
Somebody” and more like the guy 
who tailors Barry White's smoking 
jackets; and his late-night R&B 
can be as snoozy as anybody's. 
But when “Do You Remember” 
and “Final Warning” come alive — 
with rhythmically bipolar drum 
programs homina-homina-ing and 
Timbaland speaker-phoning mur- 
muring-playa asides and 
Jumbotron bass lines rollin’ like 
thunder under the covers — it 
almost doesn't matter how slack 
whatshisname's game is.

** Frank Black and the 
Catholics, PISTOLERO 
(spinART). Opting for the direct 
approach again, Frank Black con- 
vened his new band, the 
Catholics, for 10 days of recording 
Straight to two-track. That's more 
than twice as long as they took 
with Frank Black and the 
Catholics, but it still wasn’t long 
enough to work the kind of magic 
Black has achieved in the past, 
both as the leader of the Pixies 
and on his second solo disc, 
Teenager of the Year. Black has 
obviously come to favor a 
stripped-down approach, and 
though his band are more than 
capable — they're tight and force- 
ful throughout the disc — it's the 
Stripping down of the songs that’s 
the problem. Biack’s real song- 
writing successes have come 
when he's thrown listeners for a 
loop, sometimes three or four 
times in a single track. Classics 
like “Debaser” and newer, lesser- 
known numbers like 
“Thalassocracy” were relentlessly 
weird, dropping beats — even 
whole measures — and twisting 
through chord changes that by all 
rights were just plain wrong. This 
new crop of songs is tuneful and 
catchy enough, but the closer 
Black gets to normal, the easier 
he is to ignore.

Channeling the glitter- 
flecked polyester pose of Mott the 
Hoople and T. Rex through the 
junkie punk of Richard Hell, 
Johnny Thunders, and maybe the 
Only Ones, songwriter Bill 
Whitten (late of the St. Johnny) 
and his young dudes have made 
an album that's absolutely dispos- 
able — and often fun as hell to lis- 
ten to. Which, if we've learned 
anything from lan Hunter and 
Marc Bolan, is probably the point. 

The Bowie/iggy-esque opening 
track, “Superstars,” pretty much 
nails what's in store: Grand Mal's 
is a cheap wine-and-Ecsiasy 
world of “neon boys,” “broken 
androids,” and Whitten sneering 
and feeling “like Dracula's 
teenage son.” This theater of 
seedy scenarios is backlit by a lot 
of flashy production — shuffling 
Madchester percussion, fuzzed- 
out Jesus and Mary Chain guitars, 
and little electronic noises that tell 
you it's a ‘90s recording.

(Knitting Factory). Versatility is 
the hobgoblin of postmodernism. 
Instead of mingling with mutual 
suspicion, various aesthetic 
strands, once at war to wear the 
mantle of the new faith, now lie 
next to one another in peaceful co- 
existence. One sometimes misses 
the barricades. And people who 
set out to forge new alliances 
sometimes end up delivering sam- 
plers — a little of this, a little of that 
— with nothing really meeting. 

Fortunately the samples on 
drummer William Hooker's new 
CD are pretty good. The center- 
piece is the nearly half-hour long 
“Sensor Suite,” which with its front 
line of two saxes and trumpet over 
a piano-bass-drum rhythm section 
is a fine piece of good old-fash- 
ioned avant-garde jazz, from the 
moody out-of-tempo unison lines 
to the herniated sax solos to 
pianist Mark Hennen's Cecil 
Taylor—ish strategy of comping 
emphatically amid the firestorm to 
(most impressively) trumpeter 
Lewis Barnes's rummaging lyri- 
cism. This is bracketed by two 
versions of Sonic Youth's 
“Because (Of You)” with a differ- 
ent line-up — three guitars now — 
giving us the rock version of no-

bar-line mysticism. For good mea- 
sure there's a ballad that turns 
ugly (“Pure Imagination") and a 
totally charming drum feature 
(“The Gate"). But my guess would 
be that Hooker's heart is most 
firmly rooted in the free-jazz 
blowout of the suite — there. at 
any rate, the blood and drama 
and little spinning wheels sound 
most unforced.

**1/2 Donald Harrison, FREE 
TO BE (impulse!). Alto-saxo- 
phonist Donald Harrison is a fluid, 
resourceful, sometimes adventur- 
ous player, in thrall to Coltrane 
and joined here by a pianist 
(Andrew Adair) who's steeped in 
McCoy Tyner. So there's no 
escaping the sense of familiarity, 
especially on the reharmonized 
“Softly As in a Morning Sunrise.” 
On the plus side, “Blue Rose” is a 
pleasant tune in the vein of 
Trane's “Giant Steps,” and 
Harrison, to his credit, also draws 
on Eric Dolphy, Sonny Criss, and 
Jackie McLean.

“Nouveau 
Swing (Reprise),” a sung paean to 
jazz, shows how embarrassing 
jazz musicians can be when they 
try to go pop.

His 
career fizzled in the ‘40s, probably 
because of his homosexuality; in 
1957, he was discovered dead,

Gods 
and Monsters tries to fill in those 
last days, as Whale (a white- 
haired, dandyish lan McKellen) 
becomes enamored of his new 
yard man (George of the Jungle's 
Brendan Fraser), who assures the 
horny old man he’s straight. So 
instead, they talk. And talk. And 
talk. And the James Whale of this 
movie proves to be a dotty bore 
There is one great sequence in 
Gods and Monsters: a re-creation 
of the Universal Pictures 1935 
shooting of The Bride of 
Frankenstein, where an adult 
female is created for the Monster 
and where, coming to conscious- 


ness, she shrieks with abhorrence |

What distinguishes Joseph 
Vilsmaier's tidy bio-pic about the 
Comedian Harmonists, a real-life 
1930s German singing ensemble, 
from the wide-eyed conceit of 
Roberto Benigni's Life Is Beautiful 
is Vilsmaier'’s refusal to glorify his 
subjects’ denial or optimism. From 
1927 to 1935, the partly Jewish 
Harmonists kicked keister as the 
Weimar Era equivalent of the Fab 
Four, a sweet-as-stollen sextet 
whose technical brilliance, inge- 
nious arrangements, and silly 
lyrics sold thousands of records 
and packed concert halls. Their 
rise wasn't entirely harmonious: 
the requisite quarrels erupt, espe- 
cially between the Jewish Harry 
Frommermann (Ulrich Noethen) 
and the Aryan Robert Biberti (Ben 
Becker), who even fall for the 
same earnest university student 
(Meret Becker). Yet despite the 
apolitical ensemble's renditions of 
such sentimental schmaltz as 
“Happy Days Are Here Again,” the 
film in no way fuels the fantasy 
that music salved Germany's polit- 
ical wounds or ultimately sheltered 
the Harmonists from the Nazi hor- 
ror.

A runaway 
heiress (Claudette Colbert), avoid- 
ing the marriage arranged by her 
father with a wealthy dullard, 
meets the charismatic man of her 
dreams (Clark Gable) on a 
charmed night bus, where the pas- 
sengers break into a spontaneous 
rendition of “The Man on the 
Flying Trapeze.” There's the 
famous hitchhiking scene, where 
Colbert's ankles attract drivers 
ahead of Gable’s thumb, and the 
even more famous motel scene, 
where Gable started a national 
style by stripping down to his 
undershirt.

One of the finest of all film noirs.

The first 10 minutes of 
Robert Siodmak's film are abso- 
lutely faithful to Hemingway, in 
word and spirit; then the movie 
spins into a flashback and 
explains how the poor bastard got 
in this mess.

Like the 
Kralahome (voice of lan 
Richardson), an evil royal advis- 
er/magician who wants arriving 
British schoolteacher Anna 
(Miranda Richardson) to report the 
King of Siam (Martin Vidnovic) as 
a “barbarian” so the Brits will kick 
him out and the Kralahome can 
step in. Plus cute animals: a mis- 
chievous monkey, a regal black 
panther, and a pair of adorable 
rare white elephants. We also get 
some plot “improvements.” The 
Crown Prince (Allen Hong) is now 
an adolescent, and it's he who

Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at 
Cannes, Toronto, and Vancouver 
plus endorsements from groups 
like the Anti-Defamation League; it 
won the Best Jewish Experience 
Award at the Jerusalem Film Fest, 
the Best Foreign Film Oscar from 
the Academy, and the Best Actor 
Oscar for Benigni. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni's wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni's Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to 
five years later: Guido and Dora 
have an adorable charcoal-eyed 
little boy, Giosué (Giorgio 
Cantarini), but the Nazis are 
rounding up Italian Jews, and so 
the whole family are shipped off to 
some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido 
pretends it’s all a game. The con- 
cept is well-intentioned and at 
times even moving, but the way 
Guido capers about like the 
Hogan's Heroes gang at Stalag 13 
trivializes what happened at 
places like Auschwitz and Dachau: 
no heads are shaved, and death 
takes place off screen. The feel- 
good Final Solution ending cheers 
the survival of a few while ignoring 
the extermination of millions — it's 
a smiley-face Holocaust. See 
Benigni's film and decide for your- 
self — but don't be surprised if yoy 
find Life Is Beautiful untorgivably 
obscene.

Based on 
the autobiography of former NASA 
technician Homer Hickam, the 
simple plot works to the film's 
advantage, highlighting the intima- 
cies among the characters without 
getting maudlin.

His brother (Dean 
Stockwell) rescues him, and after 
an hour of touching, restrained 
rehabilitation (the laconic, note- 
perfect screenplay is by Sam 
Shepard), Travis and his young 
son (Hunter Carson) search for his 
estranged wife, Jane (Nastassja 
Kinski, poignant and precise), 
whom they track down to a 
Houston peepshow parlor. In one 
of Wenders's most inspired (and, 
as is his wont, overdone) conceits, 
Travis and Jane face off in a booth 
separated by a two-way mirror, 
each reciting apologies to the 
dividing wall of narcissistic reflec- 
tion and solipsistic projection.

Babenco grinds a heavy 
political ax: by Brazilian law, 
minors are immune from prison 
sentences, but resentful police 
officials round up street gangs as 
a matter of course when a murder 
is committed.

The familiar tale (the pro- 
logue helpfully refers you to the 
Book of Exodus for the full details) 
benefits little from its glib contem- 
porary spin, posing the founder of 
the Western religious tradition as 
a spoiled yuppie who finds God 
and his purpose in life despite his 
worst intentions.

* *x x SAVING PRIVATE RYAN 
(1998). Steven Spielberg's Worid 
War II film offers the most harrow- 
ing and oddly exhilarating re-cre- 
ations of modern warfare ever to 
be seen in a movie made for 
entertainment. There's no doubt- 
ing the horror of his D-Day landing 
on Omaha Beach: the troops are 
butchered in a merciless hail of 
bullets, with blood splattering the 
camera lens and everything else 
But that leads Spielberg to ponder 
the value of a single human life, 
and so he sends Captain Miller 
(Tom Hanks) and a picked, 
stereotyped band of seven out 
after Private Ryan (Matt Damon), 
after it's discovered Ryan is his 
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family's last surviving son. Miller's 
squad roam through the chaos of 
no man's land, bumping into anec- 
dotes ranging from the poignant 
and heartstopping to the pre- 
dictable and pat. There's a senti- 
mental frame — an old man totter- 
ing through the rows of white 
crosses at the present-day 
Normandy beachhead memorial 
— that entombs the trauma to 
come in retrospective glory and 
mawkishness. Nonetheless, what
